Dominion  Government  Very  Liberal  in  Appropriations  for  Maintenance  and  Extension  of  Its 
Experiment  Station.  Poultry  Department  at  Manitoba  Agricultural  College  One  of  the  Largest 
and  Best  Equipped  in  America.   Prof.  M.  C.  Herner  Doing  Valuable  Work  for  Poultry  Industry

FEW  poultrymen  in  the  United  States  realize  that  Manitoba 
Agricultural  College  has  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equip- 
ped poultry  departments  in  America.  In  three  years  it  has 
grown  from  an  investment  of  $500  to  one  of  nearly  $125,000, 
and  the  annual  appropriations  for  maintenance  would  appear 
extremely  liberal  to  three- 
fourths  of  the  heads  of  our 
State  college  poultry  depart- 
ments. While  this  liberal 
financing  has  been  extended 
generally  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  this  remarkably 
rapid-growing  institution,  the 
■confidence  which  the  authori- 
ties have  in  Professor  M.  C. 
Herner,  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment, has  had  much  to  do 


NOTE.  In  the  November  issue  in  the  Government  work  for  Poul- 
try Department,  Mr.  Jackson  described  the  work  being  carried  on 
at  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  Station  in  behalf  of  the  poultry  in- 
dustry. He  will  continue  his  stories  of  the  work  being  done  at  the 
various  Agricultural  Stations  and  Colleges  until  all  have  been  described. 
Owing  to  the  importance  and  educational  value  of  the  investigations 
and  experiments  under  way  at  these  institutions  it  has  been  decided 
to  treat  them  separately  in  the  broad  measure  pages  instead  of  in 
Mr.  Jacksons  department.  In  these  pages  he  will  give  a  general  re- 
view of  the  work  in  hand, — while  in  the  Government  Work  for  Poul- 
try Department  he  will  discuss  the  various  bulletins  and  make  such 
comment  as  he  believes  will  be  of  value  to  A.  P.  W.  readers.  W.  C.

found  that  houses  of  greater  width  are  liable  to  be  too  damp 
in  the  winter  time. 

Prof.  Herner's  careful  study  of  this  subject  should  carry  a 
good  deal  of  weight  with  poultrymen  who  desire  to  build  most 
economically  and  to  provide  houses  that  will  give  the  most 

satisfactory  results.  In  recent 
years  there  has  been  a  gen- 
eral tendency  toward  wide 
houses  though  I  greatly  ques- 
tion whether  the  advantages 
res ul ting  from  increased 
width  are  any  compensation 
for  the  increased  cost  and 
the  lack  of  thrift  and  greater 
danger  of  disease  which 
usually  are  present  in  such 
houses. 


with  this  liberality.  Prof.  Herner  is  a  graduate  of  Guelph  and 
is  regarded  as  one  of  Canada's  strong  men  in  poultry  work. 

The  Equipment 

The  buildings,  some  of  which  are  shown  in  the  accompany- 
half-tone  engravings,  are  of  the  most  permanent  construction. 
The  Administration  Building  is  a  large  2-story  brick  structure 
providing  ample  room  for  offices,  class  rooms,  labora- 
tories, egg  room,  shipping  room  and  incubator  cellar.  Im- 
mediately in  the  rear  of  this  buliding  is  the  brooder  house. 
There  are  three  laying  houses,  nearby,  having  a  combined  capa- 
city of  1500  hens.  These  houses  are  all  eapiipped  with  trap 
nests  and  all  hens  on  the  plant  are  trap-nested.  All  laying 
houses  have  curtain  fronts  and  straw  lofts — a  type  of  con- 
struction which  has  been  found  particularly  satisfactory  in 
cold  climates.  With  the  exception  of  house  No.  1  which  is  16 
feet,  these  houses  are  built  14  feet  wide,  as  Prof.  Herner  has 


Width  of  House  Depends  Upon  Climate 

In  a  general  way  it  may  be  said  that  the  width  of  the  poul- 
try house  is  conditioned  upon  ability  to  ventilate  it  properly 
and  keep  it  dry.  On  practical  poultry  farms,  starting  in  the 
North  where  a  width  of  14  feet  appears  to  be  regarded  as  about 
the  limit  for  laying  houses  the  width  gradually  increases  until 
in  more  moderate  climates  houses  of  20  or  even  25  feet  in  width 
are  by  no  means  uncommon.  Further  South  it  will  be  found  that 
widtli  again  decreases  because  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  suf- 
ficient ventilation  in  wide  houses  to  make  them  comfortable  in 
hot  weather.  There  are  few  wide  houses  in  the  warmer  sections 
of  the  country,  therefore, except  where  the  semi-monitor  type  is 
used.  Practically,  the  only  advantages  which  houses  of  this  type 
appear  to  offer  are  found  in  the  high  roofs  and  greater  ease  of 
ventilation  which  make  them  comparatively  cool  in  hot  weather. 

White  Leghorn  flocks  are  by  no  means  uncommon  in  Canada, 
it  is  natural  that,  in  this  cold  climate  with  its  long  winters,

The  main  building  is  40x60  feet,  two  stories  high  with  basement,  and  provides  room  for  offices,  class  rooms,  laboratories,  etc. 
The  incubator  cellar  in  the  basement  contains  28  machines.  This  cut  also  shows  the  main  brooder  house  Iff  feet  wide  and  120  feet  long, 
equipped  throughout  with  Electric  Hovers  which  have  given  excellent  satisfaction.  The  laying  house' in  the  foreground  is  No.  3,  with 
the  fattening  house  and  end  of  laying  house  No.  2  showing  on  the  left.  The  main  building  and  brooder  house  are  in  the  rear,  Thu 
plant  grew  from  a  $500  start  to  its  present  dimensions  in  three  years. 
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the  larger  breeds  should  predominate.  This  fact  calls  for 
special  attention  to  the  preparation  and  sale  of  table  poultry, 
and  the  Manitoba  College  poultry  department  is  provided  with 
an  up-to-date  fattening  house  in  which  500  chickens  can  be 
fattened  at  one  time.  The  fattening  crates  are  suspended  from 
the  ceiling  so  as  to  permit  easy  cleaning  of  the  floor    and  many 
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much  practical  work  as  possible.  For  this  reason  both  brooder 
and  laying-house  pens  are  smaller  than  would  be  the  case  on  a 
commercial  plant.  Twenty-eight  incubators  are  installed  in  the 
incubator  cellar  and  students  are  thoroughly  trained  in  this 
branch  of  the  work.  I  am  glad  to  note  that  Prof.  Herner  has  not 
yielded  to  the  general  tendency  to  install  mammoth  incubators 
in  college  poultry  departments. 

I  can  not  see  how  the  ability  to  operate 
a  section  of  a  mammoth  incubator  is  going 
to  be  of  much  practical  value  to  the  great 
majority  of  students  who  take  poultry 
courses.  Few  of  them  will  own  or  operate 
mammoth  incubators  after  they  leave  the 
institution,  while  practically  all  will  oper- 
ate lamp-heated  incubators.  I  can  see  how 
the  mammoth  greatly  simplifies  the  duties 
of  the  instructor,  but  is  seems  to  me  that, 
except  in  institutions  where  these  ma- 
chines can  be  provided  in  addition  to  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  lamp-heated  machines, 
they  should  have  no  place  in  the  equip- 
ment. There  does  not  seem  to  be  any 
room  to  question  the  fact  that  Prof.  Hern- 
er with  his  28  lamp-heated  incubators  is 
vastly  better  able  to  give  practical  instruc- 
tion to  his  students — instruction  that  will 
be  of  direct  value  to  them  on  their  own 
farms. 

Special  attention  is  given  at  this  College 
to  developing  bred-to-lay  strains  in  all  the 
breeds  kept  of  which  there  are  a  number. 
From  the  fanciers'  view-point,  this  certainly

straw  lofts  and  muslin  shuttered  fronts  made  such  records  possible.  College  to  concentrate  its  efforts  upon  a 

single  one  or  two  of  the  most  popular  breeds, 
as  is  usually  done.  Every  one  knows  by  this  time  that  the 
ability  to  lay  a  large  number  of  eggs  is  not  peculiar  to  fowls 
of  any  one  breed  but  is  capable  of  being  developed  in  all,  but 
a  clear  demonstration  of  this  fact  would  doubtless  prove  en- 
couraging and  inspiring  to  breeders  generally. 

Trap-nested  records  at  Manitoba  show  up  very  favorably 
in  comparison  with  those  of  other  institutions — 80  hens  in  a 
flock  of  425  have  laid  100  eggs  or  over,  from  the  first  of  Decem- 
ber, 1914,  to  July  1st,  1915 — certainly  a  good  showing. 

The  working  force  of  this  department  includes  Prof.  M.  C 
Herner,  J.  E.  Bergey,  Assistant,  and  three  men  employed  on  the 
plant.  In  addition  to  regular  college  classes  the,  poultry  depart- 
ment conducts  a  night  school.  The  plant  is  located  six  miles 
from  Winnipeg,  a  city  having  a  population  of  about  200,000, 
and  the  students  in  the  night  school  come  from  the  city,  classes 
being  conducted  two  nights  a  week.  Seventy-one  are  enrolled 
this  Fall.  This  is  the  first  attempt  of  which  I  have  learned  to 
hold  regular  college  night  schools  in  poultry,  but  it  would  seem 
that  all  Agricultural  Colleges  located  close  to  large  towns  and 
cities  should  be  able  to  handle  that  work  to  excellent  advan-

This  house  contains  425  bred-to-lay  White  Leghorn  fowls  most  of  which  are  out  in 
the  yards  in  the  foreground.  All  were  trap-nested  last  winter  and  80  of  these  hens  have 
a  record  of  100  eggs  or  more  from  December  1,  1914,  to  jaly  1,  1915, — a  period  of  seven 
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interesting  experiments  in  this  line  have  been  made.  This 
house  is  equipped  with  a  large  killing  room,  feed  room  and 
cooling  room.  An  original  feature  of  the  work  here  is  the 
opening  of  a  Co-operative  Fattening  Station  where  farmers  can 
send  in  their  poultry,  have  it  fattened,  killed  and  marketed  at 
the  best  obtainable  prices,  the  farmers  being  charged  only 
what  it  costs  to  handle  the  birds. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  effort  to  interest  poultry  growers  in 
the  production  of  first-class  table  fowls  and  to  assist  them  in 
putting  their  surplus  fowls  on  the  market  in  the  best  possible 
condition,  is  especially  well  advised.  There  is  no  doubt  about 
the  fact  that  the  individual  consumption  of  table  poultry  in 
this  country  is  extremely  low  and  is  capable  of  indefinite  ex- 
tension when  fowls  of  the  right  quality,  properly  killed  and 
dressed  may  be  obtained  readily  in  all  markets,  instead  of  being 
limited  to  the  highest-priced  stands  in  the  largest  cities,  as  at 
present. 

It  is  a  little  difficult  to  account  satisfactorily  for  the  gen- 
eral indifference  to  this  subject  among  producers.    It  is  easy 
to  say  that  it  pays  better  to  produce  eggs  than  table  fowls; 
but  if  there  is  any  real  proof  of  the  claim  I 
have  not  seen  it.  Dollar  for  dollar  of  in- 
vested capital,  or  hour  for  hour  of  time, 
it  is  an  open  question  whether  eggs  are 
any  more  profitable  than  market  fowls, 
where   conditions  are  favorable  for  the 
development  of  the  latter  line  of  produc- 
tion. 

The  college  and  experiment  station  can 
do  much  for  the  industry  by  awakening 
interest  in  the  subject  by  further  in- 
vestigation of  breeding  and  feeding  meth- 
ods, and  by  teaching  better  methods. 

Five  and  one-half  acres  are  occupied 
by  the  poultry  plant,  with  an  additional 
10  acres  alongside  for  rearing  the  young 
stock. Twenty-seven  colony  houses  are  pro- 
vided for  the  growing  chicks  when  they 
are  ready  to  be  taken  from  the  brooder 
house,  which  is  done,  as  a  rule,  as  soon 
as  they  no  longer  require  artificial  heat.

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Carefully  Conducted  Observations  Tend  to  Show  That  the  Size  and  Shape 
of  Hens'  Eggs  Depend,  First,  Upon  the  Individuality  of  the  Hen,  Second 
Upon  Her  Age  and  State  of  Health,  Third  Upon  the  Season  of  the 
Year  and  Fourth  Upon   the    Position   of   Eggs   in  Clutch   and  Litter

THE  old  saying  "an  egg  is  an  egg"  is  fast  going  out  of 
fashion  under  the  present  methods  of  marketing  poultry 
products.  At  the  central  points  of  distribution  eggs  are 
now  bought  and  sold  strictly  on  a  quality  basis.  Different 
markets  demand  somewhat  different  qualities  in  eggs,  espe- 
cially a  difference  in  color.  The  New  England  markets  prefer 
uniform  large  brown  eggs.  Such  eggs  sell  in  Boston  at  sev- 
eral cents  per  dozen  higher  than  equally  fresh  lots  of  mixed 
color.  Nearly  all  farm  eggs  not  sold  directly  by  producer  to 
consumer  are  now  graded  before  they  reach  the  consumer. 
A  producer  may  still  sell  mixed  eggs  of  various  sizes  and  col- 
ors at  a  flat  rate  per  dozen,  but  that  rate  is  made  low  enough 
by  the  buyer  to  give  a  profit  to  himself  and  to  the 
dealer  who  grades  the  eggs.  The  up-to-date  producer 
grades  his  own  eggs.  The  enterprising  small  producer  may  de- 
velop a  local  fancy  trade,  combine  with 
his  neighbors  for  co-operative  marketing, 
or  sell  to  a  dealer  on  a  quality  basis.  It 
is  evident  that  the  profit  will  be  increas- 
ed when  the  highest  market  price  is 
realized  for  the  first  quality  of  eggs. 
How  Can  the  Quality  of  the  Egg  Pro- 
duced be  Improved? 
It  is  further  evident  that  the  percen- 
tage of  the  eggs  which  grade  as  "firsts'' 
is  of  great  importance  to  the  poultry 
keeper.  Not  only  does  he  aim  to  produce 
as  many  eggs  as  possible,  but  he  also 
should  aim  to  have  these  eggs  uniformly 
of  the  same  size,  shape  and  color  de- 
manded by  his  market.  He  should,  there- 
fore, choose  a  pure  breed  of  good  laying 
fowls  which  produce  eggs  of  the  desired 
type.  Yet  even  such  a  flock  seldom  pro- 
duces anywhere  near  100  per  cent, 
'firsts."  If  the  percentage  of  high  grade 
eggs  can  be  increased  without  decreasing 
the  number  of  eggs  produced  the  pro- 
fit will  be  correspondingly  increased. 
The  control  of  the  quality  of  the  eggs 
produced  other  than  the  freshness,  which 
depends  upon  methods  of  management 
of  the  flock  and  handling  the  product, 
must  depend  on  a  knowledge  of  the  fac- 
tors which  influence  the  size,  shape  and  color  of  the  eggs.  Up 
to  the  present  time  very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of 
studying  the  biological  basis  of  these  characters  in  eggs. 

The  importance  of  having  knowledge  on  these  points  led 
the  Maine  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  to  conduct  in- 
vestigations along  this  line.  Some  of  the  results  obtained  are 
published  in  Bulletin  228  of  this  Station.  The  bulletin  presents 
the  results  of  a  two  year  investigation  into  factors  which 
influence  the  size  and  shape  of  eggs  and  the  weight  and  propor- 
tion of  yolk,  white  (albumen)  and  shell.  Some  of  the  results 
reported  in  the  bulletin  are  stated  briefly  here. 


Intra  Individual  Variation 


1.  The  variation  among  the  eggs 
of  the  same  bird  is  shown  to  be  relat- 
ed to  certain  other  changes  in  the 
bird. 

2.  The  egg  weight  and  the  weight 
of  the  egg  parts,  especially  the  weight 
of  the  yolk,  increases  as  the  bird 
matures.  The  rate  of  this  gain  in 
weight  decreases  \vith  the  successive 
months. 

3.  Each  part  of  the  egg  shows  a 
seasonal  fluctuation  in  weight  which 
is  apparently  related  to  the  general 
seasonal  fluctuation  in  the  physiolog- 
ical activities  of  the  bird,  expressed 
also  in  the  curves  for  food  consump- 
tion and  egg  production. 

4.  The  state  of  health  also  may  af- 
fect the  size  of  the  egg. 

5.  The  size  of  the  egg  is  related  to 
the  rate  of  production  as  it  expresses 
itself  in  the  laying  of  litters.  As  a  rule 
the  first  and  last  eggs  of  a  litter  arc 
smaller  than  the  intermediate  ones. 

6.  When  eggs  are  produced  on  suc- 
cessive days  they  tend  to- decrease  in 
weight,  while  the  egg  laid  on  a  day 
after  one  on  which  no  egg  is  produced, 
is  larger  than  the  last  egg  of  the  pre- 
ceding series. 


Is  the  Variation  in  Quality  in  the  Eggs  of  a  Pure  Bred  Flock 
Due  to  Constant  Differences  in  the  Eggs  of  the 
Individual  Hens? 

The  investigation  was  conducted  on  a  small  flock  (22  hens) 
of  "pure  bred"  and  "line  bred"  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks.  It 
showed  that  in  every  qualitative  character  studied  the  eggs 
of  each  individual  were  more  like  each  other  than  they  were 
like  the  eggs  of  other  individuals.  The  eggs  of  one  of  the 
individuals  were  from  one-fourth  to  one-third  larger  than  the 
eggs  of  some  of  the  other  individuals.  Some  birds  uniformly 
laid  eggs  which  were  long  and  narrow  while  the  eggs  of  others 
were  short  and  broad.  The  eggs  of  some  individuals  were 
distinclty  pointed  while  those  of  others  were  not.  The  individ- 
uality of  the  several  hens  was  expressed  also  in  the  weight 
and  proportion  of  the  yolk,  albumen  and 
shell  in  their  eggs.  In  general,  when  the 
eggs  of  a  hen  are  large  they  are  both 
long  and  broad,  and  contain  a  large  yolk 
and  a  large  amount  of  albumen  and 
shell.  The  yolk,  however,  is  not  pro- 
protianately  large,  so  that  hens  which 
lay  large  eggs  lay  eggs  which  have  a 
small  percentage  of  yolk. 


Are  the  Eggs  of  the  Same  Hen 
Identical?

Although  the  eggs  of  each  hen  were 
much  more  like  each  other  than  they 
were  like  the  eggs  of  the  others,  they 
were  never  identical  in  any  of  the  quan- 
titative characters.  The  eggs  of  some 
hens  were,  however,  very  much  more 
uniform  in  all  respects  than  the  eggs  of 
other  members  of  the  flock.  Also  the 
eggs  of  each  hen  were  more  uniform 
in  respect  to  certain  egg  characters  than 
in  respect  to  others. 

The  Size  of  the  Egg  is  Affected  by  the 
Age  of  the  Bird 

The  eggs  of  the  pullets  which  began 
to  lay  in  the  fall  increased  rapidly  in 
size  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  first 
breeding  season.  From  that  time  on  to 
the  end  of  the  second  laying  year  the  weight  increased  contin- 
uously, at  slower  and  steadly  decreasing  rate.  The 
first  eggs  of  a  very  young  pullet  (three  months  old),  were 
very  much  smaller  than  the  first  eggs  of  the  birds  which 
were  two  and  one-half  to  four  months  older  when  they  began 
to  lay.  The  first  eggs  of  pullets  which  did  not  lay  until  spring 
were  equal  in  size  to  the  eggs  produced  at  the  same  season 
by  birds  which  had  laid  during  the  winter.  The  size  of  the 
egg  of  any  bird  at  any  season  was  independent  of  whether 
or  not  she  had  been  laying  continuously  or  in  fact  of  whether 
or  not  she  had  ever  laid.  It  is,  therefore,  certain  that  size 
of  the  egg  is  related  to  the  state  of  maturity  of  the  bird  and 
is  not  affected  by  "practice"  or  "experience"  in  egg  produc- 
tion. 

Are  the  Size  and  Quality  of  the  Egg  Affected  by  Seasonal 
Changes? 

Each  part  of  the  egg  showed  a  considerable  fluctuation 
in  weight,  which  had  a  strong  tendency  to  repeat  itself  at 
the  same  season  of  each  year.  This  fluctuation  was  much 
greater  in  the  weight  of  albumen  (Continued  on  Page  113) 
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A  Prominent  New  England  Breeder  Takes  Exception  to  Some  Statements  Made 
in  the  November  Issue  in  the  Article  Entitled  "That  Word  Utility"  and  De- 
plores the  Fact  That  So-Called  Fanciers  Do  Not  Devote  The  Same  Energy 
in  Developing  Egg  Production  That  They  Do  in  Developing  Feathers

THE  invitation  in  November  A.  P.  W.  for  some  so-called 
"utility"  breeder  to  step  forward  and  present  his  side  of 
the  matter  calls  forth  the  following  comment  upon  Mr. 
Denny's  article  entitled,  "That  Word'  'Utility.'  " 
I  think  Mr.  Denny  is  entirely  wrong  in  making  the  statement 
that  the  word  "Utility"  covers  none  but  "nondescript  fowl  that 
comes  in  all  shapes  and  colors,  and  does  not  belong  to  any 
class  or  kind."  I  should  rather  use  the  word,  "mongrel"  for 
that  grade  of  fowls.  To  my  mind  the  word  "utility"  has  come 
into  extensive  use,  not  because  it  appeals  to  the  masses  of  the 
uninformed  without  experience,  and  without  conception  of  the 
business,  but  because  the  term,  "utility,"  appeals  to  them  as  it 
should,  as  the  word,  "utility,"  means  "the  quality  or  state  of 
being  useful,  or  profitableness  to  some  desired  end."  Do  you 
know  of  any  other  word  besides  that  word,  "utility,"  that 
would  in  as  few  letters  describe  what,  as  you  state,  the  new 
beginner  and  the  inexperienced  is  led  to  believe  he  would  se- 
cure by  buying  this  type  of  bird?  I  think  that  it  is  not  mis- 
applied nor  is  it  in  any  way  a  misnomer.  Furthermore,  it  has 
not  done  any  harm  whatever  to  the  standard  bred  poultry  in- 
dustry. 

The  Wrong  Impression 

There  certainly  is  a  growing  impression  that  the  fancy  and 
utility  are  represented  by  two  separate  and  distinct  kinds  of 
poultry.  This  you  state  should  be  corrected,  as  you  say  they 
are  actually  one  and  the  same  thing.  How  can  you  reconcile 
the  description  of  what  utility  poultry  usually  amounts 
to,  that  "they  are  bred  in  all  shapes  and  colors,  and 
don't  belong  to  any  class  or  kind",  when  further  in  your 
article  you  state  that  they  are  one  and  the  same  thing.  You 
state  that  slight  variations  may  occur  in  different  families  or 
strains  of  the  same  breed,  but  this  does  not  materially  alter 
the  case.  You  say  "it  only  indicates  the  fads  of  the  respective 
breeders."  You  also  say  "they  are  both  useful."  Therefore, 
both  answer  the  definition  of  utility  in  the  fullest  sense. 

I  further  beg  to  differ  with  you  in  your  statement  when  you 
say  that  one  breeder  may  produce  a  strain  of  White  Leghorns 
that  are  noted  prize  winners,  while  another  produces  a  strain 
that  are  known  far  and  wide  as  prolific  egg  producers.  You 
say  it  does  not  indicate  that  there  are  two  kinds  of  Leghorns. 
Further,  you  make  the  statement  that  they  are  one  and  the 
same,  with  the  exception  that  certain  characteristics  in  each 
strain  have  been  developed  at  the  expense  of  others. 

Fancier  at  Fault 

I  perfectly  agree  with  you,  however,  that  if  the  so-called 
fancier,  or  the  breeder  of  standard-bred  poultry  had  paid  at- 
tention in  the  past  to  not  only  developing  feathers,  combs, 
type  and  color  but  had  looked  sharply  to  the  egg  production 
of  these  birds,  which  could  have  been  done  in  the  past,  there 
would  have  never  been  any  controversy  over  this  very  im- 
portant matter  before  the  Amercian  poultry  public. 

Let  us  get  back  again  to  the  word,  "utility",  or  in  other 
words,  let  us  substitute  the  word  "useful".  If  there  has 
been  any  misnomer  connected  with  this  word  the  primary 
cause,  and  the  greatest  offenders  have  been  breeders  of  stand- 
ard-bred poultry  themselves.    There  is  no  doubt  whatever  but 


that  the  great  majority  of  breeders  who  have  and  are  aiming 
to  make  a  record  in  the  show  rooms  have,  and  are  today  dis- 
posing of  their  cull  stock  under  the  name  of  "utility",  therefore, 
any  complaint  for  the  misuse  of  this  word  should  not  come 
from  fanciers,  but  from  the  genuine  utility  breeders  of  the 
country.  They  are  the  ones  who  are  being  harmed 
because,  as  a  rule,  95%  of  the  fanciers  do  not  breed  for 
a  usefid  fowl  unless  you  consider  that  beauty  alone  is  a 
useful  and  a  necessary  thing  for  the  public  to  buy.  However, 
the  average  person  believes  that  the  word,  "utility,"  means  a 
bird  that  has  the  ability  of  being  useful  in  producing  dollars 
and  cents,  and  not  simply  a  bird  to  be  looked  at  and  admired 

Three  or  More  Classes  of  Breeders 

In  the  writer's  mind  there  are  certainly  three,  and  possibly 
four  classes  of  breeders  of  thoroughbred  fowl.  There  is  one  who 
aims  entirely  to  breed  to  win  the  blue  fibbons.  Nothing  else 
whatever  counts  in  his  breeding  operations,  and  if  their  prod- 
uct happens  to  be  good  layers,  well  and  good,  but  that  is 
not  the  primary  object. 

There  is  another  class  of  breeders,  and  this  class  will  event- 
ually reach  the  top  of  popularity  and  success,  and  that  is  the 
breeder  who  is  combining  utility  and  beauty. 

There  is  still  another  type  of  breeder  that  the  writer  con- 
siders a  genuine  utility  breeder  and  he  is  the  one  who  starts 
out  with  standard-bred  fowl,  and  breeds  to  a  certain  extent 
for  standard  points,  but  this  is  not  his  real  object,  although 
for  the  sake  of  keeping  his  stock  looking  nice  he  avoids  certain 
types  of  matings.  What  he  wishes  to  accomplish  is  a  bird  of 
tremendous  laying  capacity,  and  a  little  thing  like  six-point 
combs,  tails  carried  a  little  too  high,  ear  lobes  not  perfectly 
white,  as  they  should  be  in  Leghorns,  and  other  minor  points 
are  to  a  certain  extent  disregarded,  provided  the  birds  show 
high  earning  capacity  as  breeders. 

There  is  another  breeder  who  is  just  the  opposite  of  the 
strictly  pure  fancier.  His  one  and  only  object  is  to  be  able  to 
win  the  laying  contests  in  this  country  and  abroad  regardless 
of  size,  shape,  color,  comb,  color  of  legs,  or  any  other  serious 
disqualifications.  Neither  does  it  make  any  difference  to  him 
whether  the  birds  lay  a  nice  shaped,  large  egg,  or  whether 
they  lay  a  small  tinted  egg  so  long  as  they  can  be  placed  in 
competition  and  win  out  on  quantity 

The  strictly  first  class  utility  breeder  is  up  against  this  at 
the  present  time,  and  we  fully  agree  with  Mr.  Denny  that 
the  birds  entered  in  the  laying  contests  should  be  scored,  and 
unless  they  score  up  to  a  reasonable  figure  they  should  not  be 
allowed  to  enter. 

Prosperity  of  Poultry  Industry  Depends  Upon  "Utility" 

The  prosperity  of  the  whole  poultry  business  depends  on 
that  much  abused  word,  "utility".  There  is  nothing  the  matter 
with  the  word  or  what  it  represents.  Kick  this  word  out  of  use 
in  connection  with  the  standard-bred  poultry  and  you  will 
readily  see  what  will  happen  to  the  whole  poultry  industry  as 
conducted  on  its  present  lines.  Over  night  there  would  spring 
up  another  association  that  would  (Continued  on  page  118). 
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Three  Hundred  Eighty  Six  Exhibitors  From  Eighteen  States,  The  District  of  Columbia 
and  Canada  Exhibit  Nearly  Four  Thousand  Specimens.  Fair  Weather  and  a  Large 
Attendance  Make  It  One  of  the  Most  Successful  In  the  History  of  the  Organization

IN"  decided  contrast  with  the  difficulties  that  beset  the  officials 
of  the  Greater  Buffalo  Poultry  Show  one  year  ago,  the  open- 
ing of  the  third  annual  event  was  marked  with  the  most 
favorable  conditions.  With  the  hoof  and  mouth  epidemic 
■quarantine  lifted,  general  business  conditions  more  favorable, 
ideal  weather  and  harmony  prevailing  among  the  fanciers  of 
Buffalo  there  was  little  left  to  make  this  event  the  most  suc- 
cessful poultry  exhibition  ever  held  in  the  "Queen  City  of  the 
Lakes"  and  to  put  it,  on  a  par  with  the  leading  exhibitions 
of  the  country. 

The  Broadway  Auditorium,  than  which  their  is  no  finer  exhi- 
bition hall  in  the  country,  presented  a  most  pleasing  spectacle 
when  the  doors  were  thrown  open  to  the  public.  With  flags 
of  all  nations  and  bunting  in  profusion  as  overhead  decorations 
and  tall  and  stately  cedars  and  potted  chrysanthemums  break- 
ing the  monotony  of  the  long  rows  of  coops,  occupying  the  en- 
tire floor  space  of  more  than  55,000  square  feet,  the  first  im- 
pression of  the  visitors  as  they  entered  this  great  hall  cer- 
tainly beggared  description. 

With  harmony  prevailing  in  all  quarters,  and  each  and 
every  member  of  the  association  working  earnestly  to  make 
this  one  of  the  season's  leading  events,  Secretary  W.  0.  Jen- 
nings succeeded  in  making  this  one  of  the  best  organized  exhi- 
bitions ever  held  in  the  metropolis  of  Western  New  York. 

A  Very  Representative  Exhibit 

That  the  reader  may  obtain  a  clear  idea  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  exhibition  we  submit  the  following  data.  Three  hun- 
dred eighty-six  exhibitors  from  eighteen  states,  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  Canada  exhibited  two  thousand,  two  hundred 
and  five  head  of  chickens;  five  hundred  fifty-nine  Bantams; 
five  hundred  sixty-one  Pigeons;  fifty-eight  ducks;  six  geese; 
three  turkeys,  and  sixteen  head  of  Pet  Stock,  making  a  total  of 
three  thousand  four  hundred  eight  in  the  regular  classes.  In 
addition  there  were  eleven  pens  in  the  egg  laying  contest  and 
forty-four  display  pens,  bringing  the  grand  total  up  to  nearly 
four  thousand  specimens.  The  judging  began  on  scheduled 
time  and  with  but  few  exceptions  all  awards  were  up  by  Wed- 
nesday noon.  The  following  well  known  judges,  and  be  it 
said  to  their  credit  that  little  or  no  criticism  was  heard, 
placed  the  awards; — Maurice  F.  Delano,  Vineyard  Haven, 
Mass.;  A.  0.

An  Added  Attraction 

A  new  feature  and  one  that  added  additional  interest  to 
the  exhibition  was  the  Boston  Terrier  show.  Early  Wednes- 
day morning  these  popular  little  dogs  began  to  arrive  and 
by  noon  upward  of   100  specimens  were  benched  and  the 


judges  had  begun  their  labors.  Competition  was  very  keen  in 
all  classes  as  noted  prize  winners  from  all  sections  were  among 
the  contestants.  Spratts  Patent  under  the  supervision  of  "Bill" 
Baily  were  in  charge  of  the  arrangements  in  this  department. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  poultry  show  and  one  that 
has  always  brought  forth  much  favorable  comment  was  the 
single  tier  cooping  over  the  entire  exhibition.  The  cooping  as 
at  previous  exhibitions  was  supplied  by  the  Genesee  Cooping 
Company  and  was  under  the  personal  svipervision  of  Geo.  W. 
Webb,  who  is  a  past  master  in  the  management  of  this  detail. 
The  floor  was  in  charge  of  W.  M.  Anderson  of  Turtle  Point 
Farms,  Saratoga  Sprins,  N.  Y.,  whose  experience  as  assist- 
ant to  W.  H.  Manning  at  the  New  York  State  Fair  makes  him 
one  of  the  best  qualified  show  superintendents  in  the  country. 
His  experience  in  this  department  was  everywhere  in  evidence 
and  many  favorable  comments  from  exhibitors  and  the  visiting 
public  testified  to  the  efficiency  in  this  department.  Mr.  Ander- 
son was  on  the  floor  early  and  late,  and  at  all  times  had  every 
detail  under  his  finger  tips,  leaving  nothing  undone  that  would 
add  to  the  comforts  of  the  visiting  exhibitors,  the  birds  or  the 
public. 

Visitors  Royally  Entertained 

The  Greater  Buffalo  Show  has  established  a  very  enviable 
reputation  for  its  hospitality  and  its  entertainment  of  visiting 
fanciers.  One  of  the  most  prominent  events  of  the  week  and 
one  which  fanciers  look  forward  to  from  one  year  to  the  next, 
is  the  annual  banquet  given  by  Geo.  Urban,  Jr.,  at  his  Pine 
Ridge  estate.  As  a  host  Mr.  Urban  is  entitled  to  champion- 
ship honors  and  I  dare  say  that  all  who  have  attended  one  of 
these  functions  will  subscribe  to  this  statement.  This  event 
has  always  taken  place  on  Wednesday  and  it  seems  as  if  each 
succeeding  event  excelled  its  predecessor.  This  was  the  con- 
sensus of  opinion  of  those  who  were  present  on  Wednesday  of 
Thanksgiving  week  this  year  and  each  one  of  the  seventy-five 
guests  pronounced  it  the  most  enjoyable  affair  in  their  poul- 
try show  experience.  There  were  in  attendance  many  who  have 
annually  participated  in  this  event  and  they  were  unanimous 
in  pronouncing  this  the  greatest  of  them  all. 

On  Wednesday  evening  the  visiting  Bantam  fanciers  were 
guests  at  a  dinner  given  by  the  Buffalo  Bantam  Club.  This 
also  proved  to  be  a  very  enjoyable  affair  and  gave  further 
proof  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Buffalo  fanciers.  If  there  is 
anything  in  the  saying  that  "The  way  to  tpuch  a  man's  heart 
is  through  his  stomach"  this  day  of  feasting  should  make  a 
warm  spot  in  the  hearts  of  many  for  the  Buffalo  show  and 
assure  their  return  another  year.

Prominent  and  widely  Known  Poultry  Specialists  of  the  Hoosier  State.  This  is 
First  Hand  Information  Gathered  for  the  Benefit  of  A.  P.  W.  Readers

FEW  men  of  today  have  achieved  greater  success  in  pro- 
ducing Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  of  superior  quality  than 
W.  D.  Holterman,  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  originator  of  the 
Aristocrat  strain. 

It  was  my  pleasure  this  fall  to  spend  a  day  with  Mr.  Hol- 
terman looking  over  his  flock  and  handling  many  individual 
specimens  possessing  wonderful  quality.  We  cannot  express 
our  thoughts  more  clearly  than  to  quote  Mr.  Holterman  in  one 
of  his  recent  advertisements:  "Ah!  you  ought  to  see  them!" 
Some  one  thousand  beautiful,  clear,  snappy  barred,  cocks, 
hens,  cockerels  and  pullets  in  splendid  condition,  many  of 
which  were  ready  for  the  showroom.  Among  the  several  male 
birds  that  I  handled  was  "Ringy  Wonder",  one  of  the  greatest 
of  the  "Aristcorats". 

It  is  part  of  my  business  to  visit  the  yards  of  poultry 
breeders  in  the  central  west,  and  I  thus  see  thousands  of  the 
best  birds  in  the  country.  To  the  credit  of  "Ringy  Wonder" 
be  it  said,  that  to  find  his  equal  in  clear,  beautiful,  clean  and 
bright  color,  without  a  tinge  of  metallic  lustre,  or  a  tinge  of 
brassiness,  that  to  find  his  equal  in  very  narrow  and  still  at 
the  same  time  clean  cut  and  really  snappy  barring,  will  be  a 
difficult  matter.  This  is  my  opinion  after  having  examined 
this  bird  in  every  section.   He  is  a  wonderful  specimen. 

In  order  to  show  as  clearly  as  possible  what  Mr.  Hol- 
terman means  when  he  speaks  of  narrow  barr'ng  on  his  'Aris- 
tocrats" I  will  say  that  I  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  examin- 
ing feathers  plucked  from  his  Aristocrats  showing  as  high  as 
ninety  (90)  distinct,  sharp  bars  with  the  feathers  showing 
strong  underbarring.  It  is  my  candid  opinion  that  if  any 
breeder  wishes  to  introduce  narrow  barring  or  strengthen  nar- 
row barring  in  his  birds,  he  will  be  able  to  get  this  quality  by 
applying  to  Mr.  Holterman.

There  is  a  great  bunch  of  show  birds  growing  up  among 
the  "Aristocrats" — birds  which  will  measure  their  strength 
with  the  best  in  the  country.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  October 
1st,  Mr.  Holterman  reported  that  a  number  of  "Aristocrats" 
had  already  been  sold  for  some  of  the  foremost  shows  in  the 
United  States,  but  there  is  still  plenty  of  remarkable  quality 
from  which  to  select.  They  will,  without  doubt,  hold  their 
own  in  a  great  many  of  our  leading  shows. 

It  seems  to  the  writer  that  the  "Aristocrats"  handle  un- 
usually well.  They  do  not  disappoint  you  when  you  pick  them 
up  and  examine  them  closely,  for  they  "open  up"  clean  and 
bright  and  well  barred  in  every  section.  Mr.  Holterman  cer- 
tainly does  believe  in  good,  sound  under-barring  and  is  breed- 
ing for  very  bright,  intense,  clean  looking  color  and  has  gotten 
entirely  away  from  dirty  gray,  smutty  or  slaty  under-color. 
This  color  and  barring  has  helped  to  give  the  "Aristocrats" 
such  a  strong  hold  on  Barred  Rock  breeders. 

At  this  time  we  want  to  say  a  word  about  Mr.  Holterman, 
his  family  and  his  business  methods.  Here  we  have  a  poultry- 
man  doing  business  on  the  guaranteed  basis.

Fashion  Plate  Buff  Orpingtons 

A.  E.  Martz,  Arcadia,  Ind.,  breeder  and  originator  of  the 
"Fashion  Plate"  Buff  Orpington,  needs  no  introduction  to  the 
general  poultry  public.  The  sensation  which  the  "Fashion 
Plate"  Orpingtons  have  created  and  the  reputation  which  they 
have  gained  are  the  results  of  careful  painstaking  effort  which 
Mr.  Martz  has  given  the  mating,  pedigreeing  and  producing 
of  Standard  Buff  Orpingtons  for  many  years. 

The  home  of  the  famous  "Fashion  Plates"  is  located  near 
the  central  part  of  the  village  of  Arcadia  and  only  a  short 
distance  from  the  electric  line.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  there 
were  some  thirty  yards  containing  about  500  breeders  and 
some  900  young  birds  on  hand.  Closely  nestled  in  amongst  the 
Catalpa  Groves  were  the  numerous  breeding  houses  which 
were  of  the  modern  type,  clean,  light  and  airy  and  in  splendid 
condition.  The  yards  accompanying  each  house  were  of  good 
size  and  covered  with  abundance  of  green  sod.  It  would  be  hard 
for  anyone  to  suggest  an  improvement  that  would  make  a  more 
complete  poultry  equipment  for  the  production  of  strong,  vig- 
orous chicks   and   the   care   of    (Continued   on    page  123) 
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A  Big  Success  in  Every  Important  Particular.  Nearly  8,000  Entries.  Probably 
The  Largest  Attendance  in  History  of  the  Industry.  Many  Choice  Specimens 
Among  the  Winners.  Pacific  Fancier- Breeders  Are  Extra  Strong  in  Med- 
iterranean  Class,    Including    Leghorns,    Minorcas    and  Spanish 
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NEARLY  three  acres  of  poultry  and  pigeons  on  display! 
And  all  on  a  level,  in  one  room!  Also  in  a  building  that 
was  excellent  for  the  purpose!  A  grand  total  of  7,726 
fowls  and  pigeons!  And  looked  at  by  between  275,000  and 
300,000  visitors! 

That,  in  the  large,  is  the  story  of  the  great  international 
poultry  and  pigeon  show  held  at  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  Novem- 
!>er  18-25  inclusive,  in  connection  with  the  Panama-Pacific  Ex- 
position. 

It  was  a  big  and  successful  show  in  every  way.  Not  much 
more  could  have  been  expected.  The  far  Eastern  States  were 
not  well  represented,  but  the  central  West  did  well  and  the  vast 
slope  that  daily  greets  the  rising  sun  hours  ahead  of  the  rest 
of  us,  was  splendidly  represented. 

States  whose  enterprising  poultrymen  made  up  carload  ship- 
ments of  choice,  Standard-bred  fowl  and  shipped  them  to  the 
•Golden  Gate  exhibition,  are:  Illinois,  Missouri,  Indiana,  Iowa, 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  Wisconsin,  Ohio,  Oregon,  and  Washington. 
The  last  named  each  sent  fully  two  cars  and  the  grand  total  of 
•California  birds  no  doubt  would  have  filled  ten  to  twelve  cars 
if  they  had  been  shipped  that  way.  California  was  decidely  in 
the  lead  when  it  came  to,  numbers  and  in  several  varieties  the 
quality  was  superb. 

There  were  763  exhibitors  of  poultry  and  91  of  pigeons,  ac- 
cording to  the  printed  lists  in  the  official  catalogues.  Some 
classes  were  extra  large  and  strong.  Following  were  the  num- 
bers of  birds  on  display  in  competition  in  the  more  popular 
classes : 

Total  number  of  chickens,  turkeys,  ducks  and  geese ....  5,908 

Total  number  of  pigeons   1,618 

Total  number  of  pheasants  and  other  ornamental  birds.  .  200 

Grand  total  of  live  fowls,  all  breeds  and  kinds  7,726 

Total  of  water  fowl,  all  kinds,  '   316 

Total  of  turkeys,  all  varieties    168 

The  floor  dimensions  of  the  great  hall  that  contained  this 
nig  exhibit  were  275  by  400  feet.  All  fowl  and  birds  were 
cooped  in  single  tier,  Spratt's  coops  being  used.  Despite  the 
immense  structure,  the  aisles  were  rather  too  narrow.  In  other 
words,  the  number  of  entries  taxed  the  spacious  floor  space 
available.    What  more  could  be  asked,  with  reason? 

As  for  quality,  there  was  plenty  of  it  in  numerous  classes, 
including  particularly  the  Rhode  Islands  Reds,  White  and 
Brown  Leghorns,  White,  Barred  and  Buff  Plymouth  Rocks, 
Black  Minorcas,  Silver  Campines,  Speckled  Sussex,  Buff  Minor- 
cas, Cornish  fowl,  Buff,  White  and  Black  Orpingtons,  White 
and  Silver  Wyandottes,  Light  and  Dark  Brahmas,  etc.  As  a 
matter  of  course,  all  through  the  show  there  were  inferior  speci- 
mens— surprisingly  so.  In  this  respect  the  exhibition  reminded 
one  of  a  gf eat  fall  fair  show,  which  was  to  have  been  expected. 

It  was  distinctly  the  kind  of  a  Show  where,  if  one  third  the 
total  number  of  birds  had  been  removed,  the  quality  of  those 
that  remained  would  have  appeared  to  much  better  advantage, 
whereas  if  one  half  the  numbers — meaning  the  poorer  ones — 
had  been  taken  away,  those  left  would  have  looked  like  a  high 
class  mid-winter  exhibition.  The  good  birds  were  there  in 
most  varieties,  (in  all  the  large  classes),  but  the  liberal  sprink- 


ling of  quite  inferior  specimens  hurt  the  Show  far  more  than 
they  possibly  could  help  it  by  adding  more  numbers. 

We  regret  to  say  that  the  judging  did  not  give  as  good 
satisfaction  as  is  generally  the  rule  at  a  high  class  show.  What 
a  difference  it  would  have  made  in  numerous  cases  if  the  score 
card  had  been  intelligently  applied!  Of  all  the  important  fac- 
tors in  the  Standard  bred  poultry  industry  of  to-day  which 
need  attention,  the  judges  easily  lead.  If  this  be  treason  let 
our  friends  make  the  most  of  it.  Instead  of  judging  by  the 
Standard  of  Perfection,  we  dare  say  that  a  full  majority  of  our 
judges  now  are  placing  the  awards  "from  memory"  or  to  suit 
their  individual  taste. 

The  estimate  that  somewhere  between  275,000  and  300,000 
visitors  to  the  Exposition  passed  along  the  aisles  and  viewed 
the  thousands  of  choice  fowl,  was  furnished  by  T.  E.  Quisen- 
berry,  assistant  Chief  of  the  Live  Stock  Department  and  super- 
intendent of  the  Poultry  show.    Said  Mr.  Quisenberry : 

"This  truly  great  exhibit  has  been  the  surprise  of  the  Live 
Stock  Department  and  of  the  managing  directors,  both  in  size 
and  in  the  interest  taken  by  visitors  to  the  fair.  It  has  been 
the  most  successful  of  all  the  live  stock  shows  and  you  may 
publish  as  coming  direct  from  me,  that  more  people  have  visited 
this  exhibit  than  those  of  all  other  kinds  of  live  stock  put 
together." 

Five  Thousand  Dollars  in  cash  prizes  were  offered  by  the 
Exposition  and  every  cash  premium  was  paid  during  the  two 
last  days  of  the  Show.  So  we  were  informed  by  Mr.  Quisenberry 
on  Thanksgiving,  the  closing  day.  The  ribbons  were  neat  and 
attractive,  but  not  elaborate.  The  official  A.  P.  A.  ribbons 
should  have  been  used.   If  not,  why  not  ? 

In  Barred  Rocks  the  poor  birds  were  notably  conspicious; 
yet,  there  were  numerous  truly  good  ones  among  them.  Just 
why  some  of  the  other  kind  were  sent  to  the  big  show,  it  would 
be  hard  to  decide,  except  on  the  basis  of  a  lack  of  knowledge. 
As  we  walked  through  the  aisles  with  A.  C.  Hawkins,  Lan- 
caster, Mass.,  Barred  Rock  Specialist  and  a  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  A.  P.  A.,  his  eyes  fairly  sparkled  when  he 
sized  up  the  chance  for  making  a  killing — a  chance  that  he 
had  missed,  also  other  foremost  Eastern  breeders  of  this  popu- 
lar variety.  Mr.  Hawkins  entered  two  birds  "just  as  a  flyer," 
a  cock  bird  and  a  hen.  On  these  he  won  second  cock  and  first 
hen.  First  cock  went  to  The  Rosecroft  Barred  Rock  Yards,  a 
Pacific  Coast  plant.  O.  B.  Andrews,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  made 
a  small  entry  and  won  eighth  cockerel  in  a  class  of  23. 

It  was  a  battle  royal  in  the  White  Plymouth  Rock  aisles. 
First,  here  was  the  second  largest  class  in  the  show — second 
only  to  the  S.  C.  Rhode  inland  Reds  and  leading  the  S.  C. 
White  Leghorns  by  two  birds.  A  total  of  253  White  Rocks  was 
a  show  itself.  Competing  here  were  forty  different  exhibitors, 
including  real  leaders,  as  proved  by  test.  Among  those  who 
fared  best  were  Dr.  L.  Legear,  St.  Louis-Kirkwood,  Mo.,  and 
C.  R.  Fishel,  Hope,  Ind. 

C.  P.  Van  Winkle  placed  the  awards  on  White  Rock  Cock- 
erels: said  he,  "It  was  a  flip  of  the  coin  as  to  which  should 
receive  first  among  the  six  best — those  on  which  first,  second, 
third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  ribbons  were  hung.  "  That  re- 
mark gives  us  a  fair  idea  of  the  competition.  When  the  battle

THE  opening  session  of  the  Fortieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  was  called. to  order  by  Pres- 
ident E.  B.  Thompson,  at  10  o'clock  Tuesday,  November 
16,  in  the  large  Convention  Hall  of  the  Inside  Inn  of  the  Expo- 
sition grounds  at  San  Francisco.  President  Thompson  called  to 
the  chair  Albert  A.  Peters,  Vice-President,  Denver,  Colorado, 
and  asked  him  to  preside.  Mr.  Peters  introduced  Lyman  C.  Byce, 
Petaluma,  California,  President  of  the  A.  P.  A.  of  California, 
who  delivered  an  elaborate,  well-worded  address  of  welcome.  An 
impressive  part  of  his  address  was  composed  of  the  following 
verses: 

"We  Californians  have  here  the  stuff 

Of  Paradise — we  have  enough  I 
We  need  no  others  stones  to  build 

The  Temple  of  the  Unfulfilled, 
No  other  ivory  for  the  doors, 

No  other  marble  for  the  floors 
No  other  cedar  for  the  beam 

And  dome  of  man's  immortal  dream." 

"Here  on  the  paths  of  every  day, 

Here  on  the  common  human  way, 
Is  all  the  stuff  the  gods  would  take 

To  build  a  heaven,  to  mold  and  make 
New  Edens.    Ours  the  stuff  sublime, 
To  build  eternity  in  timel" 

Next  Mr.  Peters  introduced  D, 
partment  of  Live  Stock  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition, 
whose  strong  and  clever  ad- 
dress was  very  well  received. 
Among  other  things  he 
stated  that  eight  hundred  and 
twenty  conventions  had  been 
held  in  connection  with  the 
Exposition,  but  that  none  was 
more  welcome  than  that  of 
the  American  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation, especially  so  to  him 
in  his  capacity  as  head  of  the 
Live  Stock  Department.  All 
Judges  engaged  for  the  Poul- 
try Exhibition  had  responded 
in  person.  Thousands  of  birds 
had  been  shipped  from  all 
parts  of  this  country  and 
Canada,  also  from  several  for- 
eign countries,  despite  the 
time  of  the  year  and  the  long- 
distances  that  must  be  cover- 
ed. Mr.  Lively  paid  numer- 
ous well  deserved  compli- 
ments to  the  great  Exposi- 
tion, undoubtedly  the  finest 
in  the  arrangement  of  build- 
ings, in  landscape  display,  in 
the  color  scheme,  in  lighting

All  members  of  the  American  Poultry  Association  who  had 
the  good  fortune  to  visit  this  Exposition  and  attend  the  For- 
tieth Annual  Convention  of  the  A.  P.  A.  were  enchanted  with 
the  unequaled  beauty  of  the  Exposition  buildings,  the  home- 
like, comfortable  grounds  and  the  lavish,  wealth  and  artistic- 
effects,  moreover  they  were  greatly  impressed  with  the  SPLEN- 
DID COURAGE  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  and  California 
as  shown  by  the  re-building  of  the  great  city  after  a  disastrous 
fire,  and  by  the  holding  of  a  wonderfully  successful  Interna- 
tional Exposition  in  spite  of  and  during  the  continuance  of 
"the  greatest  war  in  history." 

Speaking  of  the  financial  arrangements  that  preceded  the 
opening  of  this  truly  successful  Exposition,  Mr.  Lively  said: 

"San  Francisco  bonded  itself  for  five  million  dollars,  the  State- 
of  California  bonded  rfself  for  an  additional  five  million  and  seven 
and  one-half  million  dollars  were  raised  by  private  subscription.  Ad- 
ditional to  this  the  Counties  of  the  State  bonded  themselves,  the  total, 
result  being  twenty-three  million  dollars,  every  penny  of  which  was 
expended  in  producing  this  great  array  of  man's  industrial  and  artis- 
tic achievements.  All  was  done  for  the  glory  and  permanent  welfare 
of  California,  as  one  State  in  our  great  Union  of  liberty  and  equal 
rights." 

Continuing  Mr.  Lively  said,  "San  Francisco  received  noth- 
ing from  the  United  States — not  a  cent:  yet  we  were  able  tc- 
open  this  Exposition  on  time  and  by  November  first  all  bonds- 

had  been  paid  and  the  Exposi- 
tion was  out  of  debt."  Follow- 
ing his  interesting  address. 
Mr.  Lively  presented  to  Presi- 
dent Thompson  a  handsome 
Bronze  Medal  in  behalf  of  the 
International  Exposition  as  a 
souvenir  commemorative  of" 
the  holding  of  the  Fortieth 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  A.  P. 

A.  in  connection  with  and  on 
the  grounds  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposi- 
tion. 

Response  was  made  by  E. 

B.  Thompson  in  behalf  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association 
who  did  himself  much  credit 
as  follows: 

Mr.  Thompson:  "Mr.  Lively, 
The  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion fully  appreciates  this  splen- 
did gift  at  the  meeting  of  this 
convention  at  San  Francisco. 
This  year  will  be  an  epoch,  an 
equinox,  in  the  history  of  this 
organization  and  this  medal 
which  you  people  in  your  broad- 
ness and  liberality  have  present- 
ed, I  assure  you  will  be  treas- 
ured by  every  member  of  the 
Association,  also  that  at  will  be 
deposited  in  the  archives  of  the 
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Association  and  be  held  and  kept  as  one  of  its  greatest  treasures. 

"We  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  welcome  which  you  have  given 
this  association  to  California,  to  San  Francisco  and  to  this  grand  Expo- 
sition. This  is  our  40th  annual  convention.  We  have  labored  forty 
years  with  earnest- 
ness and  sincerity  to 
improve  the  great 
poultry  industry  of 
this  country.  You 
have  met  in  your  of- 
ficial capacity  men 
of  rank  and  distinc- 
tion, but  let  me  sug- 
gest that  there  is  no 
body  of  men  in  all 
this  land  that  have 
done  more  to  assist 
m  the  prosperity  ot 
our  country  than  the 
people  whom  this  As- 
sociation is  proud  to 
represent.  (Applause) 

'  'We  are  proud  of 
the  fact  that  today 
the  money  value  of 
this  poultry  industry 
imounts  to  very  near- 
ly One  thousand  mil- 
lion dollars — enough 
money  to  build  two 
Panama  canals,  that 
wonderful  world's 
achievem  e  n  t  which 
every  intelligent  per- 
son wherever  the  sun 
shines  has  heard 
talked  about.  Fur- 
thermore, the  money 
value  of  this  industry 
is  enough  to  buy  sev- 
eral of  the  other  live 
stock  industries  com- 
bined. We  are  not  a  big  organization  so  far  as  numbers  go,  and  there- 
fore it  seems  to  me  that  our  achievements  and  the  accomplishments 
are  all  the  more  remarkable.  If  that  little  band  of  men  at  the  Pass 
of  Thermopolae  had  been  six  thousand  strong  instead  of  six  hundred, 
the  story  of  that  heroic  incident  would  long  ago  have  been  forgotten. 

"We,  sir,  are  a  part  of  agriculture  and  agriculture  is  the  main 
spring  of  a  nation's  prosperity.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  the  members 
from  one  side  of  the  continent  to  meet  the  members  of  that  organiza- 
tion on  this  side  of  the  continent,  and  it  is  especially  a  pleasure  at  this 
time  for  the  members  of  both  sides  of  this  Western  Hemisphere  to 
meet  at  this  particular  spot  in  California,  in  San  Francisco,  and  at 
this  wonderful  Exposition. 

"It  would  be  a  waste  of  words  for  me  to  speak  of  the  wonders  of 
this  Exposition,  this  combination  of  the  accomplishments  of  our  great- 
est inventive  geniuses  and  of  mechanical  skill.  But  that  which  im- 
presses me  more,  and  I  believe  all  of  us,  is  the  capacity,  the  energy 
and  the  tremendous  broadness  and  go-a-head  ambition  of  the  people  of 
California  and  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  in  creating  this  world- 
leading  exbihition  and  in  creating  a  new  city  so  soon  after  the  other 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  San  Francisco  has  arisen  phoenix-like  from  its 
ashes  and  stands  today  like  a  queen  in  her  splendor  at  the  Golden 
Gate  with  a  welcome  to  all  the  world.  We  thank  you,  and  we  wish  the 
whole  State  of  California  unbounded  prosperity  and  we  wish  for  her 
people  the  blessings  of  God.  We  thank  you."  (Applause.) 

Next  followed  a  short  but  emphatic  address  by  E.  E.  Eich- 
ards,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  President-elect  of  the  A.  P.  A.,  his

subject  being,  "History  and  Present  Opportunities  of  the  Ameri- 
can Poultry  Association."  Said  he,  in  substance : 

"During  the  life-time  of  this  Association,  which  extends  back  more 

than  forty  years,  no 
other  single  factor  in 
the  United  States  and 
Canada  has  proved 
as  beneficial  to  the 
poultry  industry  as 
the  existence  and 
work  of  this  organi- 
zation. Looking  to 
the  future,  the  imme- 
diate future,  what  we 
need  and  should  work 
for  are  the  following: 

"First,  a  closer 
federation  of  our 
State  and  provincial 
members,  with  a 
greater  and  more 
helpful  home -terri- 
tory application  of 
the  work  of  these 
local  bodies,  backed 
up  and  encouraged 
by  the  A.  P.  A.  to 
bring  about  further- 
local  benefits  and 
successes. 

"Second,  we  must 
get  in  closer  touch 
with  the  valuable 
work  being  done  at 
State  and  provincial 
experiment  stations, 
at  agricultural  col- 
leges and  in  the  pub- 
lic schools.  This  work: 
that  is  being  done 
under  government  expense,  both  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  is 
of  great  value  and  our  Association  should  work  in  harmony  with  these 
experimenters,  investigators  and  teachers. 

"Third,  in  many  states,  boy  and  girl  poultry  clubs  have  been  or- 
ganized and  all  states  should  have  them.  Our  organization  should  fully 
co-operate  in  this  work,  and  now  that  our  school  text  book  is  in  plates 
and  about  to  go  upon  the  printing  presses  we  shall  soon  be  in  close 
touch  with  these  clubs,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Ameri- 
can Poultry  Association. 

"Fourth,  is  this  matter  of  the  unscrupulous  money  grabber  who 
is  preying  upon  the  poultry  public.  I  refer  not  alone  to  the  out  and 
out  huckster  but  to  other  forms  of  huckstering  that  seems  to  have 
grown  bolder  during  the  last  two  or  three  years.  Little  and  big  they 
should  be  investigated.  Their  wrong  methods  must  be  corrected  and 
the  persistent  evil  doing  should  be  removed  or  these  men  ought  to  be 
driven  out  of  the  industry.  In  Iowa  alone,  each  year,  I  have  no  doubt 
that  fully  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  poultry  money  is  going 
to  these  hucksters.  It  is  also  bad  in  other  States.  This  Association 
must  take  hold  of  the  matter  with  vigor  and  determination.  No  other 
factor,  force  or  power  can  take  hold  of  the  situation  as  can  the 
American  Poultry  Association.  Our  duty  is  clear  and  at  this  meeting 
resolutions  will  be  adopted  that  have  for  their  purpose  a  correction 
of  this  huckstering  evil. 

"Fifth,  is  the  matter  of  mis-statement  and  gross  exaggeration  in 
Poultry  advertising.  At  this  session  of  the  A.  P.  A.  a  board  or  com- 
mittee is  to  be  created  vshose  duty  it  will  be  to  censure  or  prevent  the 
use  of  gross  mis-statements  and  exaggerations  in  efforts  to  sell  Stand-

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ard  bred  fowl.  This  means  also  we  would  be  able  to  build  up  our  in- 
dustry to  a  further  extent  and  protect  honest  fanciers  and  breeders." 

Taking  up  the  subject  of  "business  matters,"  President-elect 
Richards  referred  again  to  the  A.  P.  A.  School  Text  Book  and 
stated  that  before 
Christmas  this 
book  under  copy- 
right of  the  asso- 
ciation, will  be  on 
sale.  He  believes 
that  it  will  sell  in 
10,000  and  100,000 
lots  and  that  it 
will  prove  more 
profitable  to  the 
Association  as  a 
source  of  revenue 
than  the  sale  of 
the  Standard  of 
Perfection.  Else- 
where is  presented, 
in  cut  form,  a  re- 
production of  the 
Title  page  'of  the 
A.  P.  A.  Text  Book 
— the  first  book  of 
the  kind  published 
in  the  long  history 
of  the  organiza- 
tion.

six  separate  breed  Standards  that  had  been  ordered  by  popular 
vote — standards  to  be  devoted  to  the  Plymouth  Rocks,  the 
Wyandottes,  the  Leghorns,  the  Rhode  Island  Reds,  the  Orping- 
tons and  the  Minorcas.  He  stated  that  the  Association  must 
act  promptly  so  that  these  books  may  be  gotten  out  within  the 
next  twenty-four  months.  It  is  proposed  to  get  out  the  first 
six  separate  breed  Standards  as  soon  as  practical,  then  to  ob- 
tain authority  from  the  membership  by  mail  vote  for  the  pub- 
lication of  several  additional  breed  standards,  devoted  to  other 
popular  breeds.  Concluding  his  remarks  Mr.  Richards  said: 

"It  is  my  belief  that  by  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  be  pre- 
sented at  this  Annual  meeting,  the  Pacific  Coast,  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia and  your  great  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  will  be  distinguish- 
ed in  the  history  of  this  organization  by  the  enactment  of  A.  P.  A. 
laws  that  will  greatly  benefit  the  poultry  industry  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  for  all  time  to  come.  That  is  the  purpose  and 
determination  of  the  men  whom  you  have  entrusted  with  the  work 
and  we  believe  that  we  have  a  solid  organization  back  of  us — an 
organization  whose  membership  now  exceeds  six  thousand  five  hun- 
dred.'' (Applause.) 

Real  Ovation  for  T.  E.  Quisenberry,  Superintendent  of  the  Big 

Show 

At  this  point  Vice-President  Peters  as  chairman  called  on 


"Tom''  Quisenberry,  as  he  is  familiarly  known  on  the  Coast 
where  recently  he  has  endeared  himself  to  friends  of  poultry 
culture  with  whom  he  has  come  in  contact  in  his  capacity  as 
superintendent  of  the  Live  Stock  Department  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition. 
As  Mr.  Quisen- 
berry came  for- 
ward there  was 
prolonged  applause 
which  lasted  a  full 
minute  or  more. 
We  do  not  recall 
having  heard  be- 
fore this  at  any  A. 
P.  A.  Convention 
as  hearty  and  con- 
tinued applause  as 
was  given  to  Mr. 
Quisenberry.  Said 
he  in  substance: 

"I  had  no  thought 
of  being  called  on  or 
of  making  a  speech. 
Have  been  so  bloom- 
ing busy  that  I 
haven't  had  time  to 
get  shaved  1  As  you 
will  realize,  I  was 
more  than  pleased  to 
have  the  American 
Poultry  Association 
vote  to  come  to  San 
Francisco.  I  thank 
you  for  doing  so  and 
we  shall  try  to  enter- 
tain you.  The  big  poultry  show  is  an  assured  success — thanks  to  the 
hard  and  loyal  work  done  throughout  the  country.  I  want  to  sin- 
cerely thank  those  who  worked  up  carload  shipments  from  the  eastern, 
central  western  and  southern  states.  I  particularly  wish  to  thank 
Mr.  Lively  for  what  he  has  done  in  behalf  of  the  poultry  industry 
and  all  others  at  San  Francisco  who  have  carried  the  burden  of  this 
great  Exposition.  It  has  been  a  long,  steady  pull,  but  they  have  met 
with  magnificent  success.  You  will  agree  with  this  verdict  after  you 
have  spent  several  days  or  a  week  or  two  going  over  the  grounds  and 
viewing  this  wonderful  demonstration  of  man's  intelligence  and  in- 
genuity. We  haven't  the  show  here  that  I  had  hoped  for  but  still 
it  is  truly  a  great  poultry  exhibition  and  I  know  that  all  will  enjoy 
it."  (Applause.) 

At  this  time  Mr.  Byce  made  a  number  of  announcements  as 
chairman  of  the  entertainment  committee.  Several  interesting 
features  on  the  grounds  were  announced  as  being  "free  to  mem- 
bers of  the  A.  P.  A.  and  visiting  guests."  Mr.  Byce  stated  that 
the  Association  had  Mr.  Lively  to  thank  for  this. 

Next,  W.  H.  Card,  Manchester,  Conn.,  read  a  letter  from 
Prof.  W.  F.  Kirkpatrick,  Professor  of  Poultry  Husbandry  at  the 
Conn.  Agricultural  College,  Storrs,  in  which  Professor  Kirk- 
patrick sent  greetings  to  the  A.  P.  A.  in  convention  assembled

Carelessness  in  the  Selection  of  Breeding  Stock  One  of  the  Main 
Reasons  Why  So  Large  a  Percentage  of  Culls  are  Produced  in 
Some  Flocks.  Poultry  Breeders  in  General  Fail  to  Properly 
Study  Breeding  Problems  and  Too   Often  Trust  to  Luck

A comparison  of  the  illustrations  of 
the  various  breeds  and  varieties  of 
poultry  as  portrayed  in  the  poul- 
try journals  of  today  with  those  of 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago  shows  that 
vast  improvement  has  taken  place  in 
general  appearances — that  is,  in  type  and 
color.  In  other  words  greater  uniformity 
is  shown  in  the  types  of  the  different 
varieties  of  the  same  breed.  It  is  also  true 
that  like  improvement  has  taken  place  in 
egg  production  of  the  so-called  laying 
types  and  greater  perfection  has  also 
been  attained  in  the  general  purpose  and 
meat  breeds. 

Carelessness  Too  Apparent 

The  improvement  that  has  been  re- 
corded along  the  different  lines,  cannot 
be  attributed  to  haphazard  methods  of 
breeding  but  to  an  earnest  desire  on  the 
part  of  certain  poultry  breeders  to  ap- 
proximate well  defined  ideals,  that  are 
not  only  meant  to  improve  general  ap- 
pearances but  also  to  develop  productive- 
ness and  other  market  qualities.  Great 
as  the  improvement  has  been,  progress 
has  not  advanced  as  it  should  on  account 
of  the  handicap  of  the  large  army  of  so- 
called  poultry  raisers,  who,  either 
through  ignorance  or  carelessness  have 
failed  to  observe  the  first  rudiments  of 
poultry  breeding.  This  class,  and  they 
are  altogether  too  numerous,  do  not  ap- 
pear to  have  any  definite  object  in  view, 
at  least,  so  it  would  seem  from  the  way 
they  conduct  their  breeding  operations. 

There  are  two  general  principles  to 
consider  in  poultry  breeding  and  they 
may  be  termed,  outside  values  and  inside 
values.  The  outside  values  are  those  that 
appeal  to  the  eye  and  represent  general 
excellence    in    Standard  requirements, 

while  inside  values  are  those  that  represent  health  and  vigor 
and  may  also  be  said  to  be  reflected  in  ouside  appearances. 

The  latter  however,  are  too  often  overlooked  by  the  breeder 
who  is  endeavoring  to  perfect  some  characteristic  in  shape  or 
color.  In  his  zeal  to  develop  a  certain  point  he  fails  to  consider 
the  health  and  vigor  of  the  specimen  and  in  developing  the  good 
points  he  also  increases  the  weak  ones.  In  other  words  by  using 
defective  specimens  he  soon  establishes  the  weakness  in  the 
blood  and  it  becomes  a  part  and  parcel  of  his  family  or  strain 
of  fowls. 

Constitutional  vigor  should  be  the  first  consideration  of 
every  poultry  breeder  regardless  of  what  his  aim  in  breeding- 
may  be — whether  standard  values,  egg  production,  market  qual- 
ities or  just  chickens.  It  is  lack  of  this  quality  in  breeding- 
flocks  that  is  responsible  for  the  high  mortality  of  baby  chicks 
that  is  apparent  in  all  directions.  With  health  and  vigor  once 
established  the  task  of  perfecting  other  characteristics  is  made 
fifty  per  cent  easier. 


A  Plan  for  the  Practical  Breeder 

CELECT  all  breeding  birds  first  on 
^  the  basis  of  constitutional  vigor 
and  vitality  making  the  judgment  of 
this  so  far  objective  as  possible.  In 
particular  the  scales  should  be  called 
on  to  furnish  evidence,  (a)  There 
ought  to  exist,  for  all  standard  breeds 
of  fowls,  normal  growth  curves,  from 
which  could  be  read  off  the  standard 
weight  which  should  be  attained  by  a 
sound,  vigorous  bird,  not  specially 
fed  for  fattening,  at  each  particular 
age,  from  hatching  to  the  adult  condi- 
tion. These  curves  we  shall  sometime 
have,  (b)  Let  all  deaths  in  shell,  and 
chick  mortality  be  charged  against 
the  dam,  and  only  those  females  used 
as  breeders  a  second  time  which  show 
a  high  record  of  performance  in  re- 
spect to  the  vitality  of  their  chicks, 
whether  in  the  egg  or  out  of  it.  This 
constitutes  one  of  the  most  valuable 
measures  of  constitutional  vigor  and 
vitality  which  we  have.  If  for  no 
other  reason  than  to  measure  this 
breeding  performance,  a  portion  of 
the  breeding  females  each  year  should 
be  pullets.  In  this  way  one  can  in 
time  build  up  an  elite  stock  with  ref- 
erence to  hatching  quality  of  eggs  and 
livibility  of  chicks,  (c)  Let  no  bird  be 
used  as  a  breeder  which  is  known 
ever  to  have  been  ill,  to  however  slight 
a  degree.  In  order  to  know  something 
about  this,  why  not  put  an  extra  leg- 
band  of  every  bird,  chick  or  adult, 
when  it  shows  the  first  sign  of  indis- 
position ?  This  then  becomes  a  per- 
manent brand,  which  marks  the  indi- 
vidual as  one  which  failed,  to  a 
greater  or  less  degree,  to  stand  up 
under  its  environmental  measures  of 
constitutional  vigor.  Longevity  is  a 
real  and  valuable  objective  test  of 
vigor  and  vitality,  but  it  is  of  only 
limited  practical  usefulness,  because  of 
the  increasing  difficulty  with  advanc- 
ing age  of  breeding  successfully  on  any 
large  scale  from  old  birds  of  the 
American  and  other  heavy  types. — 
Bulletin  231,  Maine  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station. 


Selecting  the  Healthy  Specimens 

There  are  numerous  marks  that 
characterise  the  vigorous  healthy  birds 
from  the  ones  in  which  this  quality  is 
lacking.  The  task  of  selecting  the  con- 
stitutionally strong  birds  should  not  be 
be  difficult  one  as  birds  of  this  character 
are  usually  more  active,  are  possessed  of 
a  bright  eye,  a  brilliant  red  face  and 
comb  and  plumage  that  has  lustre  and 
snap.  Such  birds  are  the  busy  ones  with 
plenty  of  hustle  and  are  first  to  leave 
the  roosts  in  the  morning  and  the  last 
to  go  to  bed  at  night.  When  handledthey 
are  usually  talkative  and  show  a  large 
amount  of  muscular  strength.  On  the 
other  hand  the  specimen  lacking  in 
vitality,  to  certain  extent,  is  limp  to  the 
feel  and  will  cry  more  or  less  when 
handled.  One  of  the  first  things  for  the 
breeder  to  do  is  to  look  for  these  signs 
and  cull  out  for  market  all  specimens 
in  which  they  are  apparent.  Among  the 
more  important  signs  of  weakness  and 
a  lack  of  vitality  are,  crow  heads,  legi- 
ness,  knock  knees,  crooked  backs  or 
breasts,  flat  breasts,  narrow  bodies  and 
general  inactivity.  Crow  or  snake  heads 
are  one  of  the  most  conspicuous  marks 
of  weakness  and  are  one  of  the  first 
manifestations  of  this  defect  and  are 
conspicuous  in  the  growing  chicks  and 
should  receive  early  attention.  By  cul- 
ling early  and  eliminating  all  such 
specimens  while  the  defect  is  most  ap- 
parent is  a  big  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. It  is  important  to  cull,  while 
young,  all  specimens  showing  any  of  the 
above  weaknesses  as  many  wholly  or 
partially  disappear  as  the  birds  mature 
and  therefore  are  harder  of  detection. 
The  weakness  nevertheless  remains  and 

 1     the  ever  present  danger  of  such  specimens 

finding  a  place  in  the  breeding  pen  is 
apparent.  Although  it  is  now  too  late  to  direct  our  attention 
to  the  chicks,  a  word  of  warning  is  not  out  of  place,  as  the 
danger  signals  can  be  set  for  next  seasons  crop.  The  chick 
that  appears  indifferent  to  his  surroundings  lacks  ambition 
and  always  appears  hungry  yet  shows  no  inclination  to  get 
out  and  hustle  is  a  good  one  to  mark  for  an  early  dinner. 
The  vigorous  and  healthy  chick  is  the  active  one,  always  on 
the  go  and  full  of  hustle  and  kick.  Such  are  the  ones  to 
mark  for  future  breeders. 

Male  Half  the  Breeding  Pen 

As  previously  stated  it  is  now  too  late  to  use  these  pre- 
cautions with  the  growing  chicks,  therefore  we  must  try  to 
detect  and  eliminate  weak  specimens  among  the  matured  birds. 
As  the  male  is  said  to  be  half  the  pen  we  will  first  consider 
his  qualifications.  In  order  to  do  this  we  should  be  provided 
with  a  copy  of  the  Standard  of  Perfection  and  study  the  re- 
quirements for  the  breed  or  variety  that  we  are  handling.  In 
all  cases  this  should  be  one  of  the  (Continued  on  page  115)

SURPRISING   PROOF    OF    LACK  OF 
KNOWLEDGE     OF  STANDARD 
REQUIREMENTS  ON  PART  OF 
"EXPERT"  JUDGES 

This  article  is  meant  to  be  half  jest 
and  half  earnest,  but  all  truth.  It  is  not 
pleasant  to  hurt  people's  feelings,  nor  to 
say  disagreeable  things.  It  is  far  more 
comfortable  to  just  drift  along  on  life's 
stream  and  simply  "remark  on  the 
beauty  of  the  landscape"  as  often  as  the 
occasion  seems  to  permit. 

Enroute  to  San  Francisco  on  the  Pull- 
man car  that  left  Chicago  at  ten  A.  M., 
November  10,  1915,  no  other  subject  was 
discussed  to  as  great  an  extent  by  the 
poultrymen  who  filled  this  ear  as  was 
the  question  of  "score  card  vs.  compari- 
son judging."  Robert  H.  Essex  threaten- 
ed to  "take  a  poll  of  the  car"  and  per- 
haps he  did.  Provided  this  was  done  we 
should  judge  that  ninety  per  cent,  or 
more  of  the  prominent  poultrymen  in  the 
party  came  out  strongly  for  an  early  and 
country-wide  return  to  the  use  of  the 
score  card  at  all  winter  poultry  shows, 
with  the  exception  of  a  limited  number 
of  the  largest  exhibitions — those  pat- 
ronized mainly  by  professionals. 

One  evening  in  the  observation  car  six 
or  seven  of  us  were  discussing  this  ques- 
tion quite  earnestly.  In  the  party  were 
President  E.  B.  Thompson,  President- 
elect E.  E.  Richards,  V.  0.  Hobbs,  Moun- 
tain Grove,  Mo.,  the  writer  of  this  article 
and  two  prominent  and  experienced  A.  P. 


A.  judges,  each  of  whom  holds  a  general 
license.  As  the  discussion  grew  warm, 
Mr.  Richards  drew  from  his  handbag  a 
copy  of  the  1915  Standard  of  Perfection 
and  "let  loose"  with  a  volley  of  im- 
promptu questions. 

As  we  recall  it,  not  in  a  single  case 
was  either  of  these  judges  able  to  give 
the  correct  Standard  weights  of  such 
popular  breeds  as  the  Houdans,  Minor- 
cas  and  Anconas.  Worse  still,  they  fell 
down  also  on  the  Standard  weights  of 
the  Wyandottes  and  Rhode  Island  Reds. 
Really  that  seems  unbelievable,  but  it  is 
true,  nevertheless. 

When  it  came  to  answering  questions 
about  the  "scale  of  points"  for  the  dif- 
ferent classes,  including  the  American, 
English  and  Mediterraneans,  as  examples, 
they  were  helpless  or  pratically  so.  In 
probably  two  cases  out  of  every  three 
they  missed  it!  Mind  you,  these  are  not 
unknown  nor  inexperienced  judges,  but 
two  of  the  acknowledged  leaders. 

Let  us  be  as  lenient  as  we  can.  For 
example,  this  year  gave  us  a  new  edition 
of  the  Standard  of  Perfection,  thereby 
putting  into  force  numerous  changes  in 
the  way  of  Standard  weights,  scales  of 
points,  cuts  for  defects,  etc.  But  this 
demonstration  on  the  train  enroute  to 
the  40th  Annual  Convention  of  A.  P.  A. 
is  proof  positive  that,  FIRST  OF  ALL, 
our  judges — the  best  of  them — need  to 
study  faithfully  the  Standard  of  Perfec- 
tion and  to  learn  accurately  what  its 
provisions  are.  HOW  IN  THE  NAME  OF 
SENSE  OR  REASON  CAN  WE  EX- 
PECT EXHIBITORS  AND  ALL  OTHER 
PURCHASERS  OF  THE  AMERICAN 
STANDARD  OF  PERFECTION  TO  PAY 
ATTENTION  TO  THE  REQUIRE- 
MENTS OF  THIS  BOOK  IF  OUR 
JUDGES  ARE  TO  REMAIN  IN  IGNOR- 
ANCE ABOUT  IT? 

Honestly,  in  our  twenty-one  years'  ex- 
perience in  the  poultry  field  we  never 
before  have  seen  a  worse  case  of  guess 
work — and  fully  one  half  the  guesses 
were  wrong.  One  of  these  judges  said,  in 
desperation:  "Why  should  we  know  the 
Standard  weights?  The  book  tells  that. 
Secretaries  of  shows  are  depended  on  to 
mark  the  weights  on  score  cards.  I  never 
pay  any  attention  to  the  weights,  unless 
a  bird  is  a  runt  or  is  too  young  to  be 
allowed  to  win."  What  comfortable  rea- 
soning that  is — and  what  a  confession! 
As  a  matter-of-fact,  unless  an  exhibition 
specimen  is  of  proper  size  and  weight  it 
should  not  exist — not  for  exhibition  pur- 
poses. Weight  is  of  truly  great  impor- 
tance. The  Standard  says  so  and  the 
Standard  is  right.  In  many  cases  too 
much  weight  is  as  bad  as  not  enough. 
Either  this  is  true  or  the  Standard- 


makers  for  the  last  fifteen  years  or  more 
have  not  known  what  they  were  about. 

Why  go  to  all  the  expense  of  making  a 
Standard  and  then  not  use  it  ?  Why  spend 
tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  money  and 
time  every  five  to  eight  years  in  care- 
fully revising  the  so-called  Standard  of 
Perfection  and  then  have  it  ignored  by 
the  identical  men  who  are  licensed  and 
accredited  judges  of  the  "largest  live 
stock  organization  in  the  world" — by  the 
very  men  who  are  in  duty  bound  to 
STUDY  IT,  UNDERSTAND  IT  AND 
HONESTLY  APPLY  IT? 

If  a  board  of  examiners  were  to  get  to 
work  these  days,  with  a  view  to  finding 
out  how  many  of  our  licensed  poultry 
judges  correctly  understand  and  consist- 
ently apply  the  American  Standard  of 
Perfection,  there  would  be  a  new  popula- 
tion in  Holland.  How  many  judges  have 
we  that  would  pass  muster?  Probably  a 
thousand  ( maybe  only  half  that  number ) 
have  been  granted  licenses,  including  gen- 
eral licenses  and  specialty  licenses.  When 
shall  the  examining  board  begin  this 
work  and  how  should  it  go  about  it?  How 
long  ought  the  1915  Standard  be  in  the 
hands  of  licensed  judges  before  they  are 
"called  to  account,"  as  regards  under- 
standing it  and  applying  it? 

These  are  live  questions  and  answers 
are  solicited.  The  columns  of  A.  P.  W. 
are  wide  open,  both  to  judges  and  to  the 
long  suffering  exhibitors.  Every  knock  is 
a  boost,  so  we  are  told,  but  what  is 
wanted  in  this  case  are  HELPFUL  SUG- 
GESTIONS. Really,  the  judges  them- 
selves ought  to  take  hold  of  the  matter 
and  work  out  a  plan  of  reform — of  much 
needed  relief!  Every  capable  holder  of 
an  A.  P.  A.  judge's  license  ought  to  value 
it  highly— which  means  that  he,  OF  ALL 
OTHERS,  should  be  interested  in  having 
it  MEAN  SOMETHING.  How  can  this  be 
brought  about  in  the  shortest  time  and 
with  the  least  amount  of  injustice?

THE   STRAIN   IS   THE  THING,  AS 
PROVED  BY  HIGHLY  SUCCESSFUL 
PACIFIC  COAST  FANCIER- 
BREEDERS 

At  the  Panama-Pacific  Poultry  Show 
the  fact  was  again  brought  home  to  us 
that  good  birds,  meaning  high  class 
Standard  specimens,  can  be  obtained 
only  by  successful  line-breeding — by  the 
establishment  of  strains,  the  individual 
birds  of  which  possess  the  power  to 
transmit  their  desirable  characteristics 
from  generation  to  generation.  Fairly 
choice  birds  may  be  accidental,  but  if  the 
truly  good  ones  are  to  be  obtained  in 
profitable  percentages,  this  result  can  be 
achieved  only  by  successful  line-breeding, 
extending  over  a  period  of  five  to  twenty 
years  or  more. 
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A  short  cut  to  the  same  result  is  to 
"buy  into"  an  established  strain  and 
then  study  closely  the  fine  points  desired 
and  the  breeding  problems  involved  in 
their  production.  In  this  case  the  earnest 
student  will  meet  enough  handicap.  No 
book  exists  that  is  authority  on  the  sub- 
ject. Even  if  the  intelligent  beginner  has 
high  class  specimens  in  his  flock,  birds 
that  really  are  good  producers,  he  will 
find  it  a  problem  to  be  able  to  select  and 
mate  these  choice  birds  for  best  results. 

However,  what  one  man  has  done 
others  can  do,  and  that  is  the  basis  on 
which  this  problem  must  be  worked 
out. 

It  is  not  often  that  we  meet  in  the 
show  room  such  refinement  of  quailty  as 
was  shown  in  the  prize-winning  speci- 
mens of  J.  C.  Williams,  Mrs.  E.  B.  Mar- 
tin, J.  V.  McConnell  and  R.  A.  Rowan, 
breeders  respectively  of  S.  C.  Brown  Leg- 
horns, S.  C.  White  Leghorns,  S.  C.  Black 
Minorcas  and  White  Faced  Black  Span- 
ish, as  exhibited  at  San  Francisco.  Each 
one  of  these  displays  of  numerous  birds 
showed  remarkable  quality  in  duplica- 
tion. One  not  only  saw  here  a  strong 
family  resemblance,  as  between  individ- 
uals, but  numerous  specimens  were  real- 
ly duplicates,  at  least  to  the  eye  of  the 
novice. 

Take  the  case  of  Mrs.  Martin's  White 
Leghorns,  as  an  example.  It  looked  as 
though  every  one  of  the  twenty-six  birds 
had  the  required  five  points  to  the  comb, 
in  both  males  and  females.  An  actual 
count  showed  that  twenty-four  of  the 
twenty-six  did  have  five  points  to  the 
comb.  The  exceptions  were  one  male  that 
had  four  points  and  a  female  that  had 
six  points.  As  one  interested  spectator 
remarked:  "Those  birds,  males  and 
females,  look  as  though  they  were  cut 
out  with  biscuit  cutters,  so  much  alike 
are  they." 

Williams  Bros.  S.  C.  Brown  Leghorns 
have  been  line-bred  fourteen  to  sixteen 
years,  the  Martin  S.  C.  White  Leghorns 
twenty-two  years,  the  McConnell  S.  C. 
Black  Minorcas  ten  to  twelve  years  and 
the  Rowan  Black  Spanish  twelve  to 
fifteen  years.  Moreover,  during  these  con- 
siderable periods  they  have  had  close  at- 
tention and  the  best  of  care.  These  fan- 
cier-breeders have  loved  the  work,  other- 
wise they  could  not  possibly  have  suc- 
ceeded to  the  extent  represented  by  the 
remarkable  birds  shown  by  them  at  the 
Panama-Pacific  exposition. 

Of  what  successful  line-breeding  really 
consists,  is  still  a  problem.  At  an  evening 
meeting  of  the  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion at  San  Francisco,  November  16-18, 
W.  H.  Card,  Manchester,  Conn.,  "filled 
in"  with  an  impromptu  speech.  He  chose 
for  his  subject  the  question  of  correct 
mating,  and  the  editor  of  A.  P.  W.  ask- 
ed him  from  the  audience  to  define  line- 
breeding,  as  distinguished  from  in-breed- 
ing. Mr.  Card  worked  at  the  answer  two 
or  three  minutes,  but  just  what  he  meant 
we  do  not  know.  Arthur  C.  Smith,  for 
many  years  superintendent  of  Grove  Hill 
Poultry  Yards,  Waltham,  Mass.,  long- 
time breeders  of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
and  S.  C.  Brown  Leghorns,  now  an  in- 
structor of  poultry  culture  at  the  Minn- 
esota Agricultural  college,  St.  Paul,  said 
to  us  later,  referring  to  the  answer  by 
Mr.  Card: 

''Evidently  what  Mr.  Card  meant  was  this: 
that    if  *a    poultryman's    system    of  mating 


turns  out  to  be  a  success  it  is  line-breeding, 
whereas  if  it  proves  to  be  a  failure  it  is  in- 
breeding.' ' 

Frankly,  we  do  not  know  as  much 
about  line-breeding  as  we  wish  we  did. 
Fact  is,  a  majority  of  those  who  have 
met  with  signal  success  in  this  direction 
appear  to  be  close-mouthed  about  it.  In 
our  opinion  they  ought  to  take  the  inter- 
ested public  quite  fully  into  their  con- 
fidence, especially  their  customers.  Not  to 
do  this  is  to  doom  many  customers  to 
failure.  If  this  is  not  a  true  statement, 
we  ask  our  line-bred  friends  to  set  us 
right  in  these  columns,  in  the  interest  of 
all  concerned. 

During  the  next  few  months  A.  P.  W. 
proposes  to  do  its  b.est  to  secure  from 
well-informed,  experienced  and  success- 
ful fancier-breeders  the  exact  facts  about 
their  methods  of  line-breeding,  so  far  as 
this  information  can  be  obtained.  We 
regard  it  as  being  of  great  importance  to 
have  this  knowledge  furnished  to  earnest 
readers  of  these  pages.  Without  such  in- 
formation we  do  not  see  how  men  and 
women  who  invest  considerable  sums  of 
money  in  high  class  standard-bred  fowl 
can  expect  to  make  a  success  of  it,  or  to 
obtain  value  received.  That  being  the 
case  we  claim  it  to  be  the  plain  duty  of 
successful  breeders  of  standard-bred 
fowls  to  tell  their  customers  the  truth 
about  it,  in  such  form  that,  they  will  be 
able  to  handle  profitably  the  high-priced 
birds  they  purchase  season  after  season.

DOWN   THE   RHODE   ISLAND  RED 
AISLE  AT  THE  PANAMA-PACIFIC 
SHOW  WITH  JUDGE  CARD 

At  the  Panama-Pacific  Poultry  Exhi- 
bition, editor  of  A.  P.  W.  had  the  good 
fortune  to  see  the  prize-winning  S.  C.  and 
R.  C.  Rhode  Island  Reds  through  the 
keen  and  appreciative'  eyes  of  W.  H. 
Card,  Manchester,  Conn.,  secretary  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Club  of  America,  who 
judged  Single  Comb  cockerels  and  pullets 
and  the  Rose  Comb  pens  at  this  show. 
Daniel  P.  Shove,  Fall  River,  Mass.,  plac- 
ed the  awards  on  the  Single  Comb  old 
birds,  both  varieties,  while  James  A. 
Tucker,  Concord,  Mich.,  selected  the  win- 
ners in  the  Single  Comb  pens. 

Stopping  before  the  coop  which  con- 
tained the  first  prize  pullet,  exhibited  by 
The  Mirimichi  Poultry  Farm,  W.  H. 
Saart,  proprietor,  Foxboro,  Mass.,  Judge 
Card  said: 

"That  is  the  best  pullet  I  ever  saw.  Never 


before  have  I  handled  a  pullet  of  this  variety 
that  had  the  same  richness  of  surface  and 
undercolor,  also  the  true  type  with  that  ob- 
long body.  The  surface  color  is  not  only  uni- 
form, but  is  brilliant  and  the  undercolor 
matches  it  wonderfully  well,  being  of  the 
same  deep  shade,  but  of  course  without  the 
brightness  or  brilliance." 

Passing  along  the  aisle  we  came  to  a 
string  of  male  birds.  Said  Mr.  Card: 

"There  are  some  of  those  'pumpkin  necks' 
that  I  was  telling  you  about — these  males 
with  the  golden  yellow  hackles  that  do  not 
match  the  body  color.  I  hit  them  and  hit 
them  hard  every  time  they  stand  up  in  front 
of  me.  On  the  other  hand,  notice  these  win- 
ners. The  quality  of  the  Rhode  Island  Reds 
at  this  show  certainly  was  a  surprise  to  me. 
Here  we  have  a  fine  lot  of  birds,  a  larger 
number  of  really  good  ones  than  I  have  seen 
at  any  other  one  exhibition." 

Next  we  came  to  the  first  prize  Rose

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Comb  cock,  owned  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Watson, 
of  Nebraska.    Said  Judge  Card: 

"This  is  a  superb  specimen,  an  extra  fine 
bird.  He  has  almost  perfect  type — also  the 
depth  of  body  that  I  describe  by  the  word 
'capacity.'  By  this  word  I  mean  plenty  of 
room  inside  for  the  organs  to  do  their  work. 
Notice  also  the  first  and  second  Rose  Comb 
hens.  They,  too,  have  long,  deep,  oblong 
bodies ;  yet  at  the  same  time  they  are  excel- 
lent in  color.  All  these  Rose  Comb  winners 
are  bred  along  the  same  correct  lines.  Note 
especially  the  evenness  of  color  and  the  rich 
dark  undercolor.  It  takes  this  depth  of  un- 
dercolor to  maintain  the  right  surface  color. 

"Also  take  this  second  cockerel,  as  shown 
by  your  Buffalo  friends,  Houck  and  Alt.  Can 
you  beat  it?  Here  was  a  case  of  heads  or 
tails,  almost — as  regards  which  should  be 
first.  A  strain  that  will  produce  males  like 
that,  represents  a  small-sized  fortune  See 
his  surface  color,  then  dig  down  into  the 
undercolor.  No  'pumpkin  neck'  there,  and 
the  undercolor  in  every  section  is  as  sound 
at  is  possibly  could  be." 

Continuing  Judge  Card  said: 
"You  will  observe  also  these  'pumpkin- 
neck  females,  as  well  as  the  same  bad  defect 
in  males.  Pumpkin-necked  Rhode  Island  Reds 
should  go  to  the  boiling  pot— or  to  some 
boarding-house;  they  have  no  business  in  the 
breeding  pen.  See  these  two  males  from  Abi- 
lene, Kansas,  the  two  cockerels  that  won  first 
and  fourth  They  especially  have  the  'capac- 
ity   that  I  believe  in  and  insist  upon  as  a 

°V,he  \eds-  Get  that  breadth  and 
depth  and  length  of  bodyl  There  is  capacity 
lor  you— capacity  which  means  vitality  with- 
out which  our  breeders  will  be  money-losers 
instead  of  money-makers." 

Coming  to  the  pens,  Judge  Card  made 
these  instructive  remarks: 

farV\w  °,1  breeder.s  do,n°t  get  wise  to  the 
fact  that  they  must  make  the  birds  in  the 
exhibition  pen  look  like  one  chicken.  Almost 
regardless  of  other  points  they  must  match 
m  sue  and  color.  By  size  I  mean  type  also 
Unless  they  match  both  in  size  and  color  the 
pen  is  a  mistake.  Note  this  first  pen,  the 
Kose  Combs,  as  an  example.  Every  female 
matches  its  mates  in  color  and  their  color 
also  matches  that  of  the  male.  This  is  an 
ideal  pen  selected  for  the  breed." 

There  are  a  number  of  good  "pointers" 
ln  the  foregoing  remarks,  as  made  by- 
Judge  Card  at  this  show  where  so  much 
quality  was  represented  in  the  bio- 
classes  of  Rhode  Island  Reds— the  largest 
at  the  show  and  one  of  the  strongest  ever 
brought  together  in  the  interesting  his- 
tory of  Rhode  Island  Reds.  We  were 
particularly  impressed  with  Judge  Card's 
remarks  about  "capacity",  as  exemplified 
in  the  first  and  fourth  Single  Comb  cock- 
erels and  in  the  first  Rose  Comb  cock. 
They  had  the  breadth,  depth  and  length 
of  body  that  distinguishes  the  Standard- 
bred  Rhode  Island  Red,  and  also  were 
exceptionally  fine  in  color. 

As  regards  good  color,  the  prize  win- 
ning females  were  superb.  Certain  it  is 
that  Rhode  Island  Red  breeders  have 
made  wonderful  progress  in  creating  and 
establishing  a  new  and  attractive  plum- 
age color  for  their  breed.  Ten  to  fifteen 
years  ago  this  could  not  be  said  with  the 
same  degree  of  fact  that  is  now  made  ap- 
parent by  the  best  specimens  shown  at 
leading  exhibitions. 

Again  we  must  comment  favorably  on 
the  wonderful  progress  the  Rhode  Island 
Reds  have  made  in  public  favor  during 
the  last  five  to  ten  years.  At  this  great 
exhibition  on  the  far-a-way  Pacific  Coast 
they  formed  the  largest  class  despite  the 
fact  that  the  Mediterraneans  do  extra 
well  on  the  Pacific  slope  and  therefore 
are  highly  popular  in  that  section  of  the 


United  States  and  Canada.  Today  it  may 
safely  be  said  that  the  Rhode  Island  Reds 
are  a  dangerous  competitor  for  the  title 
of  'America's  favorite  £tandard-bred 
fowl."  Their  only  rivals  at  present  are 
the  Barred  and  White  Plymouth  Rocks, 
the  White  Wyandottes  and  the  White 
Leghorns.  Then  come  the  Buff  and  White 
Orpingtons.  What  the  next  ten  years  are 
to  develop,  in  the  way  of  comparative 
popularity,  it  would  be  hard  to  tell.  Time 
will  solve  the  question — and  time  alone 
can  do  it. 


THE  BUCKEYES  A  DISTINCT  BREED 
AND  THEY  ARE  HERE  TO  STAY 

Frankly,  the  writer  of  these  lines  here- 
tofore has  not  warmed  up  to  the  Buck- 
eyes. This  attitude  of  mind  shows  con- 
servatism, but  we  do  not  claim  credit  for 
it.  On  the  contrary  we  think  the  editor 
of  a  poultry  journal  should  be  constantly 
on  the  lookout  for  new  and  desirable 
breeds  and  varieties  that  are  worthy  of 
admission  to  the  Standard  of  Perfection. 

Yet  if  we  were  to  make  a  se'f-plea  in 
behalf  of  our  conservatism  or  alleged 
conservatism,  we  probably  could  do  it  to 
advantage  in  connection  with  the  recent 
Panama-Pacific  Poultry  Exhibition,  be- 
cause at  this  show  there  was  an  ui  usual- 
ly large  number  of  new  breeds  and  varie- 
ties offered  for  public  favor  The  fact  is, 
we  never  before  saw  half  as  many  at  any 
one  big  show.  One  bright-eyed  care-taker, 
a  semi-professional  poultryman  (we  wish 
we  had  learned  his  name)  made  this 
pointed  remark  in  referring  to  one  of  the 
new  varieties: 

'  'Here  we  have  the  down-to-date  products 
of  an  old  and  well  established  strain — a 
strain  that  has  been  bred  continuously  for 
at  least  one  hundred  years.  These  birds  that 
you  see  before  you  are  fine  specimens  of 
what  is  known  the  country  over  as  the  'barn- 
yard' strain — and  they  look  it  I  *  * 

On  Thanksgiving  Day — though  it  was 
a  thankless  job — we  found  Robert  H. 
Essex,  formerly  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  now 
editor  of  the  Canadian  Poultry  Journal, 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  hurrying  about  the 
three-acre  poultry  show  with  note  book 
in  hand  and  a  determined  look  on  his 
face.  We  invited  him  to  luncheon  and  re- 
ceived this  reply: 

"No,  I  cannot  go  today.  Shall  be  glad  too 
some  other  time.  Am  on  the  trail  of  these 
new  breeds  and  varieties — of  which  there  is  a 
small  army  on  dress  parade  at  this  exhibition. 
Never  saw  so  many  of  them  before  at  one 
show.' ' 

To  which  statement  we  replied: 

'  'Yes,  but  you  are  wasting  time  in  looking 
them  up." 

"Not  on  your  life,"  said  Mr.  Essex:  "I 


am  going  to  list  them,  then  tell  the  readers 
of  my  paper  to  stop  fooling  away  their  time 
and  talents  in  this  manner.  If  we  keep  on 
at  this  rate,  we  shall  have  about  a  thousand 
different  varieties  in  the  Standard  of  Perfec- 
tion before  long.  Meanwhile  old  and  estab- 
lished breeds  and  varieties  need  far  more  at- 
tention than  they  are  getting — need  many  new 
breeders  to  do  justice  by  them.  If  the  old 
and  highly  valuable  breeds  and  varieties  had 
been  perfected,  I  should  not  object  as  strong- 
ly; but  to  spring  so  many  of  these  new  kinds 
on  us  at  a  time  when  we  need  additional 
help  to  improve  the  old  and  established 
breeds  and  varieties,  strikes  me  as  being 
a  mistake — and  I  am  going  to  say  so  in  no 
uncertain  terms." 

Nevertheless,  after  we  hud  examined 
the  prize-winning  Rhode  Island  Reds 
with  W.  H.  Card,  one  of  the  judges,  we 
came  to  the  Buckeyes,  whereupon  Judge 
Card  said: 

"These  are  a  new  and  distinct  breed  and 
the  birds  shown  here,  taken  as  a  class,  are 
the  finest  I  have  seen.  They  have  the  body 
'capacity'  that  I  demand  in  Rhode  Island 
Reds,  which  is  another  name  for  vitality. 
They  are  a  little  on  the  Game  or  Cornish  fowl 
order,  as  you  can  easily  see.  The  pea  comb 
is  a  distinguishing  mark  and  they  are  mahog- 
any in  color — not  red.  Smoke  or  slate  color 
is  allowed  in  the  undercolor — in  fact  is 
necessary  to  produce  the  mahogany  brown 
surface.

A  FEW  COMMENTS  BY  FRANKLANE 
L.   SEWELL,   AS   MADE   AT  THE 
PANAMA-PACIFIC  POULTRY 
SHOW 

With  or  without  his  consent  we  are 
going  to  record  here  a  few  of  the  inter- 
esting remarks  that  were  made  to  us  at 
San  Francisco  during  the  progress  of 
the  Panama-Pacific  Poultry  Show  by 
Franklane  L.  Sewell,  poultry  artist  and 
a  keen  observer. 

Referring  to  a  poultry  judge  who  had 
an  open  Standard  of  Perfection  in  his 
hands  and  was  reading  it,  while  deciding 
where  to  hang  the  ribbons,  Mr.  Sewell 
said: 

"That  was  an  odd  sight,  wasn't  it?  It 
seemed  strange  to  me  that  Mr.  Quisenberry 
should  send  clear  across  the  continent  for 
a  poultry  judge  and  then  have  him  read  the 
Standard  at  the  show  in  order  to  decide 
where  to  place  the  ribbons. 


"Another  point  in  connection  with  this 
judge's  work  was  the  fact  that  a  number  of 
exhibitors  were  disposed  to  make  fun  of  him. 
The  same  probably  was  true  of  other  judges 
who  saw  him  taking  extra  pains  to  place  the 
ribbons  where  they  rightly  belonged.  While  it 
seemed  odd  to  see  a  judge  consult  a  Standard 
of  Perfection  in  order  to  make  sure  he  was 
placing  the  ribbons  properly,  yet  this  no 
doubt  was  better  than  to  have  erred  in  select- 
ing the  winning  birds  for  the  honors,  doing 
so  from  a  faulty  memory." 

Mr.  Sewell  in  his  kindly  way  then 
proceeded  to  excuse  the  judge  further, 
doing  so  on  the  basis  of  changes  made  in 
the  1915  edition  of  the  Standard.  This 
fact  no  doubt  should  count  strongly  in 
favor  of  the  judge  who  found  it  necessary 
at  the  Panama-Pacific  Poultry  Show  to 
read  the  Standard  while  distributing  the 
prizes. 

If  nothing  worse  than  this  were  done, 
Poultry  Culture  could  be  congratulated. 
It  takes  real  courage  these  days  on  the 
part  of  a  poultry  judge  for  him  to  open 
a  Standard  at  a  Poultry  Show  where  he 
is  officiating.  All  credit  to  him  for  doing 
so. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Sewell  said: 

"Our  best  judges  should  not  have  to  con- 
sult a  Standard  in  the  show  room.  Really  it 
is  a  pretty  poor  judge,  especially  among  the 
experienced  ones,  who  has  to  do  this.  These 
same  judges  do  not  have  to  consult  a  school 
book  I  This  far  we  have  not  required  our 
poultry  judges  to  be.  governed  by  measure- 
ments or  by  other  close  details.  That  being 
the  case,  in  order  for  them  to  claim  ex- 
pertness  they  should  be  able  to  write  out, 
on  demand,  doing  so  with  comparative  ease,  a 
quite  accurate  description  of  all  sections  of 
the  breeds  and  varieties  they  are  employed 
to  judge  at  our  leading  exhibitions." 

Referring  to  the  quality  of  plumage 
shown  by  Pacific  Coast  fanciers,  in  the 
case  of  birds  that  won  high  honors  at 
this  big  show,  Mr.  Sewell  said: 

"They  have  a  splendid  quality  of  plumage, 
which  poultry  breeders  are  able  to  produce 
in  this  Pacific  Coast  climate.  This  quality  of 
plumage  exists  abundantly  here,  and  the  spe- 
cial breeding  problems  have  been  mastered  by 
leading  breeders  on  the  Coast — a  fact  that  is 
plain  to  be  seen. 

"All  breeds  and  varieties  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean class  seem  to  thrive  particularly  on 
the  Coast.  This  was  noticeable  in  the  Leg- 
horns, Minorcas,  Anconas  and  Campines.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  loosely-feathered  breeds, 
especially  the  Asiatics,  do  not  appear  to  thrive 
quite  so  well  in  this  climate  or  locality. 
Cochins  out  here  are  not  in  particular  favor. 
Yet  there  are  some  very  good  Orpingtons  and 
it  is  evident  that  they  are  decidedly  popular. 
The  Buffs  and  Whites,  as  produced  on  the 
Coast,  show  numerous  good  birds. 


"They  like  the  Anconas  out  here.  This  was 
proved  by  the  Coast  birds  on  display,  also 
by  statements  made  to  me  by  fanciers  of  the 
Anconas.  This  breed  should  do  well  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  I  believe  that  they  will  in- 
crease  rapidly  in  popularity. 

"Out  here  the  Light  Brahmas  have  not 
been  bred  to  any  extreme.  They  look  practi- 
cal and  are  of  a  size  and  type  to  lay  well, 
also  to  be  well  adapted  as  soft  roasters.  Yet 
they  are  of  good  standard  quality.  Mr.  John- 
son, of  Indiana,  and  Mr.  Rankin,  of  Kansas, 
showed  Light  Brahmas  that  should  prove  in- 
structive to  Pacific  Coast  fanciers  of  this 
substantial  breed. 

"You  ask  me  about  the  Silver  and  Golden 
Campines.  It  is  clear  that  some  of  the  best 
stock  in  the  East  has  been  brought  to  the 
Coast.  For  example,  the  first  prize  Golden 
Cockerel  was  as  good  in  color  as  any  speci- 
men I  have  handled.  He  was  remarkably  clear 
in  hackle,  considering  his  fine  body  color. 
His  plumage  was  brilliant  and  the  bird  show- 
ed that  he  was  well  reared  and  capably  con- 
ditioned." 

Mr.  Sewell  was  much  impressed  by  the 
high  quality  of  the  S.  C.  White  and 
Brown  Leghorns,  the  S.  C.  Black  and 
Buff  Minorcas  and  the  White-Faced 
Black  Spanish  on  exhibition  at  this  great 
show.  Said  he,  in  referring  to  them: 

"As  before  stated  this  climate  appears  to 
be  especially  adapted  to  the  wellfare  of  the 
Mediterranean  breeds  and  varieties.  These 
birds  like  to  escape  the  cold  winters  of  our 
section.  They  show  this  here  on  their  own 
account.  Out  here  'eggs  are  money'  and  the 
Mediterraneans  appear  to  occupy  the  front 
rank  in  egg  production.  I  am  told  that  at  this 
time  consumers  are  paying  65c  a  dozen  for 
new-laid  eggs  and  that  the  Petaluma  White 
Leghorn  Ranchers  are  receiving  from  55c 
to  57c  per  dozen  in  case  lots." 

Mr.  Sewell  was  kept  very  busy  at  this 
Show.  All  told,  he  took  photographs  of 
more  than  fifty  prize-winning  specimens. 
Quite  a  number  of  them  will  be  shown  in 
these  pages  during  the  next  month  or 
two.  He  was  made  heartily  welcome  by 
Pacific  Coast  Fanciers  and  it  warmed 
his  heart  to  feel  that  with  the  help  of 
his  camera  he  would  be  able  to'  perpet- 
uate, in  the  forn\  of  imperishable  illus- 
trations, many  choice  specimens  in  the 
exact  condition  they  were  shown,  in  con- 
nection with  the  highly  successful  Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition. 

Great  pains  were  taken  by  Mr.  Sewell 
in  posing  these  prize-winning  specimens, 
with  a  view  to  doing  full  justice  by  each 
bird  and  the  owner  thereof.  Few  people 
realize  the  importance  of  correct  or  ex- 
pert posing,  when  it  comes  to  the  matter 
of  taking  worth-while    photographs  of

EDITORIAL  NOTES  ABOUT  PANAMA- 
PACIFIC  POULTRY  SHOW  AND 
A.  P.  A.  CONVENTION 

An  enterprising  stroke,  in  connection 
with  the  Panama-Pacific  Poultry  exhi- 
bition, was  the  transportation  by  the 
Vnited  Farms,  Hope,  Ind.,  of  twenty  bar- 
rels of  Indiana  rain  water  for  use  In 
washing  the  numerous  birds  entered  by 
the  United  Farms,  U.  R.  Fishel,  J.  C. 
Fishel  &  Son  and  other  Indiana  breeders. 
These  experienced  showmen,  with  W.  C. 
P.ieree  at  their  head,  were  afraid  that 
San  Francisco  water  might  jiot  be  of  the 
right  quality  to  give  best  results.  Evi- 
dently they  concluded  that  nothing  else 
in  this  line  is  quite  equal  to  "Hoosier 
suds."  In  any  event,  the  Indiana  birds 
won  well  in  practically  all  classes,  de- 
spite the  journey  of  nearly  three  thou- 
sand miles. 

We  tried  to  get  a  list  of  the  number 
of  prizes  won  respectively  by  the  carloads 
of  Standard-bred  fowl  that  were  shipped 
to  San  Francisco  from  ten  different 
States.  At  the  show  there  was  consider- 
able rivalry  along  this  line,  Nebraska 
poultrymen  won  thirty  five  to  forty  first 
prizes  and  the  same  was  true  of  Indiana, 
Kansas,  Illinois,  etc.  Which  of  the  ten 
States  secured  the  most  firsts,  we  do  not 
know.  Should  be  glad  to  have  the  men 
in  charge  of  these  carloads  tell  us  about 
it.  Am  sure  that  our  readers  would  be 
be  interested.  Russell  F.  Palmer,  editor 
of  Poultry  Topics,  Lincoln,  Nebr.,  took 
a  leading  part  in  working  up  a  carload 
shipment  from  his  state,  and  W.  S.  Rob- 
inson, Fayette,  Mo.,  acted  in  the  same 
capacity  for  his  home  state.  Mr.  Palmer 
reported  that  H.  H.  Johnson,  incubator 
manufacturer  at  Clay  Center,  made  a 
substantial  cash  donation  to  help  raise 


the  money  with  which  to  pay  express- 
age  on  the  carload  shipment  from  Ne- 
braska. In  most  of  the  other  states  the 
money  for  expressage,  ranging  in 
amounts  from  $1200  to  $1400  was  ap- 
propriated by  the  state  legislatures. 

Pacific  Coast  fancier-breeders  were 
deservedly  proud  of  the  products  of  their 
skill,  as  was  proved  by  numerous  pla- 
cards they  attached  to  the  coops,  which 
read  California  birds,"  "Oregon  birds," 
etc.  An  extra  large  number  of  these 
cards  were  to  be  seen  throughout  the  big 
showroom.  Other  cards  read  "Ohio 
birds,"  etc.  As  a  general  rule  the  Pacific 
Coast  fanciers  extended^,  hearty  and 
genuine  welcome  to  exhibitors  from  the 
territory  east  of  the  Rockies.  This  was 
as  it  should  have  been.  It  is  a  long  haul 
from  the  central  west  to  the  Golden  Gate 
and  a  still  longer  one  from  the  New  Eng- 
land and  Atlantic  States.  Therefore,  it 
was  right  and  proper  that  every  Pacific 
Coast  fancier  breeder  should  have  re- 
garded himself  as  a  host,  whose  duty  it 
was  to  extend  a  special  welcome  to  every 
visitor  east  of  the  Rockies  and  to  show 
him  every  reasonable  consideration. 
There  was  but  little  complaint  along 
this  line — which  is  the  more  creditable 
because  of  the  fact  that_  Pacific  Coast 
residents  are  openly  and  strongly  loyal 
to  their  section,  almost  without  excep- 
tion. 

On  Sunday,  November  28th,  we  saw 
W.  S.  Russell  at  Inside  Inn  on  the  Ex- 
position grounds,  at  which  time  he  re- 
ported that  all  the  7,726  head  of  fowl 
and  pigeons  had  been  shipped  away,  ex- 
cepting two  chickens.  Said  he :  "We  are 
two  chickens  short  and  have  two  chickens 
too  many.  There  has  been  a  little  mix- 
up  somewhere,  but  nothing  worth  men- 
tioning, considering  the  thousands  of 
birds  handled — handled  twice,  in  fact. 
Not  much  sickness  occurred  and  very 
few  birds  went  back  home  in  poor  con- 
dition. You  may  be  sure  that  yesterday 
and  the  day  before  were  busy  days  for 
us!  I  sold' between  $700.00  and  $800.00 
worth  of  birds  during  the  show,  doing 
this  on  request,  and  over  at  the  View 
Pens,  which  department  was  closed  last 
week,  I  sold  eleven  pens  at  good  prices." 


From  Mr.  Russell's  card  we  note  that  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Live 
Stock  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Interna- 
national  Exposition,  that  he  also  was 
Superintendent  of  the  "View  flocks"  of 
poultry,  also  sales  commissioner  in  dis- 
posing of  fowls  and  eggs.  Hundreds  of 
thousands  of  visitors  to  the  Fair  saw  the 
flocks  of  Standard-bred  fowl  that  were  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Russell  on  the  Exposition 
grounds.  LT.  R.  Fishel  sent  flocks  of 
birds  to  be  displayed  in  this  deportment ; 
so  did  E.  B.  Thompson  and  other  well 
known  eastern  poultrymen.  No  prizes 
were  offered,  except  in  the  laying  com- 
petition, which  was  won  by  Oregon  on 
birds  selected  and  entered  by  James  Dry- 
den,  instructor  of  poultry  culture  at  the 
Oregon  Agricultural  College  and  experi- 
ment station,  Corvallis. 

When  E.  B.  Thompson,  two  years  ago, 
was  elected  to  the  office  of  president  of 
the  American  Poultry  Association,  he 
was  not  well  posted  on  A.  P.  A.  work  and 
aims.  But  as  time  passe'd  he  became 
more  and  more  interested  in  the  work. 
First  to  last  he  has  exercised  common- 
sense  and  good  business  judgment  in  the 
performance  of  all  duties  connected  with 
the  office.  This  statement  voices  the 
opinion  of  Secretary  Campbell  and  is  in 
full  argeement  with  other  reports  wt 
have  heard,  also  with  the  knowledge  we 
have  gained  first-hand.  Prior  to  Mr. 
Thompson's  election  most  of  his  know- 
ledge had  been  gained  by  reading  and 
from  personal  conversation  with  mem- 
bers. However,  after  he  had  held  the 
office  one  term  he  had  acquired  a  good 
understanding  of  what  the  Association 
was  trying  to  do  and  he  soon  formed 
definite  opinions  of  what  it  should  do. 
One  result  was  that  he  concurs  heartly  in 
the  resolutions  that  were  adopted  at  the 
San  Francisco  Convention  which  provide 
for  truthful  statements  in  all  advertis- 
ing and  printed  matter  devoted  to  the 
sale  of  Standard-bred  fowl,  that  place 
the  Association  in  the  position  of 
endorsing  its  members  relative  to  their 
poultry  transactions  and  call  lor  an  in- 
vestigation of  poultry  "huckstering."  At 
this  convention  Mr.  Thompson  took  an 
active  part  in  legislative  work.  His  re- 
sponse to  D.  O.  Lively's  address  of  wel-

Convention  and  moved  for  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  "trumped  up"  action  which 
had  for  its  object  an  official  exonera- 
tion of  F.  E.  Harrison.  As  a  member  of 
the  committe  on  new  Constitution  and 
Laws,  President  Thompson  rendered 
valuable  service.  Repeatedly  his  long  ex- 
perience in  the  poultry  field,  together 
with  his  well-trained  business  judgment, 
were  of  much  help  to  this  committee.  Un- 
questionably Mr.  Thompson  should  feel 
personally  gratified  with  the  outcome  of 
his  two  consecutive  terms  in  the  highest 
office  at  the  gift  of  American  and  Cana- 
dian poultrymen.

The 
position  of  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
welfare,  grievances  and  appeals  is  a  try- 
ing one — is  a  position  that  will  call  for 
the  best  qualifications  Mr.  Hemenway 
has  to  offer.  A.  P.  W.  is  certain  that  he 
will  strive  earnestly  to  make  a  credi- 
table record  in  this  truly  important  posi- 
tion.   The  best  of  success  to  him. 

Readers  of  A.  P.  W.  will  be  interested 
in  the  fact  that  E.  E.  Richards,  presi- 
dent of  American  Poultry  Association, 
expects  to  be  a  candidate  for  mayor  of 
his  home  town,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  next 
March.  Cedar  Rapids  has  a  population 
of  about  40,000  and  is  an  up-to-date 
city.  Mr.  Richards  is  strongly  repub- 
lican— and  so  is  his  home  town!  This 
should  mean  a  happy  combination  of 
interests.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however, 
that  the  duties  of  the  mayoralty  office, 
assuming  that  Candidate  Rachards  is  to 
be  successful,  will  not  interfere  with  the 
numerous  important  duties  Mr.  Richards 
assumed  when  he  asked  for  and  accpted 
the  office  of  President  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association.  In  the  event  of  his 
being  elected  mayor  of  Cedar  Rapids,  he 
proposes  to  have  someone  take  off  his 
hands  most  of  the  work  connected  with 
publishing  and  editing  the  Western  Poul- 
try Journal,  which  paper  is  owned  by 
him.  All  told,  it  would  appear  that  our 
new  president  is  to  be  a  busy  man  during 
the  next  two  years  or  such  matter.  His 
many  friends  hope  that  he  will  find  time 


to  discharge  the  duties  of  office  in  A.  P. 
A.  work  in  such  manner  and  to  such  an 
extent  that  he  will  be  re-elected  to  this 
office  next  spring  without  opposition, 
thus  giving  him  at  least  twenty-one 
months  during  which  to  work  out  the 
policies  of  his  administration  and  to 
make  a  record  of  which  all  may  be  proud. 

Enroute  to  San  Francisco  the  A.  P.  A. 
Pullman,  which  left  Chicago  Wednesday, 
November  10th,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  was 
met  at  several  points  by  poultrymen- 
members,  especially  at  points  where  the 
train  stopped  in  daylight.  At  Omaha 
several  members  got  on,  but  this  was 
along  about  midnight.  At  Cheyenne  Vice- 
president  Peters  and  the  official  steno- 
grapher, J.  H.  Carpenter,  both  of  Den- 
ver, boarded  the  train.  At  Ogden  the 
A.  P.  A.  party  was  received  by  W.  L. 
Bramwell,  H.  J.  Shafer,  Paul  L.  Beemer 
and  W.  W.  Browning,  representing  the 
local  city  and  county  poultry  associa- 
tions.

Sunday  evening,  November  21,  in  the 
beautiful  California  building,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  E.  B.  Martin  entertained  at  dinner 


a  company  of  A.  P.  A.  officers  and  other 
members.  Among  those  present  were 
Secretary  and  Mrs.  Campbell,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  S.  Russell  and  their  daughter, 
Miss  Dorothy,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Irvin  F. 
Rice,  Cortland,  N.  Y.,  J.  C.  Williams, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  and  the  Editor  of 
American  Poi'ltn  World.  Plates  had 
been  provided  for  President  E.  B.  Thomp- 
son and  wife,  also  for  President  elect 
E.  E.  Richards  and  wife,  but  both  couples 
were  delayed  on  a  long  automobile  trip 
and  did  not  get  back  in  time  for  this 
happy  event. 

One  of  the  men  at  the  Panama-Pacific 
Exposition  who  did  his  full  3hare  to  make 
this  a  memorial  occasion  in  the  minds  of 
fellow-members  of  the  American  Poultry 
Association,  is  Charles  McCaffree,  South 
Dakota,  Commissioner  of  Immigration, 
who  was  at  San  Francisco  in  charge  of 
the  agricultural  exhibit  from  South  Da- 
kota.

Fishel  &  Son,  is  president,  J.  C.  Fishel 
is  vice-president  and  W.  C.  Pierce  is 
secretary.  All  stock  and  eggs  offered 
for  sale  by  the  United  Farms  are  guaran- 
teed to  be  the  products  of  stockholders 
of  the  company,  so  Mr.  Pierce  informed 
us  at  San  Francisco.  Moreover,  these 
stockholders,  without  exception,  live 
within  easy  traveling  distance  of 
Hope,  Ind.,  and  Mr.  Pierce  states  that 
all  pens  used  for  breeding  purposes  are 
to  be  mated  by  officers  of  the  company  or 
competent  men  in  its  employ.

TABLE  EGGS  ARE  BRINGING  GOOD 
PRICES 

A  traveling  man  for  a  poultry  supply 
house  writing  to  his  firm  about  trade 
conditions  said:  "I  have  been  finding 
trade  conditions  better  this  week  than 
last.  One  firm  that  buys  eggs  to  ship  to 
New  York  City  was  paying  59  cents  per 
dozen  for  white  eggs, 
November  5th.  Their 
buyer  stated  that  eggs 
were  beginning  to 
come  in  and  that 
poultrymen  were  buy- 
ing supplies,  such  as 
galvanized  ware,  for 
which  there  has  not 
been  much  demand  for 
sometime.  There  is 
no  question  but  that 
these  high  prices  are 
going  to  have  a  bene- 
ficial effect  on  the 
poultry  business  and  I 
expect  to  see  a  great 
improvement  in  trade 
by  the  first  of  J anuary 
both  in  Canada  and 
the  states.  Every- 
where poult  ry  men 
seem  interested  in  ex- 
hibiting at  the  poul- 
try shows  which  pro- 
mise to  be  larger 
than  ever,  which 
proves  that  breeders 
are  still  keenly  inter- 
ested in  the  develop- 
ment of  poultry  cul- 
ture." 

All  this  is  encourag- 
ing and  the  same  is 
true  of  reports  reach- 
ing us  from  poultry- 
men.  A  letter  from 
one  of  them  says,"; 
"orders  are  coming  in 
like  old  times",  anoth- 
er, "inquries  are  heavy 
and  orders  are  begin- 
ning to  be  placed."

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SAYS  COLD  STORAGE  EGGS  MUST 

BE  STAMPED 
Violation  of  Law  to  Sell  Them  as  Fresh 
in  New  York  City  and  Seller  May  be 
Prosecured 

John  J.  Dillion,  New  York  State  Com- 
missioner of  foods  and  markets,  issued 
a  warning  bulletin,  November  8th,  to 
egg  merchants,  notifying  them  that  all 
cold  storage  eggs  sold  iij  New  York 
City  after  November  15th,  must  be 
stamped  as  such  and  all  dealers  in  them 
must  display  signs  stating  that  cold 
storage  eggs  are  on  sale. 

Mr.  Dillion  advised  retailers  to  require 
wholesalers  to  state  plainly  on  bills  and 
receipts  whether  the  eggs  they  sold  are 
fresh  or  cold  storage.  He  asserted  that 
he  has  been  informed  that  75,000  cases 
of  cold  storage  eggs  are  being  sold  and 
consumed  in  New  York  City  weekly  as 
strictly  fresh  eggs  and  that  correspond- 
ing quantities  of  them  are  sold  in  other 
parts  of  the  state.  This  he  states  is  a 
violation  of  the  state  law  regulating  the 
sale  of  cold  storage  products  and  pro- 
bably the  federal  pure  food  law  as  well. 

Eggs  placed  in  cold  storage  last  spring 
at  prices  ranging  from  eighteen  to 
twenty-one  cents  a  dozen  are  being  sold 
to  the  consumer  at  35  to  60  cents  a  dozen, 
so  Mr.  Dillion  claims.  He  warns  dealers 
that  the  law  will  be  enforced  and  the 
violators  prosecuted. 

This  is  more  good  news  for  poultry- 
men  who  have  learned  how  to  produce 
eggs  in  the  fall  and  winter  months. 
Strictly  fresh  eggs  are  in  demand  and 
will  command  profit  yielding  prices  in 
spite  of  the  cold  storage  product,  but 
with  cold  storage  eggs  labeled  as  such, 
we  believe  the  price  of  fresh  eggs  will 
go  even  higher,  while  the  storage  eggs 
will  still  bring  prices  that  will  yield  a 
profit  to  those  who  place  them  in  stor- 
age.

GOOD  NEWS  FOR  POULTRYMEN 
The  Government's  Report  Shows  There 
is  an   Immense   Crop   of   Grains — A 
"Fat"  Year  for  Farmers — Corn  is 
Still   King— We   Have  Produced 
One-Fourth  of  the  Wheat  Crop 
of  the  World 

Grain  prices  will  be  lower,  but  there  is 
an  immense  crop  which  insures  a  pros- 
perous year  for  farmers,  while  the  low- 
ered price  means  that  decidedly  more 
breeding  fowls  will  be  kept  and  chickens 
raised  the  coming  season  than  were 
grown  to  maturity  the  past  year. 


The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
announced  an  estimate  of  the  production 
of  the  principal  crops  as  follows:  —

Unprecendent  harvest  returns,  with  many 
crops  showing  production  records  which  may 
remain  unbroken  for  years,  are  shown  in  the 
November  report  made  from  a  canvass  of  the 
country  on  November  1st. 

The  nation's  principal  farm  crops  this 
year,  are  worth  about  $5,500,000,000,  exceed- 
ing by  more  than  $500,000,000  their  value  in 
1914,  the  previous  banner  value  year  in  the 
country's  crop  history. 

Statistics  announced  today  by  the  de- 
partment of  agriculture  in  its  November  re- 
port base  value  on  prevailing  November 
prices.  Corn,  with  a  production  of  3,090,- 
509,000  bushels — 34,000,000  bushels  below 
the  record  crop — is  worth  $1,913,025,071,  the 
most  valuable  corn  crop  ever  grown.  It  ex- 
ceeds the  former  biggest  value  crop,  that  of 
1914,  by  $190,000,000. 

Wheat,  with  the  largest  production  ever 
known  in  any  country,  1,002,029,000  bushels, 


or  about  one  fourth  of  the  world's  wheat  crop 
this  year,  is  worth  $932,888,999,  or  $54,000,- 
000  more  than  the  record  made  in  1914. 

The  oat  crop  also  was  a  record  one  both 
in  points  of  production  and  value.  The  har- 
vest was  1,517,478,000  bushels,  almost  100,- 
000,000  bushels  better  than  the  record  of 
1912,  and  its  value,  $532,599,822,  is  $33,- 
000,000  more  than  the  record  value  of  the 
1914  crop. 

Barley,  rye,  sweet  potatoes,  hay  and  rice 
were  record  crops  in  point  of  production  and 
tobacco  almost  equaled  its  best  production. 
The  rye  and  hay  crops  were  records  in  point 
of  value. 

The  approximate  value  of  the  barley  crop 
is  $118,577,682;  the  rye  crop,  $37,861,403; 
buckwheat,  $12,854,750;  potatoes,  $218,425,- 
824;  sweet  potatoes,  $42,456,050;  hay,  $877, 
054,890;  cotton  $609,000,000,  tobacco,  $105- 
002,500;  flaxseed,  $30,050,534;  rice,  $22,- 
313,350;  apples,  $164,380,480;  peaches,  $60,- 
613,736;  and  pears,  $9,275,634. 

In  this  year's  harvest  the  corn  crop  passed 
the  3,000,000,000-bushel  mark  for  the  second 
time,  and  the  wheat  crop  crossed  the  1,000,- 
000,000  mark  for  the  first  time. 

The  production  of  record  crops  of 
grains  is  indeed  good  news  to  poultry 
raisers  everywhere.  Owing  to  the  rainy 
season,  there  is  a  lot  of  good  grain  that 
is  not  of  the  highest  grade,  but  that  will 
make  good  chicken  feed,  and  it  can  be 
bought  at  a  very  reasonable  price. 

Many  poultry  raisers  were  impelled 
by  the  high  prices  last  year  to  cut  down 
their  flocks  of  poultry.  Under  existing 
circumstances,  they  can  hatch  more  birds 
this  coming  spring  and  realize  good  prof- 
its. With  reasonable  prices  for  feed  and 
high  wholesale  as  well  as  retail  prices 
for  fresh  eggs,  poultry  keepers  will  do 
well  to  raise  large  numbers  of  early  pul- 
lets this  coming  season,  while  producers

UNCLE  SAM  ACTS  AS  MIDDLEMAN 

WITHOUT  COMMISSION 
Post  Office  Department  Putting  Forth 
Earnest  Effort  to  Induce  Farmers  and 
Poultry  Raises  to  Make  More  Exten- 
sive use  of  Parcel  Post.  United 
States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture Has  Also  Issued  a  Bulle- 
tin on  Shipping  Eggs  by 
Parcel  Post 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture is  trying  to  encourage  direct 
trading  by  parcel  post  between  the  pro- 
ducers and  the  consumers  of  eggs.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  quite  a  considerable 
effort  is  being  made  by  the  post-office 
department  to  have  farmers  send  small 
packages  of  farm  and  garden  produce 
direct  to  customers  in  cities.  To  pro- 
mote the  distributing  of  eggs  among 
consumers, the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  issued  a  bulletin  (Farm- 
ers' Bulletin  No.  594)  on  the  subject  of 
"Shipping  Eggs  by  Parcel  Post". 

Before  making  this  effort  to  help 
them  sell  their  product,  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  by  means  of  its  bulletin 
and  competent  workers  in  the  field  has 
endeavored  to  teach  farmers  how  to  pro- 
duce strictly  first-class  eggs.  Having 
persuaded  thousands  of  farmers  to  adopt 
better  methods,  also  "better  poultry  and 
more  of  it",  the  next  step  is  to  teach 
them  how  to  market  their  eggs  at  a  good 
profit.  The  parcel  post  offers  a  solution 
of  the  problem  of  bringing  the  producer 
and  consumer  nearer  together  and  elim- 
inating the  middleman,  thus  allowing 
the  producer  to  reap  the  good  prices  that 
city  families  are  willing  to  pay  for  de- 
pendably fresh  eggs  delivered  at  their 
doors  once  or  twice  a  week. 

In'  order  to  further  the  plan  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  the  aid  of  post- 
masters in  certain  large  cities  was  re- 
quested. On  page  107  is  reproduced  the 
cover  of  a  pamphlet  issued  May  1st,  1915, 
by  Colin  M.  Selph,  Postmaster,  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  entitled,  "United  States  Parcel  Post 
Produce  List".  You  will  note  that  it  was 
"Prepared  and  issued  by  the  St.  Louis 
Post  Office  for  the  purpose  of  distribu- 
tion in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  to  con- 
sumers who  may  desire  to  purchase  but- 
ter, eggs  and  general  produce,  direct 
from  the  farmer,  dairyman  or  poultry 
raiser,  via  United  States  Parcel  Post." 

Under  the  heading  "The  Farm  tb  Table 
Plan  via  United  States  Parcel  Post,  Mr. 
Selph  says: 

"The  Farm  to  Table  Plan  was  put  into 
operation  at  this  office  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  Postmaster  General  Burle- 


son. A  great  variety  of  articles  of  produce 
and  other  perishable  matter  has  been  shipped 
to  this  city  from  numerous  offices  through- 
out the  state  of  Missouri  and  from  other 
states.  Butter,  cheese,  fresh  and  cured  meats, 
eggs,  flowers,  fruits,  game,  honey,  lard, 
molasses,  poultry  vegetables  and  numerous 
miscellaneous  articles  have  been  received  by 
the  Saint  Louis  Post  Offic  for  delivery. 

''The  success  of  the  plan  is  assured.  It 
was  unaugurated  by  Postmaster  General 
Burleson  in  the  interest  of  the  great  body  of 
people,  and  this  office  has  followed  out  this 
meritorious  purpose  by  giving  the  operation 
of  it  studied,  careful  attention,  so  that  from 
being  assured  success  it  has  grown  to  an 
actual  and  beneficial  accomplishment  in  the 
interest    of   the   public  welfare. 

"During  the  month  of  March,  1915,  4,190 
pieces  of  perishable  matter  were  handled  by 
this  office.  During  the  month  of  December, 
1914,  we  handled  more  than  20,000  pieces. 
There  is  a  constant  increase  from  month  to 
month. 

"Very  few  complaints  have  been  received 
relative  to  the  treatment  of  this  class  of  mail, 
but  hundreds  of  letters  praising  the  service 
have  come  to  us  from  time  to  time,  all  of 
which  indicates  the  interest  being  manifested 
by  both  producers  and  consumers  and  places 
the  stamp  of  public  approval  upon  what 
many  of  them  state  is  'a  step  in  the  right 
direction.' 

"We  shall  be  pleased  to  have  patrons  either 
receiving  or  sending  articles  of  produce  write 
to  us,  giving  us  any  information  or  sugges- 
tions that  will  assist  in  increasing  the  effi- 
ciency of  this  service.  All  such  communica-

Mr.  Selph  announces  that  as  new 
names  are  sent  in  they  will  from  time  to 
time  issue  a  supplementary  list  so  that 
"patrons  of  this  service  will  be  provided 
with  a  revised  and  up-to-date  list  of 
producers  who  desire  to  avail  uiemselves 
of  the  Farm  to  Table  System  via  the 
United  States  Parcel  Post." 

The  pamphlet  contains  an  alphabetical 
list  of  producers  of  eggs,  butter,  rjoultry, 
general  produce,  fruit  and  miscellaneous 
products,  also  information  regarding  the 
extent  and  usefulness  of  the  parcel  post, 
what  is  first,  second,  third  and  fourth 
class  mail  matter,  rural  delivery  and 
collections,  etc.  They  even  include  a 
sample  inquiry  blank  that  may  be  used 
by  the  consumer  and  a  reply  blank  that 
may  be  used  by  the  producer,  also  model 
forms  of  address  to  be  used  for  parcel 
post  mail,  in  fact  no  bit  of  information 
has  been  omitted  which  might  tend  to 
aid  in  the  success  of  the  plan. 

While  the  majority  of  producers  in 
the  St.  Louis  list  are  in  the  first  and 
second  zones,  there  are  some  in  the  third 
and  fourth  and  one  even  in  the  fifth 
zone.

EIGHT  or  nine  years  ago  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Aidrieh  Poultry  Farm 
were  breeding  Barred  Rocks,  White 
Wyandottes,  Rhode  Island  Reds  and  Sin- 
gle Comb  White  Orpingtons  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  for  themselves 
which  breed  they  would  select  for  a 
specialty. 

Three  years'  experience  taught  them 
that  the  White  Orpingtons,  as  then  bred, 
were  far  from  perfect.  The  breed  possess- 
ed qualities,  that  if  their  defects  Gould 
be  eliminated  would  render  it  the  equal 
if  not  the  superior  in  value  to  the  most 
popular  older  varieties.  They  were  satis- 
fied of  this,  because  they  saw  specimens 
of  the  variety,  both  male  and  female, 
which  for  beauty  of  form  were  unequaled.  i 
they  were  of  good  size,  of  high  quality  as  j 
a  table  fowl  and  good  winter  layers.  On 
the  other  hand,  most  of  the  males  were 
jiassy  in  color,  many  of  both  sexes  were 
high  in  shank  and  the  best  layers  par- 
took of  the  Leghorn  shape  and  were  far 
below  the  size  desirable  for  a  general  pur- 
pose fowl,  which  should  produce  a  fair 
number  of  eggs  in  all  seasons  of  the  year 
and  make  a  meal  for  the  family  when 
killed. 

.  They  also  found  that  if  one  wished  to 
•  breed  to  the  standard,  there  were  far 
too  many  culls,  caused  by  the  fact  that 
the  breed  was  a  composite  one  and  the 
standard  ruled  out  many  of  the  char- 
acteristics of  the  formative  ancestors. 
Among  these  were  blue  tinted  legs  from 
the  Hamburgs,  white  lobes  from  the 
Hamburgs  and  Leghorns,  brassiness  of 
color  from  the  combination  of  black  and 
white  and  the  r.ed  from  the  Cochin  blood 
introduced  to  give  more  weight,  which 
also  caused  a  tendency  to  show  stubs  and 
also  to  revert  to  Leghorn  type,  rather 
than  the  Dorking  which  was  much  near- 
er the  standard. 

These  defects  were  made  the  ground 
for  attacks  by  the  breeders  of  other 
classes  who  ridiculed  the  idea  that  the 
breed  would  ever  rival  the  older  and  pop- 
ular varieties.  An  inspection  of  the 
Poultry  Journals  of  that  date  will  show, 
that  the  breed  was  almost  ignored  after 
Mr.  Ernest  Kellerstrass  ceased  to  exhibit 
the  imported  birds  from  England,  with 
which  he  had  taken  nearly  all  the  first 
prizes  at  the  leading  shows,  and  who  had 
kept  the  variety  before  the  public  by  his 
extensive  and  sensational  advertising. 
The  almost  necessary  result  followed  that 
when  the  novelty  wore  off,  there  was  a 
great  slump  in  the  demand  and  many 
breeders  were  discouraged  and  gave  up 
the  variety.  Others,  however,  ( and  among 
them  the  firm  of  which  the  writer  is  a 
member)  believed  that  by  proper  care 
and  selection,  thorough  culling  and  care- 
ful mating,  these  defects  could  be  bred  • 
out  and  the  variety  made  the  best,  both 
for  fancy  and  as  a  general  purpose  fowl, 
although  they  realized  that  it  was  a  seri- 
ous undertaking,  and  would  be  a  work  of 
time  and  with  little  profit  until  the  de- 
sired result  was  attained.  They  realized 
that  this  could  never  be  reached  if  they 
relied  upon  a  general  importation  from 
England.  They  knew,  as  it  is  now  admit- 
ted in  the  recent  articles  by  Mr.  Curtis 


in  the  Reliable  Poultry  Journal,  that  this 
had  been  the  method  followed  by  Mr. 
Kellerstrass  and  also  knew  that  the  Eng- 
lish breeders  were  not  particular  as  to 
many  of  the  minor  points  deemed  desir- 
able in  the  United  States. 

That  this  is  now  recognized  even  in 
England  is  seen  by  an  article  in  "Poul- 
try", the  leading  poultry  magazine  of 


that  country  in  which  the  writer  says,  "It 
is  a  well  known  fact  that  for  several 
years  past,  the  fanciers  of  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  and  South  Africa,  have  been 
sending  fewer  orders  to  England  and 
more  to  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
because  in  many  breeds,  the  English  ex-

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hibition  class  of  fowls  has  become  too 
much  influenced  by  passing  crazes, 
wheareas  the  American's  breed  a  more 
consistent  type  and  maintain  a  higher 
economic  value. 

The  thinking  breeders  of  the  United 
States  realized  this  fact,  and  began  to 
select  the  choicest  specimens  of  the  true 
desirable  type  and  to  refuse  to  follow 
these  English  crazes,  and  in  a  very  short 
time  the  variety  had  so  improved  that 
the  birds  which  won  the  first  prizes  for 
Mr.  Kellerstrass  would  not  have  been 
placed  in  any  of  the  middle  class  shows 
in  the  country. 

It  followed,  that  to  get  prizes  with 
imported  stock  at  the  leading  American 
shows  the  best  specimens  of  England  had 
to  be  imported,  and  as  they  could  be 
sold  in  this  country  at  far  higher  prices 
than  at  home,  they  remained  here  and 
become  the  foundation  stock  for  an  im- 
proved White  Orpington  variety,  and 
the  improvement  has  been  so  rapid  as 
even  to  astonish  its  most  zealous  and 
sanguine  breeders. 

The  color  has  been  greatly  improved 
so  that  few  of  the  older  white  varieties 
are  more  constant,  with  the  same  treat- 
ment that  the  Orpingtons  received.  Blue 
legs  are  seldom  seen,  white  in  lobes  has 
nearly  disappeared  and  while,  under  the 
influence  of  the  best  breeders,  we  have 
refused  to  recognize  the  loose  feathered 
creepers  which  England  tried  to  force 
upon  us,  the  long  shanked,  high  tailed, 
five  or  six  pound  specimens  have  nearly 
disappeared  and  birds  of  full  standard 
weight  are  the  rule  rather  than  the  ex- 
ception. 

While  this  has  been  accomplished,  the 
production  of  birds  of  standard  weight, 
with  a  high  laying  record  has  not  been 
neglected.  The  possibility  of  success 
in  doing  this  is  shown  in  the  fact  that 
the  pullet  with  the  highest  record  up 
to  August  this  year,  at  the  National  Con- 
test at  Mountain  Grove,  Mo.,  is  a  S.  C. 
White  Orpington  of  the  Strain  of  Qual- 
ity, of  the  Aldrich  Poultry  Farm,  and 
the  pen  of  the  same  strain  stood  third 
in  the  seventy-nine  pens  of  all  varieties, 
for  the  season.  Another  thing  has  been 
learned,  that  there  is  no  other  variety 
which  grows  so  rapidly  with  proper 
treatment  as  the  Orpington.  It  is  pos- 
sible, without  unnatural  forcing,  to  grow 
them  to  two  and  one  half  pounds  in 
twelve  weeks,  and  at  the  present  date,  we 
can  show  on  our  farm,  at  least  twenty 
cockerels  of  standard  weight  under  six 
months  of  age,  and  several  that  at  six 
months  weight  full  cock  weight  of  ten 
pounds. 

That  the  article  above  quoted  as  to 
the  call  for  this  variety  from  other  coun- 
tries to  the  United  States,  rather  than 
to  England  is  true,  is  shown  by  our  ex- 
perience, as  we  already  have  sent  birds 
to  the  West  Indies,  and  are  now  in  cor- 
respondence with  parties  in  Chili,  Peru, 
Brazil,  Argentina,  South  Africa,  Austra- 
lia and  New  Zealand  for  stock  this  fall. 

One  thing  needs  to  be  guarded  against, 
and  the  Judges  at  the  various  exhibitions 
should  assist  in  preventing,  what  was 
one  of  the  most  serious  of  the  English 
"crazes"  referred  to  in  the  article  above 
quoted,  which  is  the  tendency  to  exces- 
sive size.  In  a  variety  where  the  stand- 
ard weight  is  as  great  as  the  Orpington, 
a  bird  of  two  or  three  pounds  over  a 
weight  should  not  be  preferred  byajudge

to  one  as  good  in  other  respects  of  a 
standard  weight.  It  will  lack  refinement, 
and  will  be  far  inferior  as  a  breeder  and 
should  rather  be  handicapped  than  pre- 
ferred. If  the  judges  and  breeders  will 
consider  this  matter,  they  will  greatly 
help  the  further  development  of  this 
variety,  along  the  proper  lines.  Some 
heavy  birds  may  be  useful  to  mate  with 
smaller  sized  birds,  which  are  good  in 
other  respects,  to  raise  the  weight  of 
their  progeny.  When  this  is  accomplish- 
ed and  the  standard  weight  has  been 
obtained,  the  needs  for  those  of  unusual 
size  will  have  passed  and  the  bird  of 
true  type  and  color,  refinement  and 
standard  weight,  the  most  beautiful 
fowl  in  existence,  should  be  demanded 
and  insisted  on. 


FORCING  LATE  PULLETS 

Are  your  pullets  laying?  Pullets  that 
do  not  begin  to  lay  by  the  time  freezing 
weather  sets  in  will  usually  wait  until 
spring.  This  means  a  dead  loss  for 
several  months.  The  average  poultry- 
man  cannot  afford  this  loss  if  he  is  rais- 
ing poultry  for  egg  production. 

Pullets  of  the  Mediterranean  breeds 
hatched  not  later  than  May  1st,  and  that 
have  been  reasonably  well  cared  for  dur- 
ing the  growing  period,  will  be  laying 
before  early  winter. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  force  of 
circumstances  necessitate  late  hatching 
and  it  is  these  pullets  that  must  be  push- 
ed to  get  them  ready  to  lay  in  the  fall. 


Feed  a  ration  of  high  protein  content 
including  such  as  beef  scrap,  bran,  mid- 
dlings and  oil  meal.  If  skimmed  or  but- 
termilk is  available,  it  will  be  of  value. 
Give  the  birds  free  range  whenever  it  is 
possible.  If  they  must  be  confined  sup- 
plement their  ration  with  some  green 
feed,  such  as  sprouted  oats,  green  alfafa, 
beets,  cabbage,  etc.  Birds  fed  such  feeds 
as  above,  kept  free  disease,  lice  and  mites, 
and  given  plenty  of  exercise  will  develop 
amazingly. 

There  is  still  some  time  before  severe 
winter  weather.  Try  forcing  your  late 
pullets  and  see  the  effect  it  will  have  on 
the  winter  egg  basket. — C.  S.  Anderson, 
Colorado  Agricultural  College,  Fort  Col- 
lins, Colorado.

MARKETING  THE  FARM 
EGGS 

The  families  of  the  cities  want  strictly 
fresh  eggs,  they  are  tired  of  storage  eggs 
and  eggs  sold  them  for  strictly  fresn 
country  eggs  which  are  not,  (the  writer 
having  lived  in  the  city  for  more  than  20 
years  speaks  from  experience)  and  they 
are  willing  to  pay  the  highest  prices  for 
them.  Will  you  deliver  to  them  this  first 
class  product?  Now  with  the  parcel 
post  it  is  within  your  power  to  come  in 
direct  touch  with  the  city  consumer.  How 
are  you  going  to  reach  them  ? 

Most  farmers  look  upon  eggs  as  by- 
product of  the  farm  and  in  many  in- 
stances the  hens  are  compelled  to  forage 
for  themselves1  and  are  not  provided  with 
proper  shelter,  feeding  and  care. 

When  the  hens  forage  for  a  living  and 
go  without  care  it  may  be  true  that  the 
money  their  products  bring  in  is  clear 
gain  but  on  the  other  hand  if  they  were 
properly  cared  for,  watered,  fed  and 
housed  they  could  be  made  one  of  the 
most  profitable  branches  of  the  farm. 
They  could  be  placed  on  the  basis  they 
deserve. 

The  losses  to  the  egg  industry  which 
are  avoidable  is  about  17  per  cent,  and 
includes  rotten,  stale,  held,  dirty,  heated 
and  cracked  eggs. 

Don't  keep  broody  hens  around  on 
the  nests  used  for  laying  hens.  A  broody 
hen  is  not  a  profitable  hen  and  if  she 
is  not  needed  for  sitting  and  brooding 
purposes  break  her  up  at  once — don't  put 
off  from  day"  to  day  until  she  finally  she 
gets  discouraged  and  gives  it  up  herself. 
If  she  is  broken  up  from  setting  she 
should  return  to  laying  in  about  10  days. 
Don't  keep  mongrels  or  pullets  that  don't 


reach  maturity  by  early  winter.  Keep 
clean  nesting  material  in  the  nests  as 
soiled  eggs  don't  present  a  pleasing  ap- 
pearance to  the  city  buyer  and  they  don't 
pay  so  much  for  them.  Provide  special 
rooms  for  the  sitting  hens  and  keep 


the  room  closed  so  they  will  not  be 
moletsed.  Collect  the  eggs  twice  daily 
in  hot  weather.  Sell  your  fresh  eggs  in 
attractive  packages  and  sell  on  a  cash 
basis  delivering  only  clean,  fresh  and

Egg  circles  are  being  formed.  Every 
community  should  organize  their 
egg  circle  By  a  neighborhood 
thus  uniting  they  can  ship,  their 
eggs  direct  to  the  wholesale  firms  of  the 
cities.  Often,  select  trade  is  built  up 
and  the  eggs  delivered  direct  to  the 
homes  of  the  city  through  the  parcel 
post.  Recently  this  office  made  som& 
trial  shipments  from  Raleigh  to  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  shipping  in  six  dozen  car- 
toons. The  eggs  were  all  clean,  white, 
selected  large  and  strictly  fresh.  They 
brought  7  cents  a  dozen  more  than  they 
would  have  brought  on  the  Raleigh 
market  and  3  cents  above  the  top  quoted 
price.  In  shipping  in  cartoons  it  is  ad- 
visable to  wrap  each  egg  separtely  in 
paper  so  that  each  egg  will  be  held 
securely  in  its  compartment  and  not 
shake.  The  box  should  be  marked  in 
large  letters  on  all  sides  "EGGS". 

The  breakage  in  shipping  by  parcel 
post  has  averaged  11  per  cent,  that  is 
out  of  88  packages  of  eggs  shipped  in 
cartoons  where  the  eggs  were  packed  in 
either  wheat  bran  or  cotton  seed  hulls 
there  was  12  which  contained  one  or  more 
broken  eggs.  Of  20  packages  shipped  by 
express,  some  in  baskets,  others  in  car- 
toons or  wooden  cases  there  was  2  or  10 
per  cent,  that  contained  one  or  more 
ibroken  eggs. 

POOR  LAYERS  MOLT  EARLY 

To  have  a  heavy  laying  and  point  pro 
during  flock,  pick  out  and  sell  the  hens 
"which  molt  early. 

Many  of  us  often  have  kept  the  early 
molters  with  the  idea  that  these  hens 
would  be  ready  to  lay  earlier  in  the  win- 
ter. 

Poultrymen  at  the  Wisconsin,  New 
York,  and  other  experiment  stations, 
however,  have  found  from  several  years' 
trials  that  while  the  early  moulting  hens 
sometimes  do  lay  a  week  or  two  earlier, 
they  also  quit  laying,  as  a  rule,  from  two 
to  three  months  earlier  than  the  late 
molters. 

For  the  reason  that  it  becomes  more 
and  more  difficult  to  pick  the  poor  lay- 
ers after  the  molting  season  passes,  it 
is  best  to  do  the  culling  now.

WHITEWASH  BANISHES  THE 
MITES 

If  you  are  going  to  be  a  successful 
poultryman,  young  man,  you  must  get 
after  those  mites.  They  sap  all  the  life 
out  of  the  hens  and  cut  down  the  egg 
supply  enormously.  They  kill  off  large 
numbers  of  the  most  promising  chicks. 
They  are  the  worst  enemies  with  which 
your  flock  has  to  contend. 

But  you  can  get  rid  of  them  if  you 
will.  Have  a  thorough  housecleaning 
some  fine  day  this  coming  spring.  Clean 
up  the  dirt}*  floor.  Take  out  the  roo3ts 
and  scrape  them,  and  clean  out  the  dirty 
nest.  If  they  are  too  badly  infested,  burn 
them  up  and  make  some  new  ones.  Brush 
down  the  cobwebs  from  the  corners. 

Then  take  a  spray  pump  and  spray  the 
whole  inside  of  the  poultry  bouse,  getting 
into  all  the  cracks  and  corners  with  a 
mixture  of  one  part  crude  carbolic  acid 
to  ten  of  kerosene.  This  kills  any  of  the 


mites  which  may  have  fled  to  the  cracks 
and  crevices  for  safety.  After  this  is  dry, 
put  on  the  whitewash.  It  may  be  put  on 
with  the  same  spray  pump,  But  it  sticks 
better  and  lasts  longer  if  it  is  put  on 
with  a  brush.  Lice  and  mites  can't  stand 
whitewash. 

After  the  whitewash  has  thoroughly 
dried,  refit  the  house  with  clean  roosts 
and  nests,  and  put  some  clean  straw  on 
the  floor.  If  you  wish,  you  can  dust  the 
hens  off  with  lice  powder  before  admit- 
ting them  to  the  house.  Repeat  dusting 
again  in  about  a  week,  or  better,  apply 
the  blue  ointment.  It  is  a  very  good  time 
to  do  the  job.  If  you  will  do  this,  you 
will  find  that  the  lice  have  departed  for 
some  other  henhouse  whose  owner  is  not 
so  good  a  poultryman  as  you.

Next  came  an  approval  of  the  minutes 
of  the  39th  Annual  Meeting,  as  publish- 
ed in  the  official  proceedings.  This  was 
followed  by  the  adoption  of  a  report 
from  the  committee  on  judiciary,  com- 
prising of  an  order  of  business  to  govern 
all  sessions  of  the  40th  Annual  meeting 
of  the  Association,  as  per  Section  88  of 
Article  X  of  the  laws. 

The  convention  then  listened  to  the  re- 
port of  0.  L.  McCord,  Election  Commis- 
sioner. Report  was  adopted  and  referred 
to  Board  of  Review.  The  Board  of  Re- 
view was  then  chosen,  consisting  of  R.  G. 
Bailey,  Idaho;  John  D.  Mercer,  Califor- 
nia; H.  D.  Reed,  British  Columbia;  W. 
H.  Cotterall,  Oklahoma,  and  W.  W. 
Browning,  Utah. 

Secretary  Campbell  next  reported  a 
long  list  of  applications  for  membership 
in  the  Association,  which  was  approved. 

Afternoon  Session,  November  16, 
2:15  P.  M. 

Convention  called  to  order  by  Chair- 
man Peters.  Report  of  Credential  Com- 
mittee was  submitted  but  was  referred 
back  for  correction.  Later  it  was  again 
submitted  and  adopted. 

The  Board  of  Review  reported  through 
its  chairman,  Mr.  Bailey,  stating  that  it 
found  the  "returns"  correct  and  special- 
ly commended  Mr.  McCord  for  his  well 
kept  records,  etc. 

E.  E.  Richards,  retiring  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  welfare,  grievance  and 
appeals,  presented  a  written  report.  He 
stated  that  during  the  five  years  he  lias 
held  this  office  about  three  hundred  and 
fifty  complaints  have  been  handled  and 


disposed  of.  In  about  ninety-nine  per 
cent  of  the  cases  the  trouble  has  arisen 
from  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
value  of  fowls,  about  show  shipments  or 
deliveries,  about -alleged  faults  in  show 
management,  etc.  During  this  entire 
period  only  two  members  have  been  ex- 
pelled from  the  Association,  namely,  E.  T. 
De  Graff,  Amsterdam,  New  York,  and  O. 
K.  Hobbs  of  Kentucky.  Hobbs  is  now 
in  the  penitentiary  serving  a  term  for 
fraudulent  use  of  the  mails.  Mr.  Rich- 
ards stated  that  the  A.  P.  A.  helped 
put  him  there.  In  September  this  year 
De  Graff  was  denied  the  use  of  the 
mails,  both  personally  and  as  proprietor 
of  the  Amsterdam  Poultry  Yards  or 
Poultry  Farm. 

Said  Mr.  Richards,  "This  is  a  very  im- 
portant committee  and  I  hope  that  you  will 
select  a  chairman  who  will  use  discretion  in 
handling  the  work.  A  great  majority  of 
cases  can  be  settled  without  trouble  or  pub- 
licity; in  every  case  where  this  can  be  done 
it  should  be  done. 

Next  came  the  reading  of  the  reports 
from  state  and  provincial  members.  Sec- 
retary Campbell  read  the  reports  of  Okla- 
homa and  Kansas,  as  representing  "two 
sample  progressive  states."  Additional  to 
these,  reports  were  read  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  other  states;  Ohio  made  an  es- 
pecially good  showing. 

The  question  of  adding  the  word  "In- 
ternational" to  the  name  of  the  School 
Text  Book  to  be  published  by  the  Asso- 
ciation was  introduced  for  discussion.  It 
was  thought  that  if  this  Text  Book  could 
be  known  as  the  "American  Internation- 
al" School  Text  Book  it  would  meet  with 
greater  favor  in  Canada  on  account  of 
the  attitude  of  government  officials,  and 
further  on  account  of  public  sentiment. 
It  was  suggested  that  at  some  future 
date  perhaps  the  name  of  the  Association 
might  be  changed  to  the  "American-Can- 
adian Poultry  Association."  No  action 
was  taken  along  this  line.  The  outcome 
of  the  reading  of  numerous  reports  from 
State  and  provincial  members  .was  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  on  "ways 
and  means  of  organization,"  consisting 
of  the  following  members:  J.  C.  Dick- 
son, chairman;  V.  C.  Hobbs,  J.  D.  Veach, 
F.  G.  Stier,  W.  M.  Coats.

The  foregoing  budget  calls  for  the 
expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money, 
but  it  is  highly  improbable  that  all  of 
it  will  be  spent.  For  example,  the  budget 
of  August,  1914,  provided  for  an  expen- 
diture of  $30,515.00,  whereas  only  $11,- 
593.04  had  been  paid  out  up  to  June  30, 
1915.  An  examination  of  the  current 
budget  herewith  will  give  the  interested 
reader  an  idea  of  about  how  the  funds  of 
the  Association  are  used  from  year  to 
year.  . 

The  committee  on  judiciary  reported 
that  only  one  proposed  amendment  to  the 


constitution  had  been  received  by  the 
Secretary  in  time  to  give  the  required 
notice,  as  regards  length  of  title,  etc. 
This  amendment  was  offered  by  E.  0. 
Branch,  Lees  Summit,  Mo.,  and  provid- 
ed that  "in  case  the  President  of  a  State 
or  provincial  member  is  not  a  life  mem- 
ber of  this  Association,  or  in  case  of 
the  inability  of  the  President  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  this  Association,  the 
state  or  provincial  organization  may 
delegate  one  of  its  members  who  is  duly 
qualified  to  represent  it  on  the  execu- 
tive board."  On  recommendation  of  the 
committee  on  judiciary  this  amendment 
was  adopted  and  immediately  became 
effective. 

School  Text  Book  to  Be  Out  This  Month 

E.  E.  Eichards  as  a  member  of  the 
committee  on  School  Text  Book  report- 
ed that  the  book  was  in  plates  and  ready 
to  go  upon  the  presses.  He  had  with  him 
plate  proofs  of  all  the  pages,  and  editor 
of  A.  P.  W.  had  the  pleasure  of  examin- 
ing them  on  the  train  enroute  from 
Chicago  to  San  Francisco.  The  book  was 
compiled  by  C.  F.  Patterson,  poultry  in- 
structor and  pathologist  at  the  Missouri 
State  Experiment  Station,  Mountain 
Grove.  The  committee  consists  of  James 
W.  Bell,  Chairman,  Chicago,  111.;  Mr. 
Richards  and  Frank  E.  Hering,  the  latter 
of  South  Bend,  Ind.  The  reading  matter 
for  this  book  was  edited  by  Mr.  Hering. 
Undoubtedly  his  work  was  well  done. 
Many  illustrations  are  to  appear  in  the 
book,  including  reduced  sizes  of  the 
1915  Standard  of  Perfection.  There  are 
twenty  lessons  with  numerous  questions 
based  on  each  of  these  lessons,  etc. 
Written  examinations  are  to  be  required 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  book  will  be 
a  great  help  in  promoting  poultry  cul- 
ture through  the  primary  grades  of 
thousands  of  public  schools,  especially  in 
country  districts. 

Copies  of  the  A.  P.  A.  Text  Book  are 
to  be  retailed  at  60  cents.  They  will  be 
printed  on  good  paper  and  have  sub- 
stantial cloth  covers.  The  publishers  are 
J.  P.  Lippincott  Company,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  and  the  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion by  contract  is  to  receive  20  per  cent, 
of  the  net  profits,  first  to  last. 

Arthur  C.  Smith,  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  editing  and  pub- 
lishing committee  on  the  1915  Standard 
of  Perfection.  This  committee  consists 
of  Mr.  Smith,  Minnesota,  Reese  V.  Hicks, 
New  Jersey,  W.  S.  Russell,  Iowa,  E.  C. 
Branch,  Missouri,  and  W.  C.  Pierce,  In- 
diana. Mr.  Smith  reported  that  the 
work  of  the  committee  had  been  complet- 
ed ;  that  a  first  edition  of  the  Standard 
consisting  of  five  thousand  copies  had 
"gone  like  hot  cakes,"  and  that  a  second 
edition  of  twenty  thousand  copies  (with 
important  corrections)  is  now  on  the 
presses  and  will  be  ready  for  delivery  in 
the  near  future. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that 
this  committee  be  continued,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  Association,  until  the  time 
comes  to  publish  a  third  edition  of  the 
1915  Standard  of  Perfection,  at  which 
time  the  committee  is  to  make  any  fur- 
ther corrections,  in  Text  or  illustrations, 
that  it  believes  to  be  necessary  and  per- 
missible under  the  laws  of  the  Associa- 
tion. When  this  work  is  completed  the 
committee  is  automatically  discharged, 


with  the  thanks  of  the  Association  for 
the  faithful  work  it  has  done. 

Wednesday  Morning  session,  November 
17,  10  o'clock 

At  this  session  Arthur  C.  Smith,  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  the  separate 
Plymouth  Rock  breed  Standard,  reported 
progress.  The  forthcoming  Plymouth 
Rock  Standard  is  to  contain  about  150 
pages.  The  intention  is  to  have  it  both 
elementary  and  semi-professional.  Mr. 
Smith  said  he  had  prepared  much  of  the 
text  and  had  secured,  or  decided  on, 
numerous  illustrations.  He  asked  for 
suggestions  and  proposed  that  members 
present  who  were  interested  should  meet 
with  the  committee  and  help  it  to  decide 
on  additions  to  be  made  to  the  contents 
of  this  first  A.  P.  A.  breed  Standard.  At 
the  close  of  Mr.  Smith's  remarks  the 
following  resolution  was  introduced  and 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote : 

Resolution  Providing  for  Early  Publica- 
tion of  Six  Separate  Breed  Standards 

To  the  American  Poultry  Association  in 
Convention  assembled  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, California,  November  16-18, 1915: 

WHEREAS,  It  was  decided  and  so  voted  at 
previous  annual  meetings  of  this  Association 
that  separate  breed  Standards  be  prepared, 
copyrighted  and  published  by  and  for  the 
American  Poultry  Association,"  and 

WHEREAS,  By  popular  vote  of  the  mem- 
bership of  this  Association,  as  taken  by 
the  Secretary  and  Election  Commissioner  by 
authority  of  the  Association,  it  has  been  de- 
cided to  publish  at  as  early  dates  as  practi- 
cable six  such  separate  breed  Standards  in 
the  order  here  named,  Plymouth  Rocks, 
Wyandottes,  Leghorns,  Rhode  Island  Reds, 
Orpingtons  and  Minorcas,  also 

WHEREAS,  It  was  necessary  to  wait  in 
the  case  of  this  work  until  the  1915  edition 
of  the  Standard  of  Perfection  has  been  re- 
vised and  approved,  which  Standard  has  now 
been  completed  in  substantially  all  details,  be 
it  therefore 

RESOLVED,  That  the  standing  committee 
on  Standards  which  is  to  be  appointed  at 
this  Annual  meeting  by  the  Executive  Board, 
shall  proceed  at  once  in  vigorous  manner  with 
the  important  work  of  preparing  the  text 
and  illustrations  for  the  separate  breed  books 
herein  named;  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  shall 
be  incorporated  in  the  Budget  of  this  annual 
meeting,  which  amount  or  any  part  of  it 
shall  be  subject  to  the  use  of  this  committee 
on  demand  of  the  Chairman,  all  bills  to  be 
approved  in  regular  course  by  the  Finance 
committee ;  that  the  committe  is  hereby 
authorized  to  employ  the  services  of  one  or 
more  competent  poultry  artists  to  help  in 
its  work  on  these  Standards,  their  compen- 
sation not  to  exceed  the  per  diem  rate  they 
receive  respectively  in  the  positions  regularly 
held  by  them ;  that  the  said  committee  is 
hereby  authorized  to  employ  stenographic  and 
editorial  help  in  the  securing  and  preparation 
of  the  text  and  illustrations  for  the  breed 
books  herein  named  and  that  other  proper 
and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  an  expeditious  performance  of  its 
duties  are  hereby  authorized  and  provided 
for,  same  to  be  paid  by  this  Association,  on 
approval  of  the  Finance  Committee ;  also 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  these  separate  breed 
Standards,  so  far  as  it  may  be  found  prac- 
tical, shall  show  no  favoritism  as  between 
breeds  or  varieties;  that  in  the  case  of  each 
breed  and  all  standard  varieties,  conscien- 
tious efforts  shall  be  made  to  give  to  the 
purchasers  of  these  books  respectively  the 
kind  and  amount  of  information  that  is 
available  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
mittee will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  poul- 
try culture  and  of  the  greatest  benefit  to 
this  organization;   also  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  this 
committee  shall  on  presentation  of  itemized 
statements,  as  approved  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  committee  and  by  the  Finance  com- 
mittee, be  paid  their  actual,  economcial 
traveling  and  hotel  expenses  while  on 
service  in  committee  work  and  that,  subject 
to  the  same  approval  they  shall  be  compen- 
sated at  the  rate  of  ($5.00)  Five  Dollars  per 
day  for  actual  time  put  in  on  committee 
duties;  be  it  further 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  officers  of  this 
Association,  also  its  Finance  committee  and 
various  members  of  the  organization,  are  here- 
by requested  to  co-operate  earnestly  and 
promptly  with  the  standing  committee  on 
Standards  in  carrying  on  with  all  reasonable 
speed  the  work  herein  provided  for,  doing 
so  with  the  expectation  that  the  committee 
will  be  able  to  report  in  full  on  not  less 
than  three  separate  Standards  by  the  opening 
date  of  our  41st  Annual  Meeting  and  on  the 
remaining  three  Standards  by  the  time  of 
holding  our  42nd  Annual  Meeting;  also  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  it  is  the  understanding 
of  this  Association,  and  it  is  on  such  basis 
that  this  Resolution  is  adopted  and  put  in 
force,  that  the  said  separate  breed  Standards 
are  to  retail  at  prices  that  will  yield  not 
less  than  100%  gross  margin  to  the  Associa- 
tion and  are  to  be  sold  at  wholesale  at  a 
gross  margin  of  not  less  than  66  2-3%. 
Respectfully  submitted, 

GRANT  M.  CURTIS. 

At  the  close  of  explanitory  remarks 
made  by  Mr.  Curtis,  the  foregoing  reso- 
lution was  adopted  unanimously. 

At  a  later  session  the  following  motion 
was  adopted,  as  made  by  Mr.  Curtis — 

That  the  standing  committee  on  standards 
is  to  have  free  access  to  the  data,  informa- 
tion, illustrations  and  completed  work  or 
parts  of  work  of  the  committee  on  Market 
and  Egg  standards,  on  and  after  the  appoint- 
ment of  said  standing  committee  on  standards, 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  therefrom  needed 
data,  information  and  illustrations  for  the 
sole  use  of  incorporating  same  or  such  part 
of  it  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  in  the  six 
separate  breed  standards  that  the  said  stand- 
committee  on  standards  is  to  prepare  for  pub- 
lication at  the  earliest  dates  practicable. 

That  this  Association,  as  per  this  motion, 
is  agreeable  to  having  the  standing  committee 
on  standards  inform  prominent  successful 
fancier-breeders  who  are  members  of  this 
Association,  that  in  case  they  furnish  valuable 
information  to  the  said  committee  on  breeding 
problems,  said  information  to  be  used  in  the 
separate  breed  standards,  that  mention  may 
be  made  of  this  fact  in  the  introduction  to 
the  respective  breed  standards  by  publishing 
therein  the  names  of  said  fancier-breeders. 

Foregoiging  motion  was  adopted  un- 
animously. 

Next,  Robert  H.  Essex,  Hamilton, 
Ontario,  Canada,  made  a  verbal  report  as 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  Market 
Poultry  and  Egg  Standard.  Questions 
were  asked  Mr.  Essex,  with  a  view  of 
bringing  out  facts  regarding  the  progress 
made  by  this  committee  about  what  the 
Market  Standard  is  to  contain,  how  large 
this  book  is  to  be,  what  illustrations  are 
to  be  used,  when  the  manuscript  and  cuts 
will  be  ready,  etc. 

At  a  later  session  Mr.  Essex  made  a 
further  and  more  elaborate  report,  read- 
ing a  number  of  letters,  explaining  the 
score  cards  that  are  to  be  incorporated 
in  the  Market  Poultry  and  Egg  Standard, 
presenting  the  chapter  headings,  etc. 
As  the  result  of  these  two  reports,  and 
without  objection  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Essex,  the  two  following  motions  (in 
substance)  were  made  and  adopted: 

First,  that  as  soon  as  the  remainder 
of  the  work  is  completed  by  several  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  on  Market 
poultry  and  Egg  Standard,  as  here- 
tofore provided  for,  this  committee 
shall  automatically  be  reduced  to  three 
members  including  Mr.  Essex  as  chair- 
man, he  to  select  the  other  two  members. 
This  committee  is  then  to  complete  the 
reading  matter,  illustrations,  foot  notes, 
etc ;  and  get  the  entire  manuscript  in 
shape  for  submission  to  the  Association 
at  its  mid-summer  1916  annual  meeting 
— everything  by  that  time  is  to  be  ready 
for  the  printers  and  engravers. 

Second,  that  a  committee  of  three  to 
be  known  as  the  editing  and  publishing 


committee  of  the  Market  Poultry  and  Egg 
Standard  be  and  hereby  is  appointed, 
President-elect  Eichards  to  be  chairman 
of  this  committee,  Mr.  Essex  to  serve  as 
a  member  and  these  two  to  select  the 
third  member;  the  duties  of  said  com- 
mittee to  include  decisions  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  pages  to  be  used,  the  cost  of  the 
illustrations,  including  color  plates  of 
Standard  eggs,  etc.,  if  deemed  advisable 
to  include  them;  said  committee  also  to 
secure  bids  on  the  publication  of  this 
Market  Standard,  said  bids  to  be  definite 
as  to  size  and  character  of  the  book, 
number  of  copies  to  be  published,  etc., 
said  bids  to  be  presented  at  the  next  an- 
nual convention  of  the  A.  P.  A.  ready 
for  action  or  adoption. 

Resolution  Providing  for  Special  Com- 
mittee to  Investigate  All  Lines  of 
Poultry  Huckstering 

Under  the  order  of  business  calling  for 
resolutions,  motions,  etc.,  that  asked  for 
an  expenditure  of  money,  the  following 
resolution  was  presented: 

To  the  American  Poultry  Association 
in  Convention  assembled  at  the  Fortieth 
Annual  Meeting,  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia, November  16-18,  1915: 

"WHEREAS,  It  is  believed  by  the  mover 
of  this  Resolution  that  'Huckstering'  of 
an  undesirable  character  in  the  sale  of  adult 
fowls,  eggs  for  hatching  and  day-old  chicks 
that  are  represtnted  to  be  of  choice  or 
superior  quality  as  determined  by  the  re- 
quirements of  the  American  Standard  of  Per- 
fection, has  reached  such  magnitude  that 
it  is  now  working  serious  and  far-reaching 
injury  to  the  poultry  industry  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  notably  the  Standard 
bred  branch  of  said  industry;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  It  is  the  recognized  duty  of 
this  Association,  as>  plainly  set  forth  in  its 
Constitution  and  Laws  to  do  all  it  can  on 
legal,  conservative  lines  to  protect  and  pro- 
mote the  Standard-bred  Poultry  industry 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada;  therefore 
be  if 

"RESOLVED,  That  a  Committee  of  three, 
to  consist  of  the  in-coming  President  and  two 
other  members  to  be  selected  by  him  and 
announced  at  this  Annual  Meeting,  shall  be 
and  is  hereby  appointed  with  instructions  and 
authority,  as  representing  the  American  Poul- 
try Association,  to  investigate  fully  and  care- 
fully all  forms  of  poultry  huckstering  as  now 
practiced,  including  the  advertising  and  sale 
of  adult  fowls,  eggs  for  hatching  and  day- 
old-chicks,  also  the  exhibition  of  large  num- 
bers of  'strings'  of  miscellaneous  Standard- 
bred  fowls  as  made  at  numerous  State,  Dis- 
trict and  County  Pairs  where  cash  prizes  in 
large  aggregate  amounts  are  paid  annually 
for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  these  exhibi- 
tions and  encouraging  an  increased  produc- 
tion of  choice  pure-bred  fowl,  as  described 
in  the  American  Standard  of  Perfection;  also 
be  it 

"RESOLVED,  That  said  Committee  here- 
by is  authorized  and  directed  to  do  the 
necessary  traveling  as  may  be  required  to 
secure  reliable  information  and  data  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution, 
and  that  a  sum  not  to  exceed  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500.00)  shall  be  included  by  the 
Finance  Committee  in  the  Annual  Budget  for 
the  ensuing  year  for  use  in  defraying  the 
expenses  of  this  Committee  including  steno- 
graphic help,  stationery,  postage,  etc.,  and 
be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Committee  shall 
make  as  full  and  complete  a  report  as  it 
can  at  the  41st  Annual  Meeting  of  this  As- 
sociation to  be  held  in  1916  with  detailed 
recommendations  for  such  action  on  the  part 
of  the  American  Poultry  Association  as  it 
believes  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  Poultry 
Industry  of  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
in  keeping  with  the  objects  of  this  organiza- 
tion as  embodied  in  its  Constitution  and 
Laws.

Mr.  Curtis,  in  justifying  this  Resolu- 
tion, presented  facts  in  the  cases  of  Carl 
Dare,  Des  Moines,  la.,  and  the  H.  M. 


Jones  Company,  same  city,  quoting  freely 
from  their  recent  Poultry  Catalogues  to 
prove  that  they  claim  highest  quality  in 
Standard-bred  fowl,  in  truth  they  appear 
to  be  "huckster"  dealers  of  a  decidedly 
objectionable  sort,  who  grossly  misrep- 
resent matters  and  thereby  mislead 
thousands  of  men  and  women  who  are  in- 
terested in  Standard  fowl  and  wish  to 
buy  choice  specimens  or  hatching  eggs 
therefrom. 

Resolution  as  above  given  was  adopted 
unanimously.  At  a  later  date  President 
Richards  appointed  on  this  committee 
Frank  L.  Piatt,  Swanton,  Ohio  and  the 
mover  of  the  Resolution. 

Wednesday  Afternoon  Session,  Novem- 
ber 17,  2:30 

Only  a  short  session  was  held  on  this 
afternoon.  The  committee  on  judiciary 
had  nothing  new  to  report,  nor  were  any 
special  committees  ready.  At  this  ses- 
sion, however,  the  following  resolution 
was  submitted  and  then  adopted  without 
a  dissenting  vote: 

Resolution  Introduced  fcy  Grant  M.  Cur- 
tis on  Request  of  E.  B.  Thompson, 
Amenia,  N.  Y. 

To  Fellow  Members  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association,  at  the  40th  An- 
nual Meeting,  San  Francisco,  Califor- 
nia, November  16-18,  1915,  Greeting: 

"WHEREAS,  It  is  one  of  the  chief  objects 
of  this  orginization  to  encourage  and  pro- 
mote the  breeding,  exhibiting  and  sale  of 
Standard-bred  fowl  and  the  products  thereof; 
and 

"WHEREAS,  The  sale  of  such  fowl  and 
their  products  is  carried  on  extensively  by 
members  and  non-members  of  this  Association 
by  the  publishing  of  advertisements  in  the 
poultry  Press  and  other  periodicals  of  general 
circulation ;  also  by  the  distribution  of  poul- 
try catalogues,  mating  lists,   circulars,  etc., 

"WHEREAS,  In  a  great  majority  of  cases 
the  interested  public  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  that  wishes  to  invest  in  Standard- 
bred  fowl,  eggs  for  hatching  and  day-old- 
chicks  must  rely  largely  on  the  statements 
made  in  the  said  advertisements  and  sales 
literature  for  their  knowledge  of  the  true 
or  alleged  Standard  value  of  such  fowl,  eggs 
and  chicks,  and 

"WHEREAS,  It  is  clearly  and  unmistakab- 
ly in  the  best  interests  of  the  Standard-bred 
branch  of  poultry  culture  that  the  buying 
public  shall  not  be  wilfully  deceived  nor 
unintentionally  mislead  in  the  making  of  such 
purchases,  while  at  the  same  time  it  should 
be  and  is  the  strong  desire  of  this  Associa- 
tion to  protect,  within  proper  limits,  the  suc- 
cessful work  of  honest  and  well-informed 
fancier-breeders  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada;  therefore,  be  it 

"RESOLVED,  That  by  the  adoption  of  this 
Resolution  a  perpetual  committee  of  three 
members  to  consist  of  the  President,  Vice- 
President  and  Secretary  of  the  American 
Poultry  Assiciation  as  same  are  in  office 
shall  be  and  is  hereby  created  and  empower- 
ed, the  duty  of  which  Committee  it  shall  be 
to  receive  and  promptly  act  upon  all  well- 
considered  complaints  relating  to  false  or 
misleading  poultry  advertisements,  and  false 
or  misleading  statements  that  may  be  publish- 
ed in  poultry  catalagues,  mating  lists,  circu- 
lars or  other  printed  matter  used  in  any  way 
for  the  sale  of  Standard- bred  fowl  or  the  pro- 
ducts thereof,  as  the  said  fowl  are  recognized 
and  endorsed  by  this  organization  in  the 
American  Standard  of  Perfection;  also  be  it 

"RESOLVED,  That  said  committee  shal1 
use  its  best  endeavors  to  discourage  and  pre- 
vent the  use  of  any  and  all  misstatements 
as  to  Standard  quality,  breeding  values, 
prizes  won,  etc.,  in  such  advertisements  and 
printed  matter,  also  the  employment  of  all 
forms  of  over-exaggeration  that  are  clearly 
liable,  either  through  intention  or  ignorance 
to  mislead,  deceive  or  defraud  the  inex- 
perienced or  unwary  purchaser  of  Standard- 
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bred  fowl  or  the  products  thereof,  and  be  it 
further 

"RESOLVED,  That  in  any  and  all  cases 

where  the  best  efforts  of  this  Committee  are 
not  successful  in  accomplishing  the  object 
and  full  intention  of  this  Resolution,  the 
President  of  this  Association  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  shall  require  the  Secre- 
tary of  this  Association  who  is  to  act  as 
Secretary  of  this  committee,  to  submit  such 
cases  with  all  details  to  the  Executive  Board 
of  this  Association  at  its  next  Annual  meet- 
ing, together  with  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  or  advisable,  the  accused  or  de- 
fendant in  every  such  instance,  if  a  member 
of  the  American  Poultry  Association,  to  have 
the  full  enjoyment  of  all  rights  which  belongs 
to  him  as  a  member  of  this  Organization,  as 
embodied  in  our  Constitution  and  Laws.

trade  and  maintain  the  highest  standards  of 
business  conduct  in  all  transactions  directly 
or  indirectly  effecting  poultry  interests," 
and 

WHEREAS,  in  Article  2  of  said  Consti- 
tution there  appears  this  Section  (As  Sec- 
tion 7)  :  "The  Association  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion over  any  conduct  of  a  member  that  is 
harmful  to  the  industry  or  discreditable  to 
this  Association,  and  may  disqualify,  suspend 
or  expel  members  for  cause  in .  accordance 
with  procedure  hereinafter  set  forth."  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Association  in  practice 
during  the  last  several  years  has  been  in- 
vestigating and  adjusting  various  business 
transactions  and  show-room  matters  as  be- 
tween members  and  non-members  in  their 
activities  as  breeders  of  Standard  fowl,  doing 
this  through  the  medium  of  its  welfare,  griev- 
ances, appeals  Committee  and  Executive 
Board,  which  work  in  a  thorough-going  man- 
ner is  to  be  continued ;  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this 
Convention,  expressed  by  vote  in  open  meet- 
ing, it  is  full  time  for  the  American  Poultry 
Association  to  publish  to  the  world  the  fact 
that  it  endorses  all  persons  whose  names  ap- 
pear on  its  membership  roll  as  to  their  in- 
tegrity and  good  intentions  as  poultry  breed- 
ers, as  dealers  in  poultry  equipment  and  as 
publishers  :  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  public  be  and  is 
hereby  informed  that  it  is  the  declared  and 
actual  policy  of  this  Association  to  investi- 
gate and  seek  to  adjust  any  and  all  business 
transactions  relating  to  the  poultry  industry 
that  are  engaged  in  by  members  of  this  As- 
sociation, doing  with  the  object  of  protect- 
ing the  interests  of  both  buyer  and  seller 
and  to  thus  encourage  a  co-operative  and 
progressive  upbuilding  of  the  poultry  in- 
dustry in  the  United  States  and  Canada  -  in 
all  branches;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  in  order  that  there  may 
be  no  misunderstanding  it  is  hereby  made 
a  part  of  this  policy  and  practice  of  this 
Association  that  non-members  of  The  Ameri- 
can Poultry  Association  shall  have  the  full 
right  to  enter  complaints  in  regular  form  as 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
this  organization  as  against  members  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  whose  names 
appear  on  the  membership  roll  of  this  organ- 
ization, which  complaints  shall  receive  the 
same  careful  attention  by  the  welfare,  griev- 
ances and  appeal  committee,  also  by  the 
Executive  Board  and  other  officers  of  this 
Association;  as  would  be  extended  if  the  com- 
plainant were  a  member  in  good  standing  of 
this  Association;  also  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  use  of  the  official 
emblem  of  this  Association  and  the  pub- 
lication on  letter-heads  in  printed  matter, 
etc.,  of  the  statement  that  the  individual  so 
doing  is  a  member  of  this  Association,  are 
meant  to  be  accepted  by  the  interested  pub- 
lic, on  behalf  of  the  American  Poultry  As- 
sociation as  representing  the  fact  that  the 
person  using  this  emblem  and  so  announcing 
himself   or   herself,    is   to   be   regarded  as

Convention  called  to  order  at  11 
o'clock.

Case  of  F.  E.   Harrison,  Menominee, 
Michigan,  vs.  R.  L.  Penniek,  Stam- 
ford, Texas 

The  foregoing  report  of  the  Executive 
Board,  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the  Harri- 
son-Pennick  case,  was  written  by  E.  E. 
Richards,  president-elect.  Before  this  re- 
port was  read  Mr.  Curtis  asked  if  it 
contained  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Board  on  the  Pennick-Harrison  case. 
Being  informed  i;hat  it  did  he  asked  that 
action  on  it,  also  the  reading  of  it  be 
postponed  until  he  could  present  a 
motion  which  had  for  its  purpose  a  refer- 
ring back  the  case  to  the  Executive  Board 
to  receive  additional  evidence  and  to 
take  the  testimony  of  new  witnesses. 
This  motion  appeared  to  be  misunder- 
stood and  was  voted  down. 

The  report  as  above  then  was  read  and 
a  motion  made  for  its  adoption,  where- 
upon Mr.  Curtis  presented  the  following 
motion  as  a  substitute:  . 

"That  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board 
on  the  R.  L.  Pennick-F.  E.  Harrison  case  be 
and  is  hereby  referred  back  to  the  Board 
with  instructions  to  reopen  it  for  the  re- 
ceiving of  additional  evidence  and  testi- 
mony. 

"That  the  said  Board  is  hereby  directed 
to  receive  and  duly  consider  as  evidence  all 
letters  or  copies  of  same  or  other  written 
communications  or  copies  of  same  in  its  pos- 
session or  that  may  be  presented  to  it  which 
it  believes  to  be  genuine  and  that  bear  in- 
directly on  the  merits  of  the  case  under  con- 
sideration. 

"That  additional  witnesses  shall  be  called 
before  the  Board  and  their  testimony  or 
statements  obtained,  said  further  witnesses 
to  include  Charles  McClave,  New  London, 
Ohio,  a  licensed  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion Judge,  who  acted  in  an  official  capacity 
at  the  Texas  State  Fair  Poultry  Exhibition 
in  October,  1914,  and  C.  F.  Van  Winkle,  a 
resident  of  Dallas,  Texas,  who  is  a  member 
and  licensed  judge  of  this  association. 

'  'That  in  conducting  this  hearing  the 
question  of  admissability  of  evidence  or  testi- 
mony shall  in  every  case  be  decided  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  and 

"That  the  said  Board  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  conduct  the  hearing  of  this 
case,  not  on  so-called  legal  or  parlimentary 
technicalities,  but  on  a  basis  of  equal  rights 
and  commonsense  justice,  as  between  two 
members  of  our  organization  who  have  asked 
us  to  help  adjust  or  settle  a  business  transac- 
tion in  which  they  are  the  principals,  as 
breeders  of  standard  fowl. 

Considerable  discussion  ensued  in 
which  several  members  of  the  Executive 
Board  took  part.  On  the  floor,  as  part 
of  the  discussion,  Mr.  Harrison  said  he 
favored  having  the  case  referred  back 
.for  a  re-hearing,  but  when  the  substitute 
motion  was  put  to  a  rising  vote  he  voted 
against  its  adoption.  Finally  a  rising 
vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  to  refer 
the  case  back  to  the  Executive  Board 
was  adopted  27  to  14.  Two  or  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Board  objected  to

containing  a  conspicuously  large  pro- 
portion of  albumen  than  those  produced 
at  other  seasons. 

Does  a  Hen  Lay  Smaller  Eggs  When 
Sick  Than  When  Well? 

A  bird  in  this  flock  developed  a  chronic 
digestive  disorder  which  finally  stopped 
egg  production.  She  had  been  in  normal 
health  during  her  first  year  and  her  eggs 
had  increased  in  size  before  she  showed 
signs  of  being  sick.  The  decrease,  how- 
ever, became  more  rapid  after  she  was 
known  to  be  sick  and  was  continuous 
and  increasingly  rapid  for  months  before 
she  stopped  laying.  After  this  the  hen's 


condition  became  constantly  worse  until 
she  was  killed,  about  a  month  later. 

Is  the  Size  of  an  Egg  Influenced  by  Its 
Position  in  the  Litter? 

Through  the  warm  months  a  hen  typi- 
cally lays  a  litter  of  eggs  and  then 
wants  to  sit.  If  not  allowed  to  sit  she 
will,  after  a  week  or  two,  lay  another 
litter  and  again  become  broody.  When 
the  birds  are  laying  in  litters  separated 
by  broody  periods  there  is  a  tendency 
for  the  eggs  to  increase  in  size  and  also 
in  frequency  from  the  begin- 
ning towards  the  middle  of 
the  litter,  and  then  decrease 
in  both  size  and  frequency 
toward  the  end  of  the  litter. 

Do  Successive  Eggs  Decree 
in  Size  When  the  Hens  is 
Laying  Every  Day? 

Even  the  very  best  laying 
hens  did  not  produce  an  egg 
everv  day  for  any  great 
length  of  time.  An  egg  was 
produced  every  day  for  sev- 
eral days  and  then  there  fol- 
lowed one  or  more  days  in 
which  the  bird  did  not  lay. 
A  bird  was  usually  unable  to 
maintain  the  size  of  the  egg 
during  a  period  when  she  was 
laying  every  day.  As  a  gen- 
eral rule,  the  eggs  produced 
on  successive  days  show  a 
decrease  in  the  weight  of  each 
part.  This  decrease  is  more 
certain  and  greater  in  amount 
in  the  weight  of  albumen 
than  in  the  weight  of  yolk  or 
shell.  After  one  or  more  days 
on  which  no  eggs  were  laid, 
each  egg  part,  but  especially 
the  albumen,  was  heavier 
than  in  the  last  egg  of  the 
preceding  series. 

The  shape  and  size,  and  the 
weight  and  the  proportion  of 
the  yolk,  albumen  and  shell 
of  a  hen's  egg  depend:  1st., 
upon  the  individuality  of  the 
hen  that  laid  the  egg.  2nd, 
upon  her  age  and  state  of 
health  3rd,  upon  the  season  of 
the  year  when  the  egg  was 
laid  and,  4th,  upon  the  posi-

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duct  in  respect  to  size  and  uniformity. 
He  should  start  with  a  vigorous,  good- 
laying,  pure  strain,  which  in  general  pro- 
duces eggs  of  the  desired  type.  He  can 
then  increase  the  uniformity  of  his  prod- 
uct by  selecting  individuals  which  lay 
uniform  eggs  of  the  size  and  color  de- 
sired. It  is  also  probable  that  he  can 
increase  the  number  of  such  individuals 
by  breeding.  There  are  now  being  car- 
ried on  at  this  station  investigations  re- 
garding the  inheritance  of  egg  size,  shape 
and  color.  The  results  of  these  studies 
will  be  published  when  completed.

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DEFECTS  TO  ELIMINATE  IN 
SELECTING  BREEDING 
STOCK

first  considerations  as  the  Standard  pro- 
vided for  the  various  breeds  and  varieties 
have  come  to  be  considered  as  "safe  and 
sane"  for  whatever  purpose  we  may  be 


Fig.  1  The  above  sketch  shows  a  badly 
formed  comb.  This  we  should  characterize 
as  a  standard  fault,  as  a  strong  and  other- 
wise healthy  bird  often  harbors  this  defect. 
The  general  appearance  of  the  above  head, 
however,  shows  a  lack  of  vitality  and  lacks 
the  snap  and  alert  eye  that  should  be  con- 
spicious  in  a  constitutionally  strong  indivi- 
dual. When  selecting  birds  for  the  breeding 
pens  never  use  specimens  showing  above 
defects. 

breeding  regardless  of  the  "croaking"  of 
some  self-styled  critics  to  the  contrary. 

The  male  should  be  a  good  representa- 
tive of  his  breed  or  variety,  possessed  of  a 
good  full  eye,  stout  beak,  broad  full  body, 
well  rounded  and  should  appear  as  the 
athelete  as  compared  with  the  sickly  and 
weak  individual.  When  handled  he  should 
appear  full  of  life,  be  firm  to  the  feel, 
with  straight  breast  and  back  and  have 
good  bone,  and  legs  set  well  apart.  Any 
inclination  to  knock  knees  or  narrow 
body  should  be  viewed  with  suspicion.  He

Fig.  2  Herewith  is  shown  the  character- 
istic of  a  crow  headed  specimen,  one  of  the 
most  conspicuous  indications  of  constitutional 
weakness.  Birds  with  this  characteristic,  both 
male  and  female  are  usually  thin  in  flesh, 
though  often  possessed  of  abnormal  appetites. 
It  is  a  sure  indication  of  lack  of  vigor,  sus- 
ceptibility to  disease,  and  a  general  absence 
of  all  that  is  desirable  in  a  bird  to  be  used 
as  a  breeder.  All  such  specimens  should  be 
culled  and  marketed  immediately. 


should  be  fairly  close  feathered  for  his 
breed  and  his  plumage  should  be  bright 
and  full  of  life.  Beware  of  the  bird 
whose  plumage  lacks  life  and  appears 
dead  and  dull  as  good  health  and  vigor 
are  reflected  in  outward  appearances. 
Not  only  should  you  have  the  assurance 
that  the  male  is  free  from  constitutional 
defects  but  he  should  be  carefully  ex- 
amined for  what  might  be  termed  physical 
defects,  that  is,  defects  that  the  Standard 
opposes,  such  as  crooked  and  deformed 
combs,  side  sprigs,  slipped  or  drooping 
wings,  stubs  or  feathers  on  shanks  or 
feet,  etc.  It  is  important  that  all  these 
things  be  given  careful  consideration 
as  to  use  a  bird  with  one  or  more  of 
these  defects  at  the  head  of  a  pen  is  to 


perpetuate  the  defects  by  introducing 
it  into  the  blood  of  the  progeny  thus 
increasing  instead  of  diminishing  it. 

Selecting  the  Females 

After  carefully  selecting  the  male,  the 
careful  consideration  should  be  bestowed 
upon  the  selection  of  the  females.  In 
general  appearances  the  same  conditions 
will  apply  as  are  given  for  the  male. 
Only  the  active,  busy,  happy  and  singing 
females  should  have  consideration.  If 
pullets  are  to  be  used  they  should  be 
fully  matured  as  lack  of  maturity  is  a 
serious  drawback  for  good  work  in  the 
breeding  pen.  The  head  when  viewed 
from  in  front  should  be  fairly  broad ;  the 
face  should  be  moderately  round  and  the

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eye  bright  and  full.  The  beak  should 
also  be  characteristic  of  strength,  that 
is,  fairly  short ;  never  long  and  hawk- 
like at  its  outer  end.  After  making 
selections  from  general  observations  each 
specimen  should  be  handled.  The  body 
should  be  broad,  deep  and  well  filled  out. 
The  breast  should  be  broad,  full  and  well 
meated,  with  straight  keel  or  breast  bone ; 
the  tail  should  be  carried  moderately 
low,  never  high  or  at  a  sharp  angle  with 
the  back.  Pinched  tails  and  wry  tails 
should  not  be  tolerated,  on  the  other 
hand  the  tail  should  be  full  and  well 
spread  at  the  base.  On  the  whole  the 
general  appearance  should  be  one  of 
capacity  both  for  the  consumption  and 
digestion  of  food  and  the  production  of 
eggs.  Whenever  possible  select  those 
whose  parents  are  known  to  be  healthy 
and  vigorous  and  if  possible  whose  dams 
are  known  to  have  been  good  producers. 

After  the  pens  are  mated  and  egg 
production  has  started  an  eye  should  be 
kept  on  the  eggs  and  if  any  deformity, 
such  as  rough  shells,  abnormal  shaped

thing radically  wrong.  It  shows  that  vigor 
is  on  the  decline  and  once  the  vitality  be- 
gins to  drop  all  sorts  of  trouble  crops  out. 
To  preserve  vitality  never  allow  such  speci- 
mens in  the  breeding  pens  and  as  soon  as 
one  is  detected  in  the  general  flock,  either 
in  the  growing  chicks,  or  mature  birds,  cull 
it  out  and  send  to  the  butcher.  Among 
wild  birds  nature  has  wisely  instituted  an 
"survival  of  the  fittest"  law,  by  which  the 
weak  and  unfit  are  eliminated  by  the  physi- 
cally fit  and  thus  are  barred  from  transmit- 
ting their  weakness  to  the  next  generation.

In  a  majority  of  cases  a  physical 
deformity  of  any  nature  unless  caused  by 
accident  is  an  indication  of  constitutional 
weakness  and  should  in  all  cases  debar  the 
specimen  from  the  breeding  pen. 


or  thin  shells  are  found  the  producer  of 
such  eggs  should  be  located,  and  dis- 
carded from  the  pen.  Also  make  early 
tests  of  fertility  and  if  certain  individ- 
uals show  a  tendency  to  produce  infer- 
tile or  eggs  low  in  fertility  they  should 
also  be  removed  as  this  is  an  indication 
of  constitutional  weakness  and  to  breed 


from  such  birds  is  to  perpetuate  the  de- 
fect. 

Indifference  in  Breeding 

Poultry  breeders  as  a  class  do  not 
measure  up  to  breeders  in  other  lines 
of  live  stock  as  carelessness  in  poultry 
breeding  is  much  more  marked  than  in 
any  other  line.  This  is  no  doubt  due 
to  indifference  or  ignorance  on  the  part 
of  those  engaged  in  poultry  breeding.

This  is  found  in  specimens  of  all  breeds,  but 
is  more  conspicious  in  Wyandottes  and 
other  plump  and  compact  breeds  than  in  those 
of  the  more  rangy  species  like  the  Rocks  and 
Reds  that  do  not  fill  out  and  mature  as 
quickly.  It  should  be  carefully  guarded 
against  in  all  breeds  and  varieties  when 
selecting  breeders  as  it  indicates  a  lack  of 
vigor  and  vitality  and  to  breed  from  such 
specimens  is  to  perpetuate  the  weakness  and 
will  result  in  the  development  of  others. 

lieving  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  place 
males  and  females  together  without  any 
consideration  of  the  good  or  bad  char- 
acteristics that  will  develop  in  the  pro- 
geny- 

The  care,  feeding  and  housing  also 
affect  the  health  and  vigor  of  poultry, 
but  as  this  is  a  different  question  it  can 
well  be  treated  separately  under  another 
head.  The  things  under  consideration 
here  affect  only  the  selection  of  breeding 
stock  and  the  defects  to  be  eliminated. 
If  each  and  every  poultry  raiser  would 
resolve  to  use  greater  care  in  making  his 
or  her  matings,  carefully  avoiding  the 
defects  outlined  herewith,  the  general  im- 
provement that  would  be  manifest  in  a 
few  years  would  result  in  untold  benefit 


to  the  poultry  industry  and  make  success 
surer  and  safer  for  the  beginner,  and 
make  failures  few  and  far  between. 

In  closing  we  will  again  enumerate 
the  defects  to  be  eliminated  and  call  at- 
tention to  the  illustrations  herewith  of 
a  few  of  the  more  serious,  namely  crow 
heads,  knock  knees,  flat  breasts  and  too 
short  backs. 

Crooked  breasts  and  backs,  pinched 
and  wry  tails,  crooked  combs,  also  those 
with  side  sprigs  and  slipped  or  drooping 
wings  are  included  in  the  list,  all  of 
which  show  constitutional  weakness  .of 
greater  or  less  degree. 

A  majority  of  these  are  described  and 
illustrated  in  the  American  Standard  of 
Perfection  and  there  is  no  excuse  why 
any  breeder  should  plead  ignorance  in 
permitting  in  the  breeding  pens,  birds 
with  any  of  the  enumerated  defects,  as 
the  Standard  is  within  the  reach  of  all 
and  should  be  in  the  hands  of  all  breeders 
whether  large  or  small.

UTILITY  FOWL

grow  and  fatten  on  the  remains  of  the 
present  American  Poultry  Association 
for  the  simple  reason  that  it  would 
be  built  on  a  good,  sound  foundation, 
utility. 

The  big  trouble  with  the  poultry  busi- 
ness is  that  the  fancier  has  not  deliver- 
ed the  goods.  Whether  he  will  do  so  in 
the  future  is  an  open  question,  but  one 
thing  sure  will  happen,  and  nothing  can 
stop  it,  the  public  is  going  to  be  served 
with  better  egg  producing  stock  than  in 
the  past,  and  the  man  who  can  combine 
in  a  strain  of  birds  feather,  type, 
color,  etc.,  approaching  the  Standard  of 
Perfection,  also  the  ability  to  lay  good 
sized  eggs  of  the  proper  color  and  shape, 
together  with  good  laying  qualities,  is 
the  man  who  will  make  the  money  in 
the  future.  The  fancier  will  not  only 
have  to  show  that  he  has  got  the  goods 
in  the  show  room,  but  he  will  have 
to  prove  to  the  public  that  he  has 
the  layers  in  the  laying  contests.  There 
are  hundreds  and  possibly  thousands 
who  wish  to  enter  the  poultry  business. 
These  beginners  are  not  all  fools, 
and  it  is  really  surprising  to  see  how 
much  thought  has  been  given  to  this 
subject  by  the  majority  of  these  before 
entering  or  spending  money  in  this  busi- 


ness. Common  sense  teaches  them  at 
once  that  the  surest  returns  to  be  made 
from  this  business  is  from  the  sale  of 
either  eggs  or  meat.  A  beginner  has 
little  or  no  chances  for  sometime  in 
being  able  to  sell  stock  or  eggs  at  much 
more  than  common  market  prices  and 
usually  looks  to  buy  matured  birds, 
chicks  or  eggs  at  reasonable  prices,  that 
can  be  depended  on,  more  or  less,  to 
pay  their  way  and  a  little  besides.  Ex- 
treme fanciers'  prices  are  simply  beyond 
this  class  of  buyers.  He  looks  else- 
where and  usually  buys  pure-bred  stock 
from  so-called  "utility"  breeders,  and 
the  great  chances  are  that  he  gets  better 
eggs,  chicks  and  stock  for  the  price  he 
wishes  to  pay  than  he  possibly  could 
from  the  cast-off  goods  of  a  fancier. 
Conscientious,  honest,  educated,  utility 
poultrymen  usually  breed  great  stamina 
and  vitality  in  their  stock,  and  in  a 
great  many  cases  their  breeding  birds 
are  kept  under  better  conditions  than  a 
fancier's  stock  because  they  can  be  kept 
as  one  breed  on  large,  open  range  where 
a  fancier  is  dependent  on  yarded  stock. 
A  good  utility  breeder  aims  at  health 
first,  which  is  of  vital  necessity  to  the 
beginner  in  purchasing  stock.  Remem- 
ber the  best  utility  plants  trap-nest 
and  line  breed  their  stock  with  as  much 
or  more  care  and  labor  than  do  the 
fanciers. 

Blames  the  Fanciers 

As  a  comparison  of  skill  in  breeding 
for  different  objects,  if  there  is  any 
choice  in  stating  which  is  the  most  dif- 
ficult, we  should  certainly  say  the  utility 
breeder  who  i  doing  his  business  as  it 
should  be.  There  are  fakers  in  all  lines 
of  business  and  there  always  will  be, 
but  I  blame  the  fancier  for  90%  of  the 
ills  of  the  poultry  business  today  be- 
cause he  has  tried  to  work  both  ends 
and  the  middle  to  make  a  dollar  in  the 
past.  It  is  smiply  a  question  of  giving 
value  for  the  money  to  the  customer, 
and  filling  orders  for  what  the  public 
demands. 

On  our  plant 
we  are  using  thor- 
ough-bred  Leg- 
horns, yet  we  do 
not  call  ourselves, 
fanciers,  but  we 
have  never-  yet 
failed  to  win 
prizes  when  we 
take  the  trouble 
to  exhibit  our 
birds  in  the 
shows.  At  the 
Brockton  Fair  in 
October,  1915,  we 
exhibited  three 
pullets,  winning 
second,  third  and 
fourth  on  the 
same,  but  we  can 
assure  you  that 
we  place  no  high 
value  on  these 
birds  unless  they 
show  up  next 
year  to  be  good 
producers  of  good

We  are  trying  to  breed  a  useful  strain 
of  birds  that  will  make  money  for  the 
average  buyer,  and  for  any  plant  that  is 
breeding  as  much  stock  as  we  are,  we  can 
see  no  other  way  of  disposing  of  any 
other  kind  of  stock  and  continue  in  the 
business.  We  breed  enough  birds  so  that 
we  have  plenty  of  good  type  birds  for 
breeders,  an(T  the  culls  and  runts  are 
not  put  off  to  so-called  "utility"  buying 
customers.  They  go  where  they  belong, 
in  the  pot,  and  the  good  ones  are  sold 
for  just  what  they  are,  useful  fowl  that 
conform  to  a  recognized  type. 

Time  Breeders  Woke  Up 

The  trouble  with  a  great  many  so- 
called  breeders  of  "standard-bred  fowl" 
is  that  they  cannot  see  straight.  Their 
horizon  is  very  small,  and  they  imagine 
that  some  way,  and  in  some  manner  by 
combining  themselves  they  will  force 
their  goods  upon  the  buying  public  at 
their  price,  and  they  have  a  "bee  in 
their  bonnet",  that  the  so-called  "util- 
ity" man  is  damaging  their  business 
very  seriously.  It  is  time  sL  lot  of  these 
breeders  pulled  the  wool  out  of  their  eyes 
so  as  to  get  a  clearer  vision  of  the  entire 
poultry  industry.  If  they  would  stop  and 
think  "that  all  the  business  of  every  fan- 
cier in  the  United  States  put  together 
wouldn't  amount  to  1%  of  the  total  re- 
ceipts of  the  poultry  industry  they 
might  then  assume  a  more  humble  atti- 
tude towards  this  business.  99%  and 
possibly  more  of  the  entire  poultry  busi- 
ness is  absolutely  dependent  for  any  pro- 
fit to  be  derived  from  the  business  from 
the  sale  of  either  eggs  and  meat  strictly 
for  eating  purposes,  just  as  in  the  rais- 
ing of  sheep,  hogs,  cattle,  etc. 

Mr.  Denny,  in  his  article  backs  up  his 
argument  by  mentioning  that  cattle 
breeders  combine  show  type  with  high 
milk  production;  that  swine  breeders 
with  show  type  and  desirable  meat  qual- 
ities; sheep-  breeders,  wool,  mutton  and 
exhibition  qualities  in  one  and  the  same 
animal. 

The  writer  is  interseted  a  little  in 
these  other  products.  In  cattle,  the  stock 
that  is  bringing  the  big  money  is  line 
bred  from  heavy  producers.  No  other 
kind  that  I  ever  heard  of  is  bringing 
■equal  prices.  Of  course,  these  high  priced 
individuals  have  got  to  conform  to  a 
recognized  breed  standard  or  they  would 
not  command  the  prices,  but  the  big 
price  is  paid  for  their  utility,  and  not 
for  their  show  value.  The  winning  hogs 
are  the  ones  that  show  the  greatest 
utility  value,  and  the  same  with  horses. 

The  highest  type  of  poultry  in  the 
writer's  estimation  are  the  birds  that  can 
show  for  generations  that  they  have  been 
bred  from  heavy  egg  producers,  and  the 
quality  of  the  egg,  both  in  color,  size 
and  shape  is  bred  in  the  family.  Combine 
these  qualities  in  one  and  the  same  bird 
with  a  winning  record  in  the  show  room 
and  then  you  can  readily  see  that  a 
new  beginner  with  ordinary  intelligence 
would  see  that  even  a  price  of  a  few 
hundred  dollars  placed  on  such  a  bird 
would  not  appear  unreasonable. 

Poultry  Breeding  Still  in  Infancy 

We  hear  right  along  that  poultry 
breeding  is  in  its  infancy,  and  we  agree 
that  it  is.  In  the  future  the  poultry 
business  will  not  be  considered  as  two 
-distinct  lines  of  breeding,  but  the  high-

est  type  of  bird  we  believe  will  even- 
tually be  bred  through  the  so-called 
"utility"  breeder  because  he  is  the  one 
who  does  not  make  the  mistake  of  put- 
ting the  cart  before  the  horse.  He  tries 
first  to  establish  a  paying  strain  of  birds 
that  is  absolutely  independent  of  fancy 
prices  to  sustain  his  business.  He 
depends  entirely  on  what  the  bird  can 
earn  itself,  aside  from  any  inflated 
prices.  This  is  surely  a  solid  foundation 
to  build  on,  and  this  is  just  the  point 
that  I  wish  to  emphasize  in  up-holding 
the  utility  breeder  in  preference  to  the 
fancy.  The  man  who  can  first  go  out  and 
clean  up  the  laying  contests,  and  after- 
wards clean  up  the  poultry  shows,  is  the 
one  man  who  should  be  crowned  king 
of  the  poultry  business. 

I  will  now  ask,  Mr.  Denny  a  question, 
Do  the  breeders  who  take  the  most  space 
and  patronize  the  poultry  papers  com- 
bine the  qualities  of  high  egg  production 
with  high  class  show  types?  Another 
question  I  wish  to  ask  is.  How  many 
breeders  who  are  winning  the  blue  rib- 
bons year  after  year  ever  think  of 
throwing  out  of  their  breeding  yards 
a  blue  ribbon  winner  because  she  is  a 
poor  producer?  Do  they  ever  give  this 
subject  any  thought  at  all?  Do  they  not 
depend,  as  a  class,  entirely  on  being  able 
to  down  the  other  fellow  in  the  show

On  the  other  hand,  what  is  the  good, 
conscientious  utility  man  offering  to  the 
average  customer  ?  He  is  selling  birds  at 
prices  that  a  customer  can  afford  to 
pay,  and  the  buyer  is  usually  not  depen- 
dent on  being  able  to  sell  his  product 
at  more  than  ordinary,  every  day  prices 
to  make  a  living  in  the  business.  In  the 
first  place,  his  investment  is  smaller  and 
the  chances  are  his  returns  are  higher 
because  the  stock  he  secures  has  been 
bred  to  lay  a  good  quantity  of  eggs,  and 
the  carcass  when  dressed  is  worth  just 
as  much  as  that  of  a  thousand  dollar 
blue  ribbon  winner. 

I  hope  the  reader  of  this  article  will 
not  misunderstand  the  writer.  There  is 
not  a  fancier  in  the  business  that  he 
would  wish  to  in  any  way  discourage, 
or  in  any  way  harm  the  sale  of  his 
honestly  bred  product.  If  it  was  not  for 
the  fancier  we  should  not  have  the  grand 
type  of  birds  we  have  today,  and  the 
writer  takes  off  his  hat  to  them  and 
gives  them  full  credit  for  the  tremen- 
dous advance  that  has  been  made  in 
poultry  culture  and  breeding  in  America 
in  the'  last  fifty  years.  The  most  beau- 
tiful poultry  in  the  world  is  bred  in  this 
country,  but  the  time  has  come  for  a  still 
further  advancement  in  this  business. 
It  is  not  sufficient  to  furnish  the  public 
with  beautiful  birds,  because  they  can- 
not live  simply  on  admiration  of  the 
beautiful.  Combined  with  this  must  be 
the  eminently  practical  part  of  the  busi- 
ness. The  fancier  should  strive  to 
develop  in  his  stock  the  extreme  of 
utility  value,  and  he  should  come  out  in 
public  and  demonstrate  that  he  has  got 
the  birds.  He  should  prove  to  the  public 
that  his  birds  will  lay  just  as  many  eggs 
if  not  more  than  the  so-called  stock  com- 
ing from  some  utility  plants.  He  should 
realize  that  simply  beautiful  points, 
shape,  type  and  color  will  not  in  the 
future  sell  his  goods.  He  should  also 
remember  that  there  is  a  limit  that  the 
average  buyer  can  afford  to  pay,  if  he 
intends  to  make  his  business  profitable. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  so-called 
"utility"  breeder  who  has  already  devel- 
oped a  superior  laying  or  meat  strain  of 
birds  should  strive  in  every  way  to  breed 
his  stock  to  standard  requirements. 
Standard  requirements  means  uniform 
quality,  and  by  following  the  standard 
as  closely  as  possible  he  enhances  still 
further  the  utility  qualities  of  his  birds, 
with  a  very  few  exceptions. 

The  day  is  coming  when  the  wise 
breeders  of  America  will  meet  on  one 
common  level,  and  in  the  future,  if  not 
at  present,  we  shall  be  all  able  to  agree 
that  there  is  actually  no  difference  be-  ' 
tween  the  fancier  and  the  utility  man. 
The  writer  hopes  that  every  public  lay- 
ing contest  will  compel  every  bird  that 
enters  for  competition  to  be  judged  by 
the  American  Standard  of  Perfection  so 
that  every  specimen  in  competition  shall 
be  true  to  the  type  of  breed  represented. 
This  will  make  one  common  ground  where 
all  can  compete  on  equal  terms,  but  the 
scores  of  the  birds  should  not  be  placed 
so  high  that  it  would  make  it  impossible 
for  any,  but  the  straight  fancier  to  com- 
pete. The  fanciers  should  patronize  these 
exhibitions  of  laying  as  strongly  as 
they  do  the  poultry  shows.  This  would 
eliminate  a  lot  of  undesirable  birds  that 
have  been  foisted  on  the  public,  especial- 
ly on  the  beginner,  who  does  not  un- 


derstand type  and  its  ultimate  necessi- 
ties in  the  business. 

There  are  types  of  winning  birds  in 
the  laying  competitions  today  that  the 
writer  would  not  take  for  a  gift.  Birds 
that  are  winning  both  here  and  abroad 
are  catching  lots  of  buyers  simply  on 
the  record  they  are  making  in  these  exhi- 
bitions. These  contests  are  not  to  blame 
but  the  fault,  if  any,  is  with  the  fancier 
and  the  utility  man  of  America  in  allow- 
ing these  birds  to  win.  We  have  got  to 
give  the  Devil  his  due.  These  birds  will 
certainly  lay  a  lot  of  eggs  of  a  conglom- 
erate type,  and  it  is  up  to  all  of  us  to 
develop  a  much  handsomer  bird  and  beat 
them  out  in  these  contests. 

Again  we  have  got  to  give  the  Devil 
his  due.  These  birds  have  woke  up  the 
entire  country  to  the  necessity  of  in- 
creased' egg  production.  They  have 
shown  us  the  possibilities  of  what  a  hen 
can  be  made  to  produce,  and  we  have 
simpty  been  slow .  and  negligent  during 
the  past  ten  or  fifteen  years  in  not 
breeding  more  for  this  all  important 
part  of  the  poultry  business.  To  ninety- 
nine  poultrymen  out  of  one  hundred  it 
makes  all  the  difference  in  the  world 
whether  he  secures  an  average  egg  record 
of  100  eggs  or  150,  or  125  or  175.  It  is 
the  most  vital  part  of  the  entire  poultry 
business  because  it  hits  a  man  right 
where  he  feels  it  most. 

The  question  that  is  absorbing  the 
public  today  is,  "Can  a  good  living  be 
made  in  the  poultry  business"?  Air  in- 
telligent public  is  certainly  going  to  buy 
the  stock  that  shows  the  greatest 
promise.    The  ordinary  breeder  cannot

STOP  THAT  ROUP! 

Roup  starts  as  a  simple  cold  in  the  head.  The  indications  are  watery  eyes  or 
nostrils,  dirty  beak,  wheezing  or  coughing  at  night.  Later  the  discharge  becomes  a 
thick  mucus.  A  chicken  cannot  blow  its  nose.  The  nasal  passages  fill  up.  The  face 
puffs  out,  the  eyes  swell  shut,  then  death  ensues.  This  disease  is  generally  accom- 
panied by  "canker,"  a  yellow  or  gray  coating  in  mouth,  throat  or  on  tongue,  which 
is  similar  to  croup  or  diphtheria  and  is  very  contagious  and  fatal.  The  original 
cause  is  a  damp  or  drafty  poultry  house,  or  extreme  changes  in  temperature  between 
night  and  day.  A  little  Germozone  in  the  drinking  water  generally  prevents  or 
checks  these  disorders  right  at  the  start  and  is  especially  valuable  in  preventing 
contagion.

The  following  extract  from  the  report 
of  Consul  General  Alfred  L.  Moreau 
Gottschalk,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil,  should 
prove  of  interest  to  American  poultry 
raisers  as  it  indicates  a  gradual  develop- 
ment of  the  poultry  industry  in  Brazil 
and  should  open  up  new  trade  channels 
for  the  American  poultryman: 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Sociedade 
Braziler  de  Avicultura  (Brazilian  Poul- 
try Association)  the  second  Annual 
Poultry  show  of  Brazil  was  held  at  the 
Quinta  de  Boa  Vista  in  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
September  18  to  23,  1915. 

Some  40  exhibitors  took  part  in  the 
exposition,  which  was  not  crowned  with 
quite  the  success  that  had  been  anticipat- 
ed by  reason  of  three  postponements, 
the  selection  of  a  building  at  the  Quinta 
de  Boa  Vista,  a  park  some  three  quarters 
of  an  hour's  ride  from  the  city,  and  the 
absence  of  adequate  preliminary  adver- 
tising. 

There  were  about  1,500  fowls  on  ex- 
hibition, tho  Orpingtons  forming  the 
largest  exhibit  of  a  single  breed.  Barred 
and  White  Plymouth  Rocks,  White  Leg- 
horns, Rhode  Island  Reds,  Black  Mi- 
norcas,  Campines,  Bantams,  and  Pekin 
ducks  were  all  well  represtented,  but  the 
heavier  Asiatic  breeds,  such  as  Cochins, 
Langshans  and  Tiralunas,  which  are 
generally  regarded  as  difficult  to  raise 
in  t'>is  tropical  climate,  were  little  in 
evidence.  The  English  Orpingtons  were 
preferred  here  because  of  the  heavier 
type  demanded  by  the  English  standard. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  American  types 


of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  and  White 
Leghorns  have  met  with  favor  here  and 
the  Barred  Rocks  on  exhibition  were 
really  a  credit  to  the  American  special- 
ty breeders  from  whom  they  had  been 
imported. 

The  birds  were  classified  by  breeds, 
and  subclassified  as  cocks,  hens,  pairs, 
trios  and  pens.  Mr.  Curtis  F.  Huebner, 
the  owner  of  the  local  American  Po'iitry 
Farm,  of  Rua  da  Padreira,  58,  Cascadura, 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  exhibited  among  other 
Amercian  devices  several  Cyphers  Incu- 
bators and  brooders,  and  in  competition 
with  several  English  makes,  was  awarded 
the  first  prize  on  each  of  these  machines. 
In  all  he  was  awarded  81  prizes  on  his 
birds  and  appliances,  making  for  the 
establishment — which  is  the  only  Ameri- 
can one  in  Rio  de  Janeiro — a  grand 
total  of  137  prizes  won  at  the  first  two 
poultry  shows  held  in  this  country. 

The  exposition  was  honored  by  visits 
from  the  President  of  the  Republic, 
several  of  the  cabinet  ministers  and  other 
Federal  and  municipal  officials,  the 
general  tendency  among  Government  cir- 
cles being  to  encourage  agriculture  as 
much  as  possible. 


VALUE  OF  SPROUTED  OATS 

Desiring  to  supply  our  readers  with 
as  much  information  as  possible  on  the 
value  of  sprouted  oats  we  asked  J.  S. 
Gilchrist,  president  of  the  Des  Moines 
Incubator  Co.,  Des  Moines,  Iowa.,  manu-

Pretty  nearly  everybody  has  accepted 
silage  for  cows  and  cattle  as  a  feed  sav- 
ing device  and  those  who  have  not  will 
soon  arrive  at  the  same  conclusion. 

Poulry  raisers,  especially  in  the  East, 
where  Poultry  raising  is  practised  on  a 
more  advanced  and  larger  scale,  are  more 
or  less  in  favor  of  feeding  sprouted  oats; 
those  not  yet  in  line  either  fail  to  see 
the  great  advantage  or  do  not  care. 
Many  breeders  do  not  use  it,  because 
sprouting  oats  in  homemade  affairs  has 
been  found  to  be  a  slow;  irregular  and 
cumbersome  process  and  connected  with 
a  lot  of  muss. 

Practically  every  poultryman  knows 
the  value  of  oats  lor  helping  to  make 
hens  lay,  but  oats  in  a  raw  condiiion 
are  not  readily  eaten  by  the  hens  owiug 
to  the  tough  hulls  surrounding  the  oats, 
which  often  cause  the  fowls  to  become 
cropbound. 

To  overcome  the  difficulties,  dirt  and 
muss  connected  with  sprouted  oats  in 
homemade  aff^vrs,  regular  sprouting 
machines  have  been  invented,  which  have 
proven  a  great  success  from  the  start. 

To  do  the  sprouting  correctly  and 
quickly  a  continual  moist  heat  or  vapor 
must  be  maintained  and  at  the  same  time 
sufficient  ventilation  must  be  given  the 
sprouting  grain  in  order  to  prevent  mil-

DUST  BATHS 

Laying  hens  must  have  their  morning 
dust  bath  if  they  are  to  lay  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  eggs  through  the  winter. 
It  is  a  necessary  luxury  for  them.  By  its 
use  they  are  enabled  to  rid  themselves 
of  mites  and  to  remove  all  scales  and 
dirt  from  the  skin. 

Lice  ana  mites  do  their  greatest  injury 
to  the  fowls  at  night  while  on  the  roost. 
-Instinctively  they  look  for  a  place  to 
dust  in  the  morning.  Do  not  force  your 
hens  to  dust  in  the  dropping  or  feed  lit- 
ter. During  the  summer  they  will  usual- 
ly find  their  own  dusting  place  such  as 
the  road  or  in  the  shade  of  trees  and 
shubbery.  But  in  the  winter  it  must  be 
provided  for  them.  Nail  an  old  grocery 
box  in  one  corner  of  the  house.  Elevate 
it  above  the  floor  so  that  it  will  not  get 
filled  with  straw  or  litter  and  put  in  six 
or  eight  inches  of  dusting  material.  Dm  - 
ing  moderate  weather  their  box  may  be 
placed  out  in  the  pen. 

To  be  effective  the  dusting  material 
must  be  very  light  and  dry,  and  fine 
enough  to  fill  the  breathing  pores  of  the 
mites  and  lice.    The  finer  the  better. 

A  good  dusting  material  is  composed 
of  equal  parts  of  fine  sand,  road  dust 
and  sifted  ashes.  A  cupful  of  kerosene 
and  a  handful  of  sulphur  thoroughly 
mixed  with  the  dust  will  make  the  dust 
bath  still  more  effective. — ■  C.  S.  Ander- 
son, Colorado  Agricultural  College,  Fort 
Collins,  Colorado.

Two  of  these  record  lay- 
ers were  sired  by  a  brother  of  a  Madison 
Square  Garden  winner  and  the  whole  line  of 
the  record  laying  strain  carries  the  blood  of 
St.  Louis  World's  Fair,  Cleveland  and  New 
York  winners.  This  is  just  another  instance 
where  standard  qualities  and  productiveness 
have  been  combined.  A  few  more  breeders 
like  Dr.l  Sanborn,  Holden,  Mass.,  would  put 
poultry  breeding  on  a  plane  beyond  criticism.

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THE  WACO,  TEXAS,  FAIR

With  ideal  climatic  conditions  the 
Texas  Cotton  Palace,  held  annually  at 
Waco,  Texas,  opened  its  gates  to  the  pub- 
lic, Novebmer  6,  1915. 

On  entering  the  park  your  eyes  fall  on 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  exquisite 
displays  of  animals  that  one  would  find 
in  the  country.  This  exhibit  is  of  a  per- 
manent nature  and  is  kept  up  by  the 
Texas  State  Zoology  society.  Six  large 
concrete  structures  compose  the  princi- 
pal buildings  in  which  were  grouped 
many  exhibits  of  an  instructive  and 
educational  nature. 

The  lover  of  poultry  will  find  his 
fondest  desires  realized  in  the  large  and 
spacious  poultry  building  located  in  the 
rear  of  the  main  exhibit  building.  Here 
cooped  in  Empire  exhibition  coops  one 
will  find  representatives  of  practically 
every  standard  and  some  non-standard 
varieties. 

While  not  so  large  a  show  as  some 
from  a  standpoint  of  quantity,  the  quality 
was  of  a  remarkable  degree  and  every 
class  had  a  few  specimens  of  outstanding 
merit.  With  1044  head  of  poultry  and 
185  pigeons,  the  poultry  building  was 
filled  to  overflowing.  The  management 
are  going  to  enlarge  the  building  at  the 
close  of  the  fair. 

The  Classes 

The  Wyandottes  led  all  the  classes 
with  210  specimens  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing varieties  in  the  order  of  the  num- 
ber on  exhibition:  White,  Golden,  Parr- 
tridge,  Silver,  Columbian.  The  Rocks 
were  second  in  number  with  167,  the  Bar- 
red variety  having  the  largest  entry. 

The  first  exhibition  Barred  Rock  cock- 
erel was  the  cause  of  quite  a  bit  of  com- 
ment as  he  was  possessed  of  outstanding 
qualities,  his  exceptional  type  and  his 
uniform  clean  cut  barring,  which  was 
carried  down  to  the  skin,  put  him  in  a 
class  by  himself. 

White  Rocks  were  second  in  number  of 
the  Rock  family,  while  the  Partridge  and 
Buff  varieties  composed  the  minority. 
The  R.  I.  Reds  were  third  with  115  speci- 
mens, the  S.  C.  outnumbering  the  R.  C. 
considerably.  To  say  that  Waco  is  a  hot 
bed  for  the  R.  I.  Reds  is  putting  it  mild 
as  there  were  more  sales  made  in  the 
R.  I.  Red  alley  than  that  of  any  other 
breed  in  the  show.  The  owner  of  1st. 
S.  C.  R.  I.  Red  cockereal  refused  $15(1.00. 

The  1st  hen,  mother  of  the  1st  cockerel, 
was  a  bird  of  magnificent  type  and 
color  and  would  make  many  of  our  prize 
winning  pullets  of  today  envy  her.  The 
Orpingtons,  Leghorns,  and  Games  filled 
the  4th,  5th,  6th  place. 

As  this  is  a  great  country  for  fighting 
chickens  the  entries  were  mostly  com- 
posed of  the  fighting  varieties  instead  of 
Standard  varieties  and  were  composed 
of  the  following:  Round  Heads,  War 
Horse,  Smoke  Ball  and  Cuban  Games. 

Geo.  M.  Knebel,  who  placed  the  ribbons 
at  many  of  the  south's  greatest  shows, 
placed  the  awards  here,  and  an  air  of 
satisfaction  prevailed  among  the  exhibi- 
tors. 

tors.  The  credit  of  the  quality  exhibit 
comes  unsolicited  to  John  K.  Strecher, 
secretary,  and  his  untiring  assistant  I.  F. 
Hooks.  While  Mr.  Strecher's  professor- 


ship at  the  great  Baylor  University  re- 
quires part  of  his  time,  he  was  on  the 
job  early  and  late  and  everything  went 
in  clock  style.

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spent  considerable  time  on  it;  second, 
that  the  litigants,  so  called,  had  appear- 
ed before  the  Board  and  agreed  to  be 
bound  by  its  verdict,  &o  far  as  action  by 
the  American  Poultry  Association  was 
concerned. 

On  Thursday  evening,  November  18th, 
the  Board  held  a  further  session,  at 
Which  time  Messrs.  Pennick  and  Harri 
son  were  permitted  to  introduce  further 
evidence  and  new  witnesses,  as  per  the 
motion  here  quoted  and  as  adopted  by  the 
convention.  The  outcome  of  this  second 
hearing  was  that  the  Board  voted  to  re- 
affirm its  first  finding  and  to  so  report 
to  the  Association  the  following  day.  At 
this  Board  meeting  no  one  was  suggested 
and  no  committee  was  appointed  to  draft 
a  report  relating  to  the  case,  but  the 
next  morning  when  the  Board  again  con- 
vened the  chairman,  Vice-President  Pet- 
ers, found  on  his  table  a  typewritten  re- 
port, reading  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Executive  Board  on  the  Case 

of  R.  L.  Penick  vs.  F.  E.  Harrison 

.  '  'We  the  Executive  Board,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  case  of  R.  L.  Penick  vs.  F. 
E.  Harrison,  for  a  rehearing,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  after  hearing  each  of  the  litigants 
and  permitting  them  to  introduce  all  matters 
that  they  termed  new  evidence,  we  beg  leave 
to  report  that  after  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  same  we  exonerate  the  defendant  in 
this  action  from  the  charge  of  fraud  and  dis- 
honorable conduct  and  recommend  that  he 
return  to  the  plaintiff  the  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  Dollars  ($200)." 

President  Richards  remarked  that  the 
foregoing  report  seemed  to  end  rather 
abruptly,  whereupon  the  following  addi- 
tional words  were  suggested  and  adopted: 
"As  an  equitable  adjustment."  The  re- 
port with  those  words  added,  then  was 
adopted  by  the  limited  number  of  mem- 
bers present,  by  what  vote  A.  P.  W.  does 
not  know. 


Whence  Came  This  Volunteer  Report?  in 


Later  in  the  forenoon  (Friday  morn- 
ing, November  19th)  the  above  motion 
with  four  words  added,  was  presented 
to  the  Association  by  the  Executive 
Board.  But  comparatively  few  members 
were  in  attendance.  It  was  adopted  with- 
out opposition  or  discussion.  After  it  had 
been  adopted,  Mr.  Curtis  asked  to  see  it. 
Having  read  it  while  standing  before 
the  chairman's  table,  he  asked  the  chair- 
man— Mr.  Peters — where  this  report 
had  come  from,  or  by  whom  it  had  been 
prepared. 

Mr.  Peters  replied  from  the  chair  that 
he  did  not  know !  Mr.  Curtis  then  asked 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  who 
were  present,  if  they  or  any  one  of  them, 
could  and  would  enlighten  him  as  to  the 
origin  of  this  report.  No  one  saw  fit  to 
answer.  Several  members  were  seen  to 
look  from  one  to  another  and  it  was  evi- 
dent that  there  was  a  mystery  of  some 
kind  afoot. 

Later  on,  the  reasons  for  it  became 
generally  known. 

While  holding  the  typewritten  report 
in  hand  and  addressing  the  convention, 
Mr.  Curtis  also  asked  Chairman  Peters 
and  such  other  members  of  the  Executive 
Board  as  were  present,  when,  where  and 


by  whom  a  "charge  of  fraud  and  dis- 
honorable conduct"  had  been  made  or 
filed  against  Mr.  Harrison.  Mr.  Peters 
replied  that  he  did  not  understand  that 
formal  charges  of  that  kind  had  been  pre- 
ferred. Mr.  Penick  was  not  present  at 
this  session,  therefore  no  answer 
could  be  obtained  from  mm  at  that 
time  as  to  the  exact  nature  of  the 
charges  he  had  preferred  against  Mr. 
Harrison.  Two  members  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Board  took  the  floor  and 
stated  that  they  considered  that  a 
charge  of  fraud  and  dishonorable 
conduct  had  been  made  by  Mr.  Pen- 
ick, that  while  this  was  not  done 
formally,  it  was  true  in  effect. 

Mr.  Harrison  addressed  the  con- 
vention and  took  the  same  view  of  it. 
He  stated  that  the  evening  before 
a  poultry  paper,  The  Southern  Poul- 
tryman,  published  at  Dallas,  Texas, 
had  been  placed  in  evidence  by  him 
before  the  Executive  Board  where- 
in appeared  an  article  by  Mr.  Pen- 
ick in  which  he  used  the  word 
"crook,"  etc.  However,  neither  Mr. 
Harrison  nor  anyone  else  volunteer- 
ed to  answer  Mr.  Curtis'  question 
as  to  where  this  report  came  from 
in  typewritten  form  as  found  on 
found  on  Mr.  Peters'  table  when  he 
called  the  Executive  Board  to  order 
early  that  forenoon  in  his  capacity 
as  chairman.  Mr.  Harrison  knew 
the  origin  of  this  report  and  so  did 
J.  D.  Veach,  but  neither  of  them 
saw  fit  to  take  the  Convention  into 
his  confidence. 

After  the  convention  adjourned 
this  session,  Mr.  Curtis  investigat- 
ed the  origin  of  the  "exonerate"  re- 
port and  found  that  prior  to  nine 
o'clock  that  forenoon,  it  had  been 
dictated  to  a  stenographer  by  Mr. 
Veach,  with  the  knowledge  of  Mr. 
Harrison.  He  learned  further,  on  un- 
impeachable testimony,  that  this 
report,  as  regards  the  "exonerate" 
part  of  it,  was  not  in  keeping  with  the 
vote  of  the  Executive  Board  the  even- 
before — that,  in  fact,  the  actual  mem- 


mittees;  furthermore,  that  he  would 
move  to  have  the  present  procedure 
amended  so  that  complainants  as  well  as 
defendants  shall  have  the  right  to  be  rep- 
resented by  counsel  at  trials  or  hearings 
before  the  trial  body,  where  the  reputa- 


bers  who,  as  a  trial  body,  had  listened  to 
the  case  at  the  rehearing,  had  taken  no 
such  action. 

On  learning  of  this  situation  Mr.  Cur- 
tis made  a  strong  protest  to  three  or  four 
members  of  the  Executive  Board,  stating 
that  if  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  .as  com- 
posed of  the  average  run  of  men,  was  go- 
ing to  be  as  careless  or  heedless  in  such 
matters  as  this  case  seemed  to  indicate 
he  would  resign  from  the  Association 
rather  than  to  submit  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  as  a  trial  body — a  trial 
body  that  could  wreck  a  man's  reputa- 
tion, destroy  his  business  and  deprive 
him  of  valuable  property.  He  further- 
stated,  in  private,  to  the  same  three  or 
four  members  that  if  the  handling  of 
this  Penick-Harrison  case  was  to  be  ac- 
cepted as  a  fair  example  of  a  miscar- 
riage of  justice,  under  the  procedure  of 
the  present  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
Association,  he  proposed  to  offer  an 
amendment  at  the  next  annual  meeting, 
the  object  of  which  would  be  to  create  a 
trial  body  to  consist  of  the  president, 
vice-president  and  secretary  of  the  asso- 
ciation, the  six  elective  members  of  the 
organization  and  the  three  members  of 
the  welfare,  grievance  and  appeals  com-

tion,  business  interests  and  property 
rights  of  members  of  the  American  Poul- 
try Association  may  be  placed  in  issue. 

Vote  Is  Reconsidered — Final  Action 

During  the  noon  intermission  it  be- 
came noised  about  that  Mr.  Curtis  had 
threatened  to  resign  from  the  Associa- 
tion. Regardless  of  the  cause  or  causes 
which  led  him  to  do  it,  (Mr.  Curtis  had 
not  spoken  to  him  on  the  subject),  E.  B. 
Thompson  at  the  opening  of  the  after- 
noon session  made  the  following  motion : 

"Mr.  Chairman,  I  make  a  motion  that 
the  report  of  the  Executive  Board  on  the 
Harrison-Penick  controversy  be  recon- 
sidered." 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  W.  H. 
Catterall,  Chickasha,  Okla. 

President  Richards  in  the  chair :  "It 
has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Board  in  regard 
to  the  case  of  R.  L.  Penick  vs.  F.  E. 
Harrison  be  reconsidered.  This  is  a  mat- 
ter we  would  like  very  much  to  enter 
into  with  a  feeling  of  friendship  and  no 
animosity." 

Mr.  Harrison  took  the  floor  and  strong- 
ly opposed  a  reconsideration.  So  did  Carl 
ly  opposed  a  reconsideration.  At  the  ear- 
lier session  Mr.  Veach  had  taken  the  same 
attitude  as  regards  referring  the  original 
report  back  to  the  Executive  Board.  R. 
G.  Bailey,  Lewiston,  Idaho,  also  favored 
the  interests  of  Mr.  Harrison  before  the 
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convention  and  as  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Pennick  from 
the  session,  Mr.  Curtis  replied  to  Mr. 
Harrison's  review  of  the  case.  Mr.  Curtis 
took  no  part  in  the  discussion  which 
preceded  the  vote  for  reconsideration. 
When  this  vote  to  reconsider  was  taken 
all  present  voted  "I",  with  the  exception 
of  four  or  five  "no's".  The  convention 
then  adjourned  for  a  recess  so  the  Execu- 
tive Board  could  hold  another  meeting 
for  a  reconsideration  of  the  Penick-Har- 
rison  report,  meaning  the  second  or  "vol- 
unteer" report. 

The  official  stenographer  now  was 
directed  to  transcribe  his  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  as  held 
the  evening  before,  relating  to  the  vote 
taken  at  the  end  of  the  second  hearing. 
After  the  Executive  Board  had  looked 
into  this  matter,  the  members  voted  to 
abide  by  the  result  of  that  vote.  At  this 
session  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Veach,  among 
others,  ( two  or  three  others ) ,  made  a 
plea  for  a  re-adoption  of  the  typewritten 
report — the  one  that  had  found  its  way 
from  "somewhere"  to  the  table  of  Mr. 
Peters,  as  chairman,  of  the  Board  at  the 
session  held  early  that  morning,  Having 
voted  on  the  matter  the  Executive  Board 
adjourned  and  the  convention  again  was 
called  to  order.  Immediately  thereupon, 
James  6.  Dickson,  Spokane,  Washington, 
holding  in  his  hand  the  transcribed  re- 
port of  the  official  stenographer,  made 
the  following  motion : 

"After  careful  consideration  of  the 
case,  we  recommend  that  the  said  F.  E. 
Harrison  return  to  Mr.  Pennick  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  as  a 
satisfactory  settlement  of  the  case." 

Mr.  Harrison  again  argued  vigorously 
against  the  adoption  of  this  motion  or 
report,  calling  it  a  "cold  hand-out,"  or 
words  to  that  effect. 

Three  or  four  votes  had  been  cast 
against  Mr.  Thompson's  motion  for  a 
reconsideration,  but  at  the  end  of  the 
discussion  of  the  question  now  before  the 
convention  the  vote  to  adopt  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Dickson  was  unanimous.  If 
Messrs.  Harrison,  Veach,  or  Bailey  voted 
against  the  adoption  of  this  final  action 
by  the  Executive  Board  and  by  the  con- 
vention, or  if  either  of  them  did  so,  we 
did  not  hear  their  voices. 

One  fact  which  readers  of  A.  P.  W. 
should  have  is  this:  Mr.  Harrison  stated 
on  the  floor  of  the  Convention  that  he 
did  not  accept  delivery  of  the  birds  ship- 
ped back  to  him  from  Dallas  by  Mr. 
Penick,  but  said  they  were  sold  by  the 
Express  company  agent  at  Menominee  for 
fourteen  dollars.  To  the  Executive  Board 
he  acknowledged  that  one  hen  of  the  two 
that  were  necessary  to  complete  the  trio 
of  old  birds,  which  he  agreed  to  ship 
Mr.  Penick  and  for  which  he  received 
payment,  never  was  shipped.  This  bird 
he  did  not  ship,  yet  he  retained  the 
money  paid  for  her.  No  member  of  the 
Executive  Board  tried  to  justify  that 
action. 

Must  Attend  to  A.  P.  A.  Business  in 
Order  to  Draw  Pay 

That  it  is  a  mistake  tohold  an  A.  P.  A. 
convention  in  connection  with  a  large  an 
interesting  poultry  exhibition,  let  alone 
holding  it  at  a  great  International  Expo- 
sition, was  made  plain  and  reconfirmed 
at  San  Francisco  last  month.  The  Pen- 


ick-Harrison  case  was  first  presented  to 
the  Executive  Board  Monday  morning, 
November  15th.  During  the  forenoon  an 
effort  was  made  to  secure  the  necessary 
quorum  of  fifteen  members,  but  it  was 
not  successful.  A  quorum  was  secured 
that  evening,  twenty-one  members  being 
present,  but  through  a  misunderstand- 
ing several  of  those  present,  who  were 
permitted  to  take  part  in  the  discussion 
and  to  vote,  were  not  actually  members. 
It  was  at  this  hearing  that  the  original 
finding  was  made,  viz.,  that  Mr.  Harri- 
son be  directed  to  pay  to  Mr.  Pennick  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars.  A  constitu- 
tional quorum  for  holding  meetings  of 
the  association  and  transacting  business, 
is  fifty.  At  several  sessions  a  leas  num- 
ber was  present  and  voting.  This  was 
to  be  regretted  but  in  the  absence  of  any 
protest  it  must  be  held  that  these  ses- 
sions were  in  order  and  the  enactments 
will  hold  under  the  laws  of  the  organi- 
zation. 

Mr.  Byce  tried  several  times  to  "round 
up"  enough  members  of  the  Executive 
Board  and  of  the  Association  to  form  the 
specified  quorums  respectively;  finally 
he  introduced  the  following  resolution 
bearing  on  the  subject: 

"RESOLVED,  That  members  of  the  Ameri- 
can Poultry  Association  who  by  election  or 
appointment  become  thereby  entitled  to  travel- 
ing expenses  or  per  diem  expenses  either  as 
members  of  the  Executive  Board  or  on  com- 
mittees who  absent  themselves  from  such 
meetings,  such  as  Annual  Conventions,  Execu- 
tive Board  or  Committees,  after  arriving  at 
the  place  at  which  the  said  meetings  are  to 
be  held,  or  who  fail  to  be  present  at  the  major 
portion  of  each  and  every  such  meeting  shall 
be  denied  the  right  to  receive  said  expenses, 
except  in  case  of  'sickness,  or  accident,  or 
upon  presenting  to  the  presiding  officer  of 
such  convention,  Executive  Board  or  com- 
mittee, proper  excuse  which  shall  in  the 
judgment  of  such  presiding  officer  entitle  him 
to  be  excused  from  attendance  at  such  partic- 
ular meeting. 

"LYMAN  C.  BYCE." 
Resolution  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Must  Not  Wrongfully  Defame  Licensed 
A.  P.  A.  Judges 

Secretary  Campbell  reported  that  at 
the  Allentown,  Pa.,  poultry  show  held 
in  the  early  fall  of  this  year  one  or 
more  persons  present  used  repeatedly  the 
word  "crook"  or  "crooks"  as  applied  to 
three  licensed  A.  P.  A.  judges  who  were 
at  work  at  this  exhibition.  The  outcome 
of  this  report  was  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  three,  with  0.  L.  McCord 
as  chairman,  which  committee  at  a  later 
session  submitted  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  provides  for  the  addition  of 
two  new  rules  to  the  official  A.  P.  A. 
show  rules,  as  governing  all  poultry  exhi- 
bitions held  under  said  rules  and  so  ad- 
vertised: 

"Exhibitors  making  charges  of  dishonest 
practices  or  statements  of  a  defamatory 
nature  against  any  exhibitor  or  exhibitors, 
judge  or  judges  of  this  show  shall  be  re- 
quired to  appear  before  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  Show  Committee  of  this  show  and 
prove  that  the  charges  so  made  are  true,  and 
if  the  said  charges  are  not  substantially  true 
the  exhibitor  making  the  said  charge  will 
forfeit  back  to  the  Association  all  ribbons, 
medals  and  awards  of  any  and  all  kinds  and 
nature,  and  that  the  exhibit  of  the  said  exhi- 
bitor shall  either  be  treated  as  a  display 
exhibit  or  removed  from  the  show  at  the 
discretion  of  the  management  of  this  show. 
The  rule  further  shall  provide  that  a  report 
of  the  committee  together  with  a  charge  of 
conduct  unbecoming  a  member  must  be  made 
in  regular  affidavit  form  by  the  president, 
secretary,  or  the  member  defamed  and  that 
the  Association  will  take  such  action  as  it 


deems  advisable  at  the  first  regular  annual 
meeting  following." 

Resolution  adopted  unanimously. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by 
Frank  C.  Stier,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Ohio  State  Member  of  A. 
P.  A.: 

"RESOLVED,  That  an  addition  to  the  con- 
stitution shall  be  made  as  follows : 

"54-a  That  on  all  applications  for  Life 
Membership  sent  direct  to  the  American  Poul- 
try Association  not  endorsed  by  State  organi- 
zer or  State  Member,  said  State  or  provin- 
cial association  is  to  receive  a  rebate  of  Two 
Dollars  ($2.00)  on  all  such  applications." 

Motion  adopted  unanimously. 

O.  L.  McCord,  Peoria,  111.,  was  re-elect- 
ed Election  Commissioner  without  oppo- 
sition. 

Resolution  Specially  Favoring  the  Use  of 
the  Score  Card  at  Poultry  Exhibitions 

The  following  resolution,  as  presented 
by  Mr.  Curtis,  was  adopted  by  unanimous 
vote: 

"Resolution  relating  to  a  more  general  use 
of  the  official  p>;?e  card  of  the  A.  P.  A.,  at 
exhibitions  held  under  the  show  rules  of  this 
organization : 

"WHEREAS,  It  is  believed  that  it  will  be 
for  the  benefit  of  poultry  judges,  poultry  ex- 
hibitors and  the  general  public  to  have  a 
much  larger  number  of  poultry  shows  or  poul- 
try exhibitions  judged  by  the  official  score 
card  of  this  Association,  as  same  is  published 
on  Page  34  of  the  1915  edition  of  the  Ameri- 
can Standard  of  Perfection ;  be  it  therefore 

"RESOLVED,  that  this  Association  in  con- 
vention assembled  at  San  Francisco,  Califor- 
nia, November  19,  1915,  hereby  expresses  its 
strong  approval  of  the  use  of  the  official 
score  card  of  the  A.  P.  A.  at  a  great  majority 
of  the  poultry  shows  or  exhibitions  held 
annually  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  large,  sweep- 
stake shows  that  as  a  rule  are  patronized 
mainly  by  experienced  or  professional  poul- 
trymen.

Resolution  Providing  for  Examining 

Board  of  Licensing  Judges 

C.  D.  McClasky,  Topeka,  Kansas,  on 
two  or  three  occasions  during  the  con- 
vention, raised  the  question  of  some  bet- 
ter plan  for  examining  judges  of  poultry, 
under  a  proper  application  of  the  Ameri- 
can Standard  of  Perfection.  The  outcome 
was  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
five  to  confer  and  report.  At  a  late  ses- 
sion of  the  convention  this  committee 
presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

"WHEREAS,  The  present  system  of 
granting  Judges'  licenses  is  unsatisfactory  to 
a  great  majority  of  the  judges  and  to  officers 
and  members  of  this  Association ;  be  it  there- 
fore 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  standing  committee 
on  Standards  be  made  an  Examining  Board 
with  full  power  to  examine  all  applicants  and 
to  recommend  the  granting  of  licenses  or  the 
rejection  of  applicants  as  said  Board  may 
deem  best  in  the  interests  of  this  Associa- 
tion, the  poultry  fraternity  and  the  applicants 
themselves;  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  that  each  member  of  the 
Examining  Board  is  vested  with  the  power 
to  appoint  at  each  American  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation state  show  and  any  other  important 
show,  two  licensed  judges  who  have  officiat- 
ed at  not  less  than  three  shows,  held  under 
American  Poultry  Association  show  rules, 
during  each  year  for  at  least  three  years 
previous  to  such  appointment,  to  conduct  an 
examination  of  any  applicant  for  license  who 
may  appear  before  them;  the  judges  so  ap- 
pointed to  conduct  the  examination  by  the 
score  card  method  of  judging  and  to  report 
in  detail,  together  with  recommendations,  to 
the  Examining  Board  for  such  action  as  said 
Board  may  see  fit  to  take  in  the  interests 
of  all  parties  concerned ;  the  judges  conduct- 
ing such  examinations  are  each  to  receive 
the  regular  per  diem  of  the  standing  commit- 
tee on  Standards'  members  while  engaged  in 
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conducting  the  examinations,  said  sum  to  be 
paid  by  the  American  Poultry  Association. 
The  Examining  Board  is  to  meet  each  year 
at  the  convention  of  the  American  Poultry 
Association ;  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  That  any  additional  neces- 
sary expenses  incurred  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Standards  while  sitting  as  an  exam- 
ining board  on  the  granting  of  judges' 
licenses,  together  with  the  regular  per  diem 


allowed  the  members  of  said  committee,  shall 
be  met  by  the  American  Poultry  Association ; 
that  in  order  to  assist  in  paying  said  expen- 
ses the  application  fee  for  judges'  licenses 
shall  be  Twenty-five  Dollars  (25.)  ;be 
it  further 

'  'Resolved,  That  it  is  the  intention  to  make 
it  convenient  for  applicants  to  be  examined, 
by  providing  that  each  member  of  the  exam- 
ining board  has  power  to  arrange  for  the 
examination  of  any  applicant;  and,  further, 
any  applicant  is  to  have  the  privilege  of  ap- 
pearing before  the  Board  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing for  examination,  in  which  event  no  other 
examination  is  necessary. 

"This  resolution  effecting,  as  it  does,  the 
Constitution  of  the  American  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation, the  Secretary  is  to  make  the  required 
advance  announcement,  as  provided  by  the 
constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  Association.

The  inauguration  of  new  officers  took 
place  Friday  forenoon,  November  19th, 
one  day  late,  as  per  the  printed  program.

However,  Mr.  Byce  thought 
there  was  room  for  improvement;  there- 
fore he  moved  that  a  regulation  ceremon- 
ial for  the  induction  of  new  men  into 
office  be  formulated  and  adopted.  Motion 
carried  without  opposition. 

At  this,  the  last  session  of  the  conven- 
tion, President  Richards,  as  chairman, 
announced  the  re-election  of  U.  R.  Fishel, 
Hope,  Ind.,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Associa- 
tion ;  also  the  appointment  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  the  following  standing 
committees :

Report  of  Committee  on  "Ways  and 
Means  of  Organization 

This  committee,  on  adjournment  of 
the  Convention  Thursday  afternoon,  met 
with  the  committee  on  Judiciary,  and  as 
a  result  of  an  earnest  consideration  of 
the  work  entrusted  to  it,  submitted  the 
following  report,  which  was  adopted 
unanimously : 

We,  the  committee  on  ways  and  means  of 
organization,  after  due  deliberation,  submit 
the  following  recommendations  for  State  and 
provincial  organizations : — 

'  'We  believe  that  there  should  be  a  uni- 
formn  plan  for  use  in  the  different  States 
and  provinces,  having  organizations  affiliated 
with  the  American  Poultry  Association. 

FIRST,  we  reccommend  that  a  uniform 
name  be  adopted  by  all  such  States  and 
provinces,  to  be  as  follows, — Poultry  Breed- 
ers' Association. 

SECOND,  that  the  American  Poultry  As- 
sociation recognize  only  one  organization  in 
each  State  and  province  and  that  such 
organization  must  use  the  name, — Poultry 
Breeders'  Association. 

We  recommend  that  in  addition  to  the 
regularly  elected  State  and  provincial  officers, 
the  State  or  provincial  President  shall  ap- 
point a  State  or  provincial  organizer,  who 
shall  be  the  official  organizer  for  the  State 
or  provincial  Association  and  for  the  Ameri- 
can Poultry  Association,  and  whose  appoint- 
ment shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  American  Poultry  Association,  the  state 
or  provincial  President  to  have  power  to  re- 
move such  officer  at  his  discretion  for  non- 
performance of  duties. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  official  or- 
ganizer to  appoint  deputy  organizers  in  each 


County,  such  appointments  to  be  approved  by 
the  state  or  provincial  President.  Each  or- 
ganizer shall  give  bond  in  amount  to  be  ap- 
proved by  Finance  Committee. 

The  membership  fee  to  the  State  Associa- 
tion to  be  not  less  than  50  cents1  per  year, 
and  such  further  local  fees  as  shall  be  deemed 
advisable  by  local  associations  respectively. 

For  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
the  state  or  provincial  organizer  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  fees  provided  for  by  the 
American  Poultry  Association  receive 
thirty  per  cent.  (30%)  of  the  annual  fees 
paid  to  state  or  provincial  Associations  com- 
ing through  his  office.  We  further  recom- 
mend that  the  state  or  provincial  organizer 
allow  the  deputy  organizer  a  satisfactory 
compensation  on  all  applications  turned  in 
by  said  deputy. 

We  recommend  that  all  state  and  local 
organizers  use  -all  diligent  efforts  when  or- 
ganizing new  associations  to  have  them  be- 
come associate  members  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association  for  reasons,  as  follows: — - 
The  competing  for  medals  and  diplomas 
offered  by  the  Association ;  wholesale  prices 
on  all  Standards  and  other  publications,  also 
on  show  supplies  from  which  considerable 
profit  may  be  realized  and  the  competing  of 
individual  Life  Members  for  the  American 
Poultry  Association  medals  and  diplomas. 

State  and  provincial  secretaries  are  re- 
quested to  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  parent 
body  of  matters  of  importance  to  the  poultry 
industry  happening  within  their  respective 
States  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association  give  all  possible  pub- 
licity to  such  matters  that  may  be  of  bene- 
fit to  other  states  and  provinces. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  American 
Poultry  Association  adopt  a  resolution  en- 
dorsing uniform  action  so  far  as  possible  in 
the  several  states  and  provinces  providing  for 
needed  funds  for  promting  the  poultry  in- 
dustry.

Directors  of  the  Exposition  for  the  en- 
joyable entertainment  features.  A  re- 
ception and  dance  was  held  at  the  Con- 
vention hall  at  the  Inside  Inn  and  several 
of  the  "Zone"  concessions  gave  free  ad- 
mission to  A.  P.  A.  members  and  visi- 
tors. However,  the  great  Fair  itself  fur- 
nished a  captivating  variety  of  enter- 
tainment, so  much  so  that  it  was  hard 
work  indeed  for  even  the  more  earnest 
members  of  the  Association  and  Execu- 
tive Board  to  attend  the  meetings  regu- 
larly and  discharge  the  duties  at  hand. 
Nevertheless,  a  large  amount  of  important 
work  was  done  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
annual  meeting  will  prove  to  be  one  of 
the  most  valuable  held  in  the  history  of 
the  organization. 

Several  invitations  were  received  for 
the  next  convention,  prominent  among 
the  number  being  those  from  Cleveland 
and  Cincinnati.  Frank  C.  Stier,  presi- 
dent of  the  Ohio  State  Member,  present- 
ed the  claims  and  advantages  of  his  home 
city,  Cleveland,  and  a  good  speaker  from 
Cincinnati  rendered  the  same  services  for 
big  town  on  the  river  to  the  southward. 
Said  he:  "But  if  Cincinnati  is  not  to 
get  it,  then  we  ask  that  our  sister  city 
be  given  the  honor  of  welcoming  you  next 
August  to  the  Buckeye  State  and  to  en- 
tertain you  in  regal  Ohio  style."  (Ap- 
plause ) 

On  motion  the  Convention  stood  ad- 
juorned  sine  die;  Friday,  3:30  P.  M. 
November  19,  1915. 


THE  FIRST  EXHIBIT  OF  THE  POULTRY  DEPARTMENT  OF  MANITOBA 
AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE 

This  exhibit  was  put  to  work  within  two  months  after  the  organization  of  the  Poultry 
Department.  Prof.  M.  C.  Herner,  in  charge  of  Department,  is  shown  at  the  left. 
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so  to  speak,  the  scalps  at  the  belts  of 
the  three  principal  contestants  were  as 
follows :  Dr.  LeGear,  second  and  sixth 
cocks;  first,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  hens; 
second  and  fifth  cockerels;  first,  third 
'ind  fifth  pullets  and  first  and  fourth  pens. 
U.  R.  Fishel,  fifth  cock,  second  hen ;  first, 
fourth  and  sixth  cockerels,  second,  fourth 
and  seventh  pullets  and  second  and 
eighth  pens.  In  this  class  there  were 
24  cocks,  38  hens,  45  cockerels,  46  pul- 
lets and  20  exhibition  pens.  Two  or 
three  good  strings  were  entered  by  ex- 
perienced fancier  breeders  who  did  not 
win  a  prize;  their  birds  simply  were 
outclassed. 

At  this  exhibition  the  American  Buff 
Plymouth  Rock  Club  "held  its  annual  Club 
meeting.  That  fact  called  out  a  large 
class  for  the  variety  consisting  of  18 
cocks,  23  hens,  22  cockerels,  31  pullets 
and  5  pens.  C.  R.  Baker,  Abilene,  Kan- 
sas, had  much  the  best  of  it,  winning 
as  follows:  Cocks,  first,  third,  sixth  and 
seventh ;  hens,  second,  third  and  seventh ; 
cockerels,  third,  fifth,  sixth  and  eighth; 
pullets,  first,  second,  fourth  fifth  and 
sixth.  No  pens  were  entered  by  him. 
This  was  the  first  time  we  had  seen  an 
exhibit  of  Mr.  Baker's  Buff  Rocks  and 
we  congratulate  him  on  their  genuine 
excellence.  As  we  recall  it  every  bird 
entered  by  him  had  clear,  clean,  solid 
buff  wings  and  the  main  tail  feathers 
of  several  of  them  had  precious  little 
black  or  chestnut  in  them.  Their  sur- 
face color  was  rich  and  uniform  and 
every  winner  possessed  true  Rock  type, 
with  refined  head  points  and  well  colored 
legs  of  good  bone,  set  well  apart.  Mr. 
Baker  does  not  have  to  ask  favors  when 
it  comes  to  the  ownership  and  exhibi- 
tion of  high-class  Buff  Rocks.  United 
Farms,  Hope,  Ind.,  recently  bought  out 
A.  L.  Weckler,  Bunker  Hill,  Ind.,  and 
the  line-bred  birds  of  his  production  here 
won  fifth  cock,  fourth  hen  and  second 
pen.  The  Buff  Rocks  that  won  prizes  at 
this  show  were  good  enough  to  get  into 
the  ribbons  at  any  high  class  exhibition. 
T.  B.  Elliott,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  entered 
four  birds,  two  hens  and  a  cockerel  and 
won  fifth  prize  on  hen.  W.  S.  Robinson, 
Fayette,  Mo.,  secretary  of  the  American 
Buff  Rock  Club,  was  in  charge  of  the 
Missouri  car  of  poultry  and  took  much 
interest  in  the  exhibit  of  Buff  Rocks. 

Jas.  H.  Taylor,  Woodstock,  111.,  sent 
five  of  his  quality  Columbian  Plymouth 
Rocks  and  secured  four  firsts  and  one 
second  in  the  open  classes. 

John  S.  Pennington,  Plainfield,  111., 
was  among  the  chief  winners  in  Golden 
Wyandottes,  showing  some  fine  birds. 
In  this  class  he  won  as  follows:  first 
cock,  third  and  sixth  hens,  second  cock- 
erel, second  pullet  and  second  pen.  Com- 
peting with  bim,  for  example,  was  Chas. 
McClave,  the  well  known  poultry  judge, 
who  has  been  breeding  Golden  Wyandot- 
tes since  the  Year  One  or  before  that 
date. 

The  Silver  Wyandottes  were  a  strong 
class,  both  in  numbers  and  quality  com- 
paratively speaking.  As  usual,  A.  and 
E.  Tarbox,  Yorkville,  111.,  long  time 
breeders  of  this  difficult  but  popular 
variety,  had  rather  the  best  of  it,  win- 


ing as  follows,  in  strong  competition: 
First  and  third  cocks,  second  and  third 
hens,  second  and  third  cockerels,  third 
and  sixth  pullets  and  second  pen.  Henry 
Steinmesch,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  made  a  small 
entry  and  won  sixth  hen  and  eighth  pul- 
let. All  the  winners  in  this  class  were 
truly  choice  birds. 

Keen  competition  ruled  in  the  White 
Wyandotte  alley.  Here  J.  C.  Fishel  & 
Son,  Hope,  Ind.,  fought  hard  for  every 
prize  they  won  and  at  the  end  of  the 
fight  they  had  rather  the  best  of  it,  win- 
ning as  follows:  cocks,  second,  fourth 
and  fifth ;  hen,  first ;  cockerel  second  and 
sixth;  pullets  fourth ;  exhibition  pens  sec- 
ond, fifth  and  sixth.  The  White  Wyan- 
dotte Hen  that  won  first — the  property 
of  J.  C.  Fishel  &  Son,  was  the  cham- 
pionship female  of  the  class.  Needless 
to  say  that  the  birds  which  secured  rib- 
bons were  of  choice  quality  every  one  of 
them. 

L.  Cook,  Oakville,  Iowa,  originator  of 
the  Speckled  Wyandottes,  showed  four 
specimens,  a  cock,  hen,  cockerel  and  pul- 
let and  won  first  in  each  case.  On  ac- 
count of  the  newness  of  this  variety 
there  was  no  competition.  These  birds 
are  attractive  in  appearance  and  Mr. 
Cook  is  pushing  them  into  popularity. 
An  unusual  number  of  new  varities  were 
exhibited  at  the  Panama-Pacific  show,  a 
larger  number  by  far  than  the  writer 
ever  before  has  seen  at  one  exhibition. 
Some  of  these  new  varieties  will  win  out 
and  Mr.  Cook  is  strong  in  the  belief 
that  he  has  picked  "a  winner."  Later  on 
we  hope  to  illustrate  his  Speckled 
Wyandottes  in  these  columns. 

Probably  to  the  surprise  of  all — except 
the  "Red"  enthusiasts — -the  Rhode  Island 
Reds  furnished  the  largest  class  at  this 
great  exhibition.  Interested  readers  will 
have  noted  that  there  were  297  S.  C. 
Rhode  Island  Reds  in  competition,  as 
compared  with  253  White  Plymouth 
Rocks,  251  S.  C.  White  Leghorns,  228 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  220  White 
Orpingtons,  163  S.  C.  Black  Minorcas, 
147  Buff  Orpingtons  and  146  White 
Wyandottes.  And  the  quality  was  there, 
too — quality  to  burn.  Eight  ribbons  were 
given  at  this  show  and  every  person  who 
secured  one  of  them  in  this  class  EARN- 
ED IT.   Of  this  there  need  be  no  doubt. 

In  Single  Comb  Reds  the  prizes  were 
much  split  up,  though  A.  P.  W.  adver- 
tisers fared  well  indeed.  Mirimiehi 
Poultry  Farm,  W.  H.  Saart,  proprietor, 
Foxboro,  Mass.,  did  specially  well,  so  it 
seemed  to  us.  This  farm  entered  one 
cock,  one  hen,  two  cockerels,  two  pullets 
and  one  exhibition  yard.  On  these  en- 
tries Mr.  Saart's  truly  choice  birds  won 
first  cock,  seventh  hen,  first  and  second 
pullets  and  third  exhibition  pen.  For 
birds  that  were  shipped  from  Massachu- 
setts, a  distance  of  3500  miles  to  far- 
away San  Francisco,  this  was  "going 
some."  Moreover,  the  birds  were  extra 
strong  and  vigorous.  We  shall  have  more 
to  say  about  them  in  next  month's  issue, 
when  further  space  is  available. 

Houck  and  Alt,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  en- 
tered two  fowls,  a  cockerel  and  pullet, 
and  in  a  class  of  64  won  second  cockerel. 
Their  pullet  entry  won  6th.  Childs  & 
Co.,  Mount  Sterling,  Ky.,  got  into  the 
winning,  though  the  quality  was  heart 
breaking.  They  entered  one  hen,  two 
cockerels  and  a  pullet  and  won  fourth 
hen  and  sixth  cockerel.   All  four  of  these 


birds  were  of  fine  quility,  showing  type, 
color  and  vigor.  C.  P.  Scott,  Peoria, 
111.,  also  was  there  "with  the  goods"  in 
Single  Combs.  Mr.  Scott  entered  two 
hens,  two  pullets  and  three  pens 
On  these  he  won  fifth  hen,  fourth  and 
eighth  pullets  and  first,  second  and  sev- 
enth pens.  The  first  pen  was  sold  for 
$200.00  before  the  judging  was  done. 
Later,  the  same  pen  was  sold  for  $350.00 
to  a  Pacific  Coast  Red  breeder. 

In  Rose  comb  Rhode  Island  Reds,  a 
numerous  and  strong  class  for  this  va- 
riety, Dr.  C.  R.  Watson,  Miller,  Nebr.,  had 
much  the  best  of  it,  winning  as  follows; 
with  extra  choice,  line-bred  specimens: 
first  and  second  cocks;  first,  second  and 
fifth  hens;  first  cockerel;  first  and  third 
pullets  and  first  and  fourth  pens.  His 
strongest  competitor  was  the  United 
Farms,  Hope,  Ind.,  which  won  third  and 
fifth  cocks,  seventh  hen,  fourth  and  fifth  \ 
cockerels,  sixth  and  eight  pullets  and 
fifth  pen.  The  other  prizes  were  well 
divided  among  several  Red  boosters.  W. 
H.  Card,  secretary  Rhode  Island  Red 
Club  of  America,  was  one  of  the  judges 
of  the  Reds  at  'Frisco  and  he  spoke  of 
the  two  classes  in  terms  of  high  praise. 
In  next  month's  issue  we  shall  have  room 
to  quote  some  of  his  interesting  and  help- 
ful remarks. 

At  this  show  we  saw  the  best  Buckeyes 
we  ever  have  seen.  As  now  bred  they  are 
a  distinct  breed — no  doubt  about  it.  In 
looking  them  over  we  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  listen  to  the  comments  of  Mr. 
Card,  who  had  just  been  telling  us  about 
the  good  points  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Reds,  both  varieties.  The  Buckeyes  are 
brown  or  mahogany  in  color  in  place  of 
a  deep  or  brilliant  red.  In  type  they 
are  "gamey."  They  have  pea  combs  and 
show  the  presence  of  Cornish  blood. 
There  is  a  strong  suggestion  of  the  Corn- 
ish shape,  together  with  the  broad  back 
and  full,  meaty  breast.  E.  C.  Mahon, 
Norwood,  Tenn.,  is  a  leader,  if  not  "the" 
leader,  in  the  production  of  a  high  class 
Buckeyes  of  Standard  or  exhibition  qual- 
ity. At  this  show  he  had  by  far  the 
best  of  it,  winning  as  follows:  cocks,  first, 
second  and  fifth ;  hens,  first  second,  third 
and  fifth;  cockerels,  first  and  second;  pul- 
lets, second,  third,  fifth  and  sixth,  and 
first  pen.  Admitted  to  the  Standard  of 
Perfection  eight  or  ten  years  ago  and 
creditably  illustrated  in  the  1915  edition, 
this  new  American  breed  has  come  to 
stay — of  this  there  is  no  room  for  doubt. 
A.  P.  W.  predicts  for  them  an  increase 
in  popularity  from  this  time  on. 

The  display  of  Light  Brahmas  should 
be  an  encouragement  to  the  men  who  are 
working  hard  to  rivive  the  old  time  in- 
terest in  this  grand  breed.  At  San  Fran- 
cisco there  were  numerous  good  birds,  a 
number  of  them  being  shown  by  Pacific 
Coast  breeders.  F.  P.  Johnson  and  E.  W. 
Rankin  showed  choice  birds  and  captured 
their  full  share  of  the  coveted  ribbons. 

In  Black  Langshans  a  comparatively 
large  class,  old  reliable  L.  E.  Meyer, 
Bowling  Green,  Mo.,  entered  two  cocks, 
one  hen  and  one  pullet  on  which  he  was 
awarded  third  and  fifth  cocks  and  fifth 
hen,  in  strong  competition.  The  other 
prizes  were  well  cut  up,  most  of  them 
going  to  Pacific  Coast  breeders. 
Pacific  Coast  Extra  Strong  in  Leghorns, 
Minorcas,  etc. 

The  Pacific  Coast  undoubtedly  is  re- 
markably strong  in  the  Mediterranean 
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class,  all  breeds  and  varieties.  This 
was  proven  at  San  Francisco  beyond  any 
room  for  doubt,  in  S.  C.  Black  Minorcas, 
S.  C.  White  and  Brown  Leghorns  and 
White  Faced  Black  Spanish.  As  a  mat- 
ter-of-fact, it  is  doubful  if  any  better — 
or  as  good — S.  C.  Black  Minorcas,  S.  C. 
Brown  Leghorns  and  White-faced  Black 
Spanish  are  to  be  found  anywhere  than 
these  bred  in  line  by  Coast  fanciers, 
whereas  it  develops  that  there  is  a  line 
bred  strain  of  S.  C.  White  Leghorns  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  that  furnished  "the 
surprise"  of  this  show,  also  to  Frank- 
lane,  L.  Sewell,  poultry  artist,  and  to  the 
editor  of  this  journal.  We  refer  to  the 
White  Leghorns  bred,  owned  and  exhibit- 
ed by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  B.  Martin,  Down- 
ey, California.  More  about  these  Leg- 
horns later  on  in  this  report. 

As  for  the  S.  C.  Black  Minorcas  bred 
by  J.  V.  McConnell,  Garden  Grove,  Cali- 
fornia, if  any  better  ones  are  produced  in 
this  country  north,  south,  east  or  west 
we  do  know  of  it.  Other  and  more  com- 
petent judges  are  of  the  same  opinion  or 
belief.  At  this  "exhibition,  in  truly 
strong  competition,  Mr.  McConnell  won 
as  follows:  Cocks,  first,  second,  fourth, 
sixth  and  seventh;  hens  third,  fourth 
and  eight;  cockerels,  first,  second,  fourth, 
and  fifth,  pullets,  first,  second  and  third ; 
pens,  second.  Mr.  McConnell  did  not  have 
the  only  good  birds  in  the  line,  but  he 
had  a  strong  majority  of  them.  In  a 
later  issue  we  shall  have  more  to  say 
about  these  Black  Minorcas. 

Here  is  another  line-bred  strain  that 
represents  close  selection  and  intelligent 
breeding,  extending  backward  over  a 
considerable  period  of  time.  There  is  no 
other  way  to  do  it !  It  is  either  a  case 
of  doing  it  yourself  or  of  "buying  into" 
an  established  strain  and  then  knowing 
how  to  conserve  and  improve  the  line- 
bred  individuals  placed  in  your  charge. 
Writer  is  to  visit  Los  Angeles  before  re- 
turning east  and  here  proposes  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  learn  all 
he  can  for  A.  P.  W.  readers  from  such 
foremost  specialty  breeders  as  Mr.  Mc- 
Connell, Robert  A.  Rowan,  J.  C.  Williams 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin.    They  "know

production  of  high  class  Standard-bred 
fowl  in  profitable  percentages  year  after 
year — or  generation  after  generation. 

J.  C.  Williams,  now  senior  member  of 
the  firm  of  William  Bros.,  of  Fullerton, 
California,  is  not  unknown  to  readers  ot 
A.  P.  W.  As  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
Williams  Bros.  &  Brace,  he  has  been  one 
of  the  long  time  advertisers  of  these 
columns.  Lately  Mr.  Brace  died,  hence 
the  firm  is  now  known  as  William,  Bros. 
For  more  than  twetnty  years  J.  C.  Wil- 
liams has  been  breeding  S.  C.  Brown  Leg- 
horns. On  several  occasions  he  has  ship- 
ped birds  of  this  variety  all  the  way 
from  California  to  Madison  Square  Gar- 


den, New  York  City,  and  has  won  his 
share  of  the  prizes  despite  the  long  dis- 
tance. For  example,  at  the  last  Garden 
show,  February  1915,  his  S.  C.  Brown 
Leghorns  won  first,  second,  third  and 
fifth  cocks;  first  pullet  and  first  ex- 
hibition pen;  also  the  gold  special  lor 
best  display.  This  was  the  third  time 
in  succession  that  one  of  his  cock  birds 
won  first  at  the  Garden. 

Positively  all  birds  shown  by  Wil- 
liams Bros,  are  bred  by  them.  At  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  in  good  sized 
classes  they  won  as  follows:  cocks,  first, 
second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth;  hens, 
first,  second,  third,  fifth  and  seventh ; 
cockerels,  first  second  and  third;  pullets, 
second,  third  and  eight;  pens,  first  and 
second.  This  strain  has  been  bred  for 
twenty-six  years.  It  has  been  strictly 
line-bred  during  the  last  fourteen  years. 
Williams  Bros,  aim  to  produce  about  600 
birds  each  year.  They  ship  into  every 
state  in  the  Union.  Last  season  they 
shipped  to  every  state  excepting  Vermont 
and  Maine.  During  show  week  at  'Frisco 
they  received  orders  from  Kentucky,  Ohio, 
Virginia  and  Ontario,  Canada.  These 
orders  were  shown  to  us. 

Until  the  writer  reached  San  Francisco 
and  had  his  attention  called  in  particular 
to  the  remarkable  exhibit  of  S.  C.  White 
Leghorns  made  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  B. 
Martin,  Downey,  California,  we  supposed 
that  there  was  only  one  strictly  high 
class,  established  strain  of  this  variety 
in  North  America,  but  were  mistaken. 
These  birds,  the  entire  line  bred  flock, 
were  purchased  five  years  ago  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Martin  from  J.  C.  Williams 
of  the  firm  of  Williams  Bros.,  Fullerton, 
California.  For  eighteen  years  previous 
to  that  sale  not  a  drop  of  new  blood  from 
any  source,  west  or  east,  had  been  in- 
troduced into  this  strain  by  Mr.  Wil- 
liams. Since  they  passed  into  the  hands 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin  the  same  ex- 
clusive plan  has  been  followed.  In  other 
words,  during  a  period  of  between  22  and 
23  years  not  a  drop  of  foreign  blood  has 
been  allowed  to  reach  the  veins  of  this 
line-bred  strain  of  high  class  Standard- 
bred  single  comb  White  Leghorns.

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And  they  are  truly  beautiful  birds! 
Outside  of  the  product  of  one  breeder, 
who  exhibits  annually  at  Madison  Square 
Garden,  we  never  have  seen  their  equal. 
They  tell  their  own  story — the  story  of 
intelligent,  persistent  line-breeding  and 
of  fond,  we  might  say,  affectionate  care. 
J.  C.  Williams  is  a  natural  poultryman. 
Undoubtedly  he  would  rather  work  with 
his  fine  birds  than  to  do  anything  else. 
The  same  appears  to  be  true  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Martin — especially  Mrs.  Martin.

On  26  entries  the  Martins  won  twenty- 
three  prizes — and  there  were  numerous 
other  good  birds  in  the  large  display.  As 
indicating  the  keen  competition  in  this 
class  we  need  only  to  refer  to  the  fact 
that  Eugene  C.  Smith,  Aurora,  111.,  enter- 
ed two  cocks,  two  hens,  six  cockerels,  six 
pullets  and  an  exhibition  yard  on  which 
he  won,  fifth  hen,  sixth  and  eighth  cock- 
erels, second,  fourth  and  seventh  pullets 
and  second  pen.  "Back  east"  Mr.  Smith's 
birds  rank  high  in  comparative  quality. 
Those  he  showed  at  Frisco  were  excellent, 
but  it  required  practically  perfect  birds 
to  defeat  the  wonderful  specimens  placed 
in  the  line  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin. 

Doubtless  it  can  be  said  without  fear  of 
successful  contradiction  that  the  best 
White  Faced  Black  Spanish  in  North 
America,  if  not  in  the  entire  world,  are 
bred  on  the  Pacific-Coast.  This  wonderful 
flock  or  strain  is  owned  by  E.  A.  Rowan, 
offices  200  Title  Insurance  Building,  Los 
Angeles,  California.  Mr.  Rowan  owns  a 
country  place  in  a  fertile  valley  near  Los 
Angeles  where  he  breeds  the  Black  Span- 
ish as  a  hobby,  for  outdoor  recreation 
and  because  he  is  fond  of  them.  His 
strain  is  long-established  and  specimens 
that  were  produced  by  him  years  ago 
fairly  "distanced"  the  best  products  of 
other  strains  years  ago.  Having  accom- 
plished this,  Mr.  Rowan  sent  to  Europe 
for  the  best  specimens  money  would  buy 
and  later  found  himself  in  a  position  to 
excel  even  these  birds,  doing  so  through 
his  own  strain.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  has  shipped  good  sized  strings  to  the 
largest  eastern  shows — to  Madison 
Square  Garden,  to  Boston  and  Chicago 
where  he  has  won  practically  all  the  first 
prizes,  competition  being  open  to  the 
world.  At  the  Panama-Pacific  Poultry 
show  there  was  not  much  competition  in 
White  Faced  Black  Spanish,  but  if  there 
had  been  the  results  would  have  been  sub- 
stantially the  same,  in  all  probability. 
With  one  exception  (third  on  pullet)  Mr. 


Rowan  won  every  prize,  for  which  he 
competed. 

Prominent  winners  in  the  Sussex  aisle 
were  Robert  Essex  &  Son,  Fruitland,  On- 
tario, Canada,  and  Gensemer  Bros.,  Cres- 
ton,  Ohio.  Messrs.  Essex  &  Son  exhibited 
the  Speckled  variety  only — their  special- 
ty— and  won  as  follows:  Cocks,  second, 
third;  hens,  second,  fourth;  cockerels, 
first,  fourth;  pullets,  second;  pens,  first 
and  second.  Every  prize-winner  among 
the  Speckled  Sussex  at  this  show  was  a 
choice  bird,  well  worthy  to  win  the  rib- 
bons in  strong,  competition  anywhere.  In 
Speckled  Sussex,  Messrs.  Gensemer  Bros., 
won  first  cock,  third  and  fifth  hens, 
second  and  third  cockerels,  first  and  third 
pullets,  and  fourth  pen.  In  Red  Sussex 
they  won  first  and  second  cocks,  first 
and  second  hens,  first  and  second  pullets 
and  first  pen,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  there  were  several  other  exhibitors. 
In  Light  Sussex  they  won  third  cock 
and  "first  cockerel.  No  pens  of  this  va- 
riety were  entered  by  them. 

In  Silver  Campines  Messrs.  Gensemer 
Bros.,  entered  two  cockerels,  two  pullets 
and  an  exhibition  pen,  on  which  they 
won,  in  strong  competition,  first  and 
sixth  cockerels,  seventh  pullet  and  first 
pen.  Stephen  V.  R.  Martling,  proprietor 
of  Martling  Hennery,  Ridgefield,  N.  J., 
sent  twenty-seven  entries  all  the  way 
from  the  Atlantic  Coast.  These  birds  were 
shown  by  previous  arrangement  under 
the  name  of  Martling  &  Hance  and  taking 
into  consideration  their  long  journey  they 
made  a  wonderful  record  as  follows: 
Fourth  and  eight  cock;  second,  fourth, 
fifth  and  seventh  cockerels;  first 
second  and  fifth  pullet  and  third  pen  in 
Silver  Campines  and  third  cock  and 
second  pen  in  Goldens.  In  Golden  Cam- 
pines Messrs.  Gensemer  Bros.,  entered 
two  cockerels,  two  pullets  and  one  pen 
on  which  they  won  second  and  fourth 
cockerels,  second  and  third  pullets  and 
fourth  pen.  The  quality  in  both  Silver 
and  Golden  Campines  was  good. 

At  this  show  we  had  an  opportunity 
to  see  the  Rose  Comb  Black  Rhinelanders, 
as  bred  by  A.  Schwartz,  Burlingame, 
California,  an  importer  of  this  German 
breed,  also  originator  of  the  Barred 
Minorcas.  Mr.  Schwartz  has  been  breed- 
ing Rhinelanders  four  years.  They  were 
a  new  breed  in  Germany  ten  or  twelve 
years  ago.  At  present  he  has  about  two 
hundred  select  birds.  They  have  proved 
to  be  exceptional  layers,  trap-nest  records 
ranging  up  to  264  eggs  in  three  hundred 
and  sixty-five  consecutive  days.  The 
Rhinelanders  are  a  rose  comb  black 
plumaged  fowl,  somewhat  larger  than  our 
Leghorns.  At  the  Panama-Pacific  show 
Mr.  Schwartz  won  the  following  prizes: 
Third  cock,  first  hen,  first  cockerel,  first 
second  and  third  pullets,  and  first  and 
second  pens— or  four  out  of  a  possible 
five  firsts. 

George  Beuoy,  Cedarvale,  Kansas,  "the 
capon  man,"  was  at  the  Fair  and  on  the 
job  every  minute.  In  Capons,  consisting 
of  several  popular  varieties,  he  had  it 
all  his  own  way,  except  in  the  case  of 
one  remarkable  bird  of  this  kind,  a 
speckled  Sussex,  a  fourteen  months  old 
bird  that  weighed  fourteen  pounds  with- 
out special  feeding  or  cramming.  Mr. 
Beuoy  came  "loaded  for  bear"  and  bag- 
ged about  all  the  game  he  was  after, 
winning  first  and  second  on  capons  of  the 
following  popular  breeds :  Light  Brahmas,

The 
exhibit  was  worthy  of  an  expert  and  at- 
tracted a  good  deal  of  attention. 

A  Grand  Total  of  More  Then  Five  Hun- 
dred Orpingtons  on  Exhibition 

The  Orpington  exhibit  in  all  varieties 
was  large,  the  quality  ranged  truly  high 
and  these  big  and  showy  birds  command- 
ed much  attention.  Taking  all  classes, 
Buff,  White,  Black,  Blue  and  Partridge, 
there  were  more  than  five  hundred  speci- 
mens on  display.  This  is  proof  enough 
that  the  Orpingtons  are  popular  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  including  British  Colum- 
bia. Additional  to  the  four  varieties  list- 
ed in  the  forepart  of  this  report  there 
were  six  Rose  Comb  Buff  Orpingtons, 
twelve  Partridge  Orpingtons,  fourteen 
Bose  Comb  White  Orpingtons  and  one 
Single  Comb  Bed  Orpington,  whatever 
that  means. 

In  Single  Comb  Black  Orpingtons 
however,  a  central  west  breeder,  the  Blue 
Eibbon  Poultry  Farm,  Carl  J.  Carter, 
proprietor,  Columbus,  Ind.,  ran  up  a  flag 
pole  so  high  that  no  one  could  reach 
the  banner  of  victory  flying  therefrom. 
In  a  good-sized  class,  where  quality  rang- 
ed strong,  the  Blue  Ribbon  Poultry  Farm 
made  thefollowing  clean-up:  First,  second 
and  fourth  cocks;  first  and  second  hens; 
first,  second  and  third  cockerels — only 
three  entered  by  this  farm,  first,  second 
and  third  pullets,  a  straight  walk  on 
the  three  birds  entered,  and  first  and 
second  pens.  This  meant  every  first  com- 
peted for.  As  indicating,  beyond  the 
shadow  of  doubt,  the  high  quality  of 
the  Blue  Ribbon  Farm  Black  Orpingtons. 
Mr.  Carter  was  awarded  the  champion 
gold  medal  for  the  best  cockerel  in  the 
entire  show,  all  breeds  and  all  varie- 
ties competing.  This  medal  was  given  by 
the  American  Poultry  Association  and 
the  chief  triumph  of  the  exhibition.  Mr. 
Carter  reported  that  he  has  about  four 
hundred  good  birds  for  sale. 

At  this  show  we  met  W.  P.  Williams, 
Los  Angeles,  California,  secretary  of  the 
American  Buff  Minorca  Club,  also  §.  0. 
Lindgren,  originator  of  the  Buff  Minor- 
cas.  Both  are  enthusiastic  "boosters"  for 
this  new  variety — and  they  have  good 
cause  for  it,  judging  by  the  fine  speci- 
mens on  display  at  this  exhibition.  Mr. 
Williams  took  an  important  part  in 
having  0.  K.  Hobbs,  of  Kentucky,  sent 
to  the  penitentiary  by  the  U.  S.  Postal 
authorities  for  using  the  mails  for 
fraudulent  purposes  in  the  sale  of  alleg- 
ed Buff  Minorcas.  It  was  a  good  job  and 
Mr.  Williams  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
having  the  "sand"  to  do  it. 

The  Licene  Company,  Pontiac  Build- 
ing, Chicago,  111.,  John  A.  Brinkama, 
manager,  put  their  remidies  to  the  test 
at  this  big  show  by  offering  to  treat  all 
sick  birds  free.  Placards  to  this  effect 
were  tacked  up.  Repeatedly  Mr.  Brink- 
ama was  called  on  to  make  good — and  he 
did  so  without  hesitation.  It  was  a  new 
plan,  so  far  as  our  knowledge  goes,  and 
the  poultrymen  appeared  to  appreciate 
what  was  done  for  them.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  birds  had  suffered  from  their  long 
journeys  and  the  Licene  Company  receiv- 
ed numerous  calls  for  help.  Compliments 
were  paid  Mr.  Brickama,  both  on  his  en- 
terprise and  for  the  effieieny  of  the 
remedies  handed  out. 

Just  how  good  the  sales  were  at  this 
exhibition,  we  do  not  know.  C.  P.  Scott, 


Peoria,  111.,  sold  his  pen  of  R.  C.  I. 
Reds  for  $200.00,  doing  so  by  telegraph, 
before  the  awards  were  placed.  Later  this 
same  pen  was  sold  for  $350.00.  Mr. 
Quisenberry  reported  that  there  seemed 
to  be  an  exceptional  demand  for  bronze 
turkeys — that  all  the  turkeys  of  this 
variety  from  Missouri  (a  considerable 
number)  had  been  sold  and  that  two  ex- 
hibitors of  choice  stock  were  booking- 
orders  for  eggs  at  $2.00  each.  In  closing 
this  report  permit  us  to  add  that  Mr. 
Quisenberry  and  W.  S.  Russell  were  "on 
the  job  every  minute."  Mr.  Quisenberry's 
task  as  practically  sole  Manager  of  the 
big  show  was  not  an  easy  one.  However, 
he  took  things  cooly  and  but  few  com- 
plaints were  heard.  Mr.  Russell  was 
about  the  hall  early  and  late,  offering 
his  services  and  doing  all  he  could  to 
keep  matters  moving  smoothly.  Un- 
doubtedly it  was  a  great  pleasure  to 
Messrs.  Quisenberry  and  Russell  to  see 
the  large  number  of,  familiar  faces  from 
the  central  west  and  eastern  States,  in- 
cluding men  who  for  years  have  been 
active  in  the  affairs  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association.  Moreover,  it  is  cer- 
tain that  both  of  these  men  have  made 
a  host  of  new  friends  among  poultry 
breeders  on  the  Pacific  slope.  This  fact 
was  plainly  shown  in  the  remarkable 
ovation  given  to  Mr.  Quisenberry  when 
he  was  called  on  unexpectedly  to  address 
the  opening  session  of  the  A.  P.  A.  Con- 
vention.

Among  the  well  known  breeders  who 
either  accompanied  their  birds  or  visit- 
ed the  show  during  the  week  were:  F. 
L.  Perkins,  Freeport,  111.;  Cecil  Shep- 
pard,  Berea,  Ohio;  C.  F.  Webster,  E.  H. 
Lichtenwalter,  Girard,  Pa.;  C.  S.  Bab- 
ble, New  Cumberland,  Pa;  C.  D.  Cleve- 
land, Eatontown,  N.  J. ;  W.  M.  Patteson, 
Penn  Yan,  N.  Y. ;  Francis  Riggs,  Balti- 
more, Md. ;  H.  G.  Murphy,  Muncie,  Ind.; 
Harold  Tompkins,  Concord,  Mass.;  C.  F. 
Rankin,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. ;  O.  W.  and  E.  S. 
Aldrich,  Columbus,  Ohio;  John  Martin, 
Port  Dover,  Ont. ;  H.  H.  Coburn,  Mary- 
ville,  Mich.;  John  McKibbin,  Wiloughby, 
Ohio;  V.  H.  Councill,  Warrentown,  Va., 
and  others.

The  exhibit  of  the  poultry  depart- 
ment New  York  State  College  of  Agricul- 
ture, in  chrage  of  W.  F.  Krum,  was  the 
center  of  attraction  for  beginners  and 
the  more  experienced  alike.  The  many 
experiments  now  under  way  at  the  col- 
lege were  described  and  advice  on  feed- 
ing problems  was  eagerly  sought.  The 
college  has  established  a  large  following 
in  the  state  and  much  help  is  being 
given  poultry  raisers  both  large  and 
small. 

The  Classes 
Barred  Rock  exhibitors  paid  M.  F. 
Delano,  Proprietor  of  Owen  Farms,  a 
compliment  in  exhibiting  the  largest  and 
best  class  of  the  variety  that  has  been 
shown  at  a  Buffalo  show.  Mr.  Delano's 
system  in  judging  Barred  Rocks  at  Buf- 
falo and  showing  the  color  qualities  of 
each  specimen  made  an  instant  "hit". 
When  handling  each  specimen  he  remov- 
ed an  average  feather  from  the  back  sec- 
tion and  placed  it  on  the.  card  showing 
coop  number  where  exhibitors  and  visi- 
tors could  see  for  themselves  just  the 
quality  of  barring  possessed  by  each 
bird. 

L.  B.  Resseguie,  Millers,  N.  Y.,  cap- 
tured the  "Lion's  share"  of_the  prizes  in- 
cluding first  '  cockerel  and  first  pullet. 
His  winning  cockerel  was  an  easy  win- 
ner that  had  splendid  type  and  excellent 
surface  and  undercolor  of  a  medium  blue 
shade.  The  barring  of  the  winning  pullet 
was  quite  even  and  narrow,  and  of  the 
right  shade.  The  quality  of  this  speci- 
men may  be  better  understood  when  it  is 
mentioned  that  she  was  not  in  full  plum- 
age and  still  sho"'->d  a  number  of  chick 
feathers.  Mr.  Resseguie's  full  win  was 
2-4  cock;  2nd  hen;  1-4  cockerel;  1st 
pullet;  second  pen  on  nine  envies  He 
also  won  best  display. 


The  third  prize  cock  belonging  to  Grif- 
fin Cole,  263  Breckenridge  St.,  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  needed  three  weeks  to  be  at  his 
best.  He  was  strong  in  type,  had  a  neat 
low  comb  and  was  evenly  barred. 

J.  W.  Chapman,  Canandaigua,  N.  Y., 
won  first  hen,  first  pullet-bred  cockerel. 
Mr.  Chapman  is  specializing  in  the  pullet 
lines  and  has  a  strong  show  record  be- 
hind his  strain. 

R.  W.  Duryea  of  Erieville,  N.  Y.,  won 
three  of  the  five  awards  in  pullets,  sec- 
ond, third  and  fifth.  Mr.  Duryea  did  not 
enter  any  but  pullets  at  Buffalo.  At  the 
New  York  State  Fair  he  won  first  lien, 
second  cockerel,  fiist  and  fifth  pullet 
and  first  pen  of  young. 

Strong  quality  prevailed  throughout 
the  large  White  Rock  class  that  consisted 
of  110  birds.  Among  the  many  excellent 
specimens  was  the  first  prize  cock  be- 
longing to  Glen  Poultry  Farm,  Fairport, 
N.  Y.,  Judge  A.  0.  Schilling  was  great- 
ly impressed  with  the  type  of  this  bird,  a 
vigorous  specimen  above  Standard  weight 
that  had  a  low  well  set  comb,  a  red  eye 
and  rich  yellow  legs.  Glen  Poultry  Farm's 
complete  winnings  were  first  and  third 
cock ;  third  cockerel ;  fourth  pullet ; 
first  old  pen;  no  young  pens  shown. 

Urban  Farms,  Pine  Ridge,  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  showed  the  winning  cockerel  and 
pullet,  two  grand  specimens  that  were 
well  finished  and  shown  in  excellent  con- 
dition. Urban  Farms  entries  won  on 
White  Rocks,  fifth  cock,  second  hen,  first 
cockerel,  first  pullet,  third  old  pen.

Mr.  Bown  showed  a  splendid  young  pen, 
that  included  four  pullets  and  a  very 
promising  cockerel.  Our  liking  for  this 
pen  was  increased  because .  of  the  splen- 
did surface  color  of  the  females,  free 
from  black  flecking  or  ticking.  The  cock- 
erel too  was  not  as  heavily  marked  as 
some  of  the  recent  Columbian  winners 
have  been.  While  the  new  Standard  calls 
for  some  black  in  the  saddle  of  males, 
there  is  no  reason  why  males  that  have 
an  almost  solid  black  stripe  that  starts 
in  the  feathers  of  the  middle  of  the  back, 
should  win.  Mr.  Bown's  first  prize  hen 
was  the  splendid  specimen  that  won  first 
at  the  New  York  State  Fair  in  Septem- 
ber. Few  Plymouth  Rock  females  of  any 
variety  have  better  shape  than  she, 
and  although  two  years  old  she  was 
strong  in  color  of  wing.  In  addition  to 
Columbian  Rocks,  Mr.  Bown  is  breeding 


Columbian  Leghorns  and  White  Faver- 
olles.  He  had  a  display  pen  of  the  for- 
mer variety  in  the  center  of  the  hall  that 
received     considerable     attention.

In  Single  Combs  1st  cock;  1st  hen;  2nd 
cockerel;  1-4  5  pullet;  3rd  young  pen. 
Mr.  Dutton's  first  prize  Single  Comb  cock 
bird  was  a  remarkable  specimen  for  his 
even  rich  surface  color.  It  is  seldom  that 
we  have  seen  cockerels  that  could  equal 
him  in  this  respect.  Mr.  Dutton's  first 
prize  pullet  is  a  large  well  developed 
even  colored  bird  that  Mr.  Simmons 
awarded  shape  special  to. 

In  R.  C.  Reds,  Mr.  Dutton  won  as 
follows:  1st  cock;  2nd  hen;  5th  cock- 
erel; 2-4  pullet;  2nd  young  pen.  The 
first  prize  cock  in  this  class  like  in  the 
Single  Combs  was  very  rich  and  even  in 
surface  and  in  addition  had  strong  under- 
color, a  good  comb  and  a  green  black 
tail.  Mr.  Dutton  does  not  go  in  for 
quantity,  but  manages  to  raise  two  to 
three  hundred  birds  a  season  and  tries 
to  have  them  strictly  high  quality.  He 
uses  small  matings,  and  knows  the  sires 
and  dams  of  practically  every  bird  that 
he  raises.

C.  E.  Riley,  Ebenezer,  N.  Y.,  made  a 
small  entry  and  with  one  hen  in  the  R. 
C.  Red  class  won  1st.  Mr.  Riley  is  an 
old  time  Rhode  Island  Red  breeder  and 
exhibitor  and  was  DE-lighted  in  carry- 
ing off  the  blue.  His  winner  not  only 
possessed  excellent  color,  but  was  finely 
shaped  and  good  sized. 

Rock  Creek  Poultry  Farm,  Geneseo,  N. 
Y.,  Hugo  Freeze,  Manager,  made  a  small 
entry.  While  not  successful  in  winning 
any  of  the  awards,  their  birds  showed  a 
uniformity  of  type  and  color  that  has 
made  the  Rock  Creek  Strain  the  consis- 
tent winners  in  the  past.  They  are  offer- 
ing for  sale  an  amount  of  adult  birds  and 
a  few  youngsters  at  very  reasonable 
prices  quality  considered. 

Houck  &  Alt,  87  Fuller  St.,  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  had  a  display  cage  containing  four 
pullets  and  a  cockerel  of  their  Llenroc, 
Reds,  that  were  a  center  of  attraction 
for  Red  breeders.  It  is  seldom  that  four 
better  pullets  than  the  females  they  ex- 
hibited are  shown  and  the  cockerel  at  the 
head  was  unusual  for  his  quality.  Of  an 
even  rich  shade  from  head  to  tail  he 
was  brilliant  in  color  thrqughout  and 
finished  with  a  greenish  black  tail.  He 
was  Standard  weight  or  above,  had  a 
long  back  and  body  and  round  full  breast. 
The  four  females  in  the  pen  in  addition 
to  being  very  rich  and  even  in  color 
matched  well  in  both  color  and  shape, 
had  splendid  wing  markings  and  plenty 
of  solid  black  in  tail. 

Black  Langshans  brought  out  good 
quality  class.  MeDonough  &  Bidwell, 
Newark,  N.  Y.,  won  2nd  hen,  2nd 
pullet  and  4th  cock  with  three  entries 
in  this  class.  We  did  not  have  a  visit 
with  Mr.  MeDonough  who  was  present 
on  one  day  during  the  show,  but  under- 
stood that  they  are  well  prepared  with  a 
choice  stock  of  Black  Langshans  and 
Golden  and  Silver  Campines,  both  young 
and  old. 

Urban  Farms,  Pine  Ridge,  N.  Y.,  on 
nine  entries  in  Black  Langshans  won  1st 
old  pen  1st  young  pen;    1-3  cock;  4-5 


hen;  2nd  cockerel;  4-5  pullet.  Urban 
Farms'  Langshans  are  noted  for  their  all 
around  excellence,  type  and  color.  While 
on  a  recent  visit  Mr.  Urban  told  us  that 
of  the  different  varieties  that  he  had 
kept,  none  surpassed  the  Black  Lang- 
shans as  layers  during  the  fall  and  win- 
ter, the  season  when  eggs  are  the  high- 
est. Not  only  that,  but  Mr.  Urban  fur- 
ther told  us  that  the  eggs  were  much 
larger  than  many  other  breeds.  Mr. 
Urban's  first  prize  cock  bird  was  indeed 
a  lordly  Langshan  weighing  above 
Standard.  He  possessed  an  elegance  and 
a  wonderful  greenish  black  sheen. 

J.  F.  Robinson,  South  Weymouth, 
Mass.,  made  five  entries  and  won  1st 
cockerel,  1st  pullet,  2nd  young  pen,  2nd 
cock,  3rd  hen.  Mr.  Robinson's  entries  are 
a  welcome  addition  to  any  Langshan  class 
and  he  generally  manages  to  make  it  in- 
teresting for  his  competitors.  Mr.  Rob- 
inson's first  prize  pullet  was  an  excep- 
tional specimen  in  every  way.  So  seldom 
that  we  have  seen  so  good  a  Langshan 
youngster,  male  or  female  so  early  in 
the  season.  This  bird's  development,  her 
splendid  type  and  grand  color  is  an  ex- 
ample that  if  Langwhans  are  hatched  at 
the  right  time  of  the  year  that  they  can 
be  brought  to  show  condition  as  early 
in  the  season  as  most  varieties. 

Ressguie  &  Barlow,  Millers,  N.  Y., 
made  a  strong  win  in  S.  C.  Brown  Leg- 
horns as  follows:  1st  pen,  1st  cock,  2-5 
hen,  4-5  cockerel.  Their  first  prize  cock 
bird  was  a  brilliant  colored  bird  with 
a  rich  green  stripe  and  saddle  hackle. 

The  awards  in  White  Leghorns  were 
placed  by  Geo.  W.  Kerr,  who  has  charge 
of  the  S.  C.  White  and  Buff  Leghorns  at 
Wilburtha  Poultry   Farm.    Mr.  Kerr's 


work  at  Buffalo  showed  that  he  is  quite 
as  able  to  balance  quality  and  pick  out 
the  winners,  as  he  is  to  produce  and  con- 
dition birds  for  the  show  room.  It  is  no

CORRELATION  BETWEEN  EGG-LAY- 
ING ACTIVITY  AND  YELLOW  PIG- 
MENT IN  THE  DOMESTIC  FOWL* 

Color  of  Shank  and  Ear-lobe  of  some 
Varieties  Believed  to  Indicate  Laying 
Ability.  Data  Accumulated  in  Recent 
Observations 

SO  far  as  the  presence  of  visible  yel- 
low pigment  is  concerned,  there  are 
two  groups  of  domestic  fowls.  In  the 
first  group,  represented  by  the  Orping- 
ton breed,  yellow  is  constantly  absent 
from  legs,  beak  and  body  fat.  In  ths 
second  group,  represented  by  the  Leg- 
horns and  the  so-called  American  breeds, 
such  as  the  Plymouth  Rocks,  Wyandottes 
and  Rhode  Island  Reds,  yellow,  in  the 
form  of  yellow  fat,  is  present  in  varying 
amounts  in  the  parts  mentioned.  In  this 
latter  group,  individual  birds  may  un- 
dergo considerable  change  in  the  amount 
of  the  yellow  pigment  visible.  The  Stand- 
ard of  the  show  room,  however,  demands 
yellow  in  tfye  legs  and  beak  in  these 
breeds  and,  in  consequence,  birds  that 
have  become  pale  in  these  parts  are  liable 
to  be  scored  down  by  the  professional 
poultry  judge.  The  paling  or  yellowing 
of  the  legs  in  the  breeds  mentioned  Las 
been  attributed  by  poultrymen  to  various 
environmental  factors.  Thus,  good  health 
and  vitality,  abundance  of  range  and  ex- 
ercise, proper  food  such  as  m^at,  corn 
gluten  meal  and  green  food  are  said  to 
increase  the  amount  of  yellow  pigment, 
while  poor  health,  molting,  confinement 
with  insufficient  exercise,  running  on 
sandy  soil  and  in  mud,  as  well  as  climate 
and  the  mere  aging  of  the  bird,  are  held 
to  be  responsible  for  the  paling  of  the 
legs  in  these  varieties. 

Of  recent  years,  some  individual  poul- 
trymen have  claimed  that  paling  of  the 
legs  is  due  to  heavy  laying.  This  vie*v 
has  been  maintained  by  J.  E.  Rice.  Mr. 
Tom  Barron,  one  of  the  most  successful 
of  the  English  poultrymen,  in  an  address 
before  the  Connecticut  poultry  Conven- 
tion, July,  1914,  described  his  use  of  the 
color  of  the  legs  in  selecting  high  egg 
producers.  Moreover,  the  Maine  Experi- 
ment Station,  in  a  circular  which  has 
come  to  our  notice  since  the  data  in  the 
vesent  paper  were  obtained,  advocates 
a  similar  use  of  the  leg  color  in  selecting 
hens  for  breeding. 

Breeders  Oppose  the  Method 

The  requirements  of  the  "Standard  of 
Perfection"  which  controls  judging  in  the 
show  room,  as  well  as  the  common  prac- 
tic  of  poultry  breeders,  are  opposed  to 
a  belief  in  any  connection  between  laying

and  leg  color.  Woods,  under  the  title 
"Has  Leg  Color  Value  Indicating  Lay- 
ers?", discusses  the  subject  and  con- 
cludes : 

"Personally  we  believe  that,  as  a  prac- 
tical guide  in  the  selection  of  heavy  lay- 
ers or  birds  from  which  to  breed  heavy 
layers,  the  leg  color,  of  itself,  has  no 
real  value." 

He  further  supports  this  conclusion  by 
quotations  from  answers  received  from 
several  prominent  breeders  to  whom  he 
has  addressed  a  questionnaire  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

So  far  as  the  writers  are  aware,  no 
published  data  are  available  which  show 
in  how  far  the  leg  color  may  be  of  any 
value  in  selecting  the  laying  hen,  and 
such  suggestions  as  have  been  made  in 
this  connection  have  confined  themselves 
to  a  consideration  of  the  legs  alone.  The 
results  tabulated  in  the  present  paper 
show  conclusively,  it  is  believed,  that  a 
close  connection  does  in  fact  exist  be- 
tween the  yellow  pigmentation  in  a  hen 
and  her  previous  egg  laying  activity. 
They  indicate  further  that  the  color  of 
the  beak  is  at  least  as  distinctive  as 
that  of  the  legs  heretofore  alone  consid- 
ered in  this  connection,  and  that,  in  the 
Leghorns,  the  color  of  the  ear-lobes  is 
perhaps  a  better  criterion  of  laying  activ- 
ity than  either  legs  or  beak  and  is  more 
readily  recorded. 

The  hens  investigated  were  in  the  egg- 
laying  contest  located  at  Storrs,  Conn. 
Pullets  enter  the  contest  November  1  and 
remain  for  one  year.  They  are  housed 
in  pens  of  10  birds  each,  are  fed  the 
same  ration  and  so  far  as  possible  are 
handled  exactly  alike.  The  influence  of 
different  environmental  factors,  there- 
fore, can  be  largely  neglected. 

A  preliminary  test  was  made  the  mid- 
dle of  last  September  by  taking  from 
each  of  a  number  of  different  pens  a 
pair  of  birds  representing  the  extremes 
of  yellow  pigmentation  and  comparing 
their  egg  records.  This  test  indicated  that 
the  extremely  pale  birds  were  laying  and 
the  extremely  yellow  ones  were  not.  It 
indicated  also  that  the  ear-lobes  were 
much  more  easily  graded  as  to  color  and 
in  addition  were  apparently  more  indica- 
tive of  egg  laying  activity  than  the  beaks 
and  legs.  The  ear-lobes  of  the  American 
breeds  are  red  like  the  comb  and  wattles 
and  do  not  show  yellow  pigment.  The 
ear-lobes,  of  certain  other  breeds,  like  the 
Blue  Andalusians,  are  white  but  appar- 
ently remain  without  any  appearance  of 
yellow  ever  taking  place.  The  Leghorns, 
including  Browns,  Blacks,  Buffs,  and 
Whites,  show  marked  changes  in  the 
amount  of  yellow  in  their  ear-lobes. 
White  Leghorns,  of  which  there  were 


over  300  in  the  contest,  were  according- 
ly chosen  for  closer  study.

Table  shows  the  precentage  of  yellow 
determined  by  the  color  top  method  in 
the  ear-lobes  of  312  birds  according  to 
the  records  of  October  19-21,  together 
with  yearly  egg  records  for  the  different 
color  groups.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  gen- 
eral as  the  percentage  of  yellow  increas- 
es the  egg  production  falls  off,  and  that 
the  correction  is  most  marked  during 
the  periods  nearest  the  time  when  the 
records  were  taken.  A  distinct  though 
slight  correlation  seems  to  show  as  far 
back  even  as  July  and  is  strikingly  evi- 
dent in  the  yearly  averages.  For  months 
before  September  and  October,  the  cor- 
relation with  color  is  probably  an  in- 
direct one.  It  is  generally  only  the  best 
birds — those  that  make  the  large  year- 
ly records — that  are  laying  in  October. 
Therefore,  any  method  that  selects  the 
laying  birds  at  this  season  will  select,  at 
the  same  time,  the  birds  laying  above 
average  throughout  the  year  and  conse- 
quently give  high  yearly  totals.  It  will 
be  observed  that  30  per  cent,  seems  to  be 
a  critical  amount  of  yellow.  Above  this 
amount  comes  the  sudden  drop  in  egg 
production  for  the  months  of  September 
and  October  and  also  above  30  per  cent, 
yellow  the  yearly  totals  fall  to  between 

130  and  140,  with  but  slight  change 
thereafter. 

Beak  and  Leg  Color 
The  Beak  and  Legs  are  More  Difficult  to 
Grade  Quantitively  Than  the  Ear-lobes 

A  rough  grouping  by  inspection  into 
the  three  grades,  pale,  medium  and 
yellow,  however,  gives  a  striking  corobo- 
ration  of  the  results  obtained  by  the 
more  accurate  records  on  the  ear-lobes 
and  is  applicable  to  breeds  in  which  ear- 
lobe  yellow  is  not  present. 

It  will  be  noted  from  Table  III  (not 
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shown  for  want  of  space  H.  W.  J.)  that 

in  the  Leghorns  at  least,  where  the  num- 
bers are  large  enough  to  make  compari- 
sons significant,  the  beaks  considered 
alone,  seem  to  form  a  slightly  better  cri- 
terion for  picking  out  the  hens  with  high 
records  while  the  legs  alone  are  better  in 
selecting  the  poorest  layers.  In  the  great 
majority  of  cases  in  all  the  breeds  con- 
sidered, if  the  beak  and  the  legs  fail  to 
agree  in  color  it  is  the  beak  that  is  list- 
ed the  yellower.  In  October  the  hens  are 
falling  off  in  laying  and  in  consequence 
increasing  in  yellow  pigment.  Apparently 
the  ear-lobes  and  beak  are  more  quickly 
responsive  to  this  change.  In  only  97 
out  of  160  Leghorns  for  which  the  beak 
was  listed  as  yellow  had  the  legs  reach- 
ed a  similar  grading  in  color. 

Of  the  51  White  Leghorns  listed  in 
Table  III  as  pale  in  both  legs  and  beak, 
31  had  ear-lobe  records  of  20  per  cent, 
or  less  yellow  on  October  28.  These  aver- 
aged a  yearly  total  of  191.9  eggs.  The  40 
birds  of  those  in  Table  III  that  on  this 
date  had  20  per  cent,  or  less  yellow  in 
ear-lobes,  irrespective  of  the  color  of 
other  parts,  averaged  a  yearly  total  of 
189.4  eggs.  It  appears  therefore  that  hens 
with  a  higher  yearly  average  may  be  ob- 
tained by  selecting  those  that  are  pale 
in  all  parts — ear-lobes  and  beak  as  well 
as  in  legs — than  if  only  one  of  these 
parts  is  considered. 

Method  Has  Practcial  Value 

That  beak  and  color  is  capable  of 
giving  valuable  evidence  of  previous 
laying  activity  is  further  shown 
by  data  kindly  turned  over  to  us  by 
Professor  C.  A.  Wheeler.  On  October  26, 
1912,  under  his  direction  a  series  of 
measurements  of  132  White  Leghorns 
from  the  contest  were  taken  by  R.  E. 
Jones.  Among  other  records,  the  ear- 
lobes  were  graded  as  white,  cream  or 
yellow  and  the  legs  as  pale  or  yellow. 
These  132  birds  we  find  to  have  a  year- 
ly average  of  155.1  eggs.  The  34  birds 
with  pale  legs  averaged  188.9  eggs,  the 
98  with  yellow  legs,  143.5  eggs.  The  33 
birds  with  white  lobes  averaged  190.1, 
while  the  99  with  cream  or  yellow  lobes 
averaged  143.5.  The  21  birds  that  had 
both  white  ear  lobes  and  pale  legs  aver- 
aged exactly  200  eggs. 

The  data  presented  in  the  foregoing 
pages  indicate  a  connection  between  the 
amount  of  yellow  pigment  showing  in  a 
hen  and  her  previous  laying  activity.  The 
most  natural  assumption  is  that  laying 
removes  yellow  pigment  with  the  yolks 
more  rapidly  than  it  can  be  replaced  by 
the  normal  metabolism,  and  in  conse- 
quence the  ear-lobes,  the  beak  and  the 
legs  become  pale  by  this  subtraction  of 
pigment. 

Environmental  factors,  other  than  lay- 
ing, may  be  of  more  or  less  influence  on 
yellow  pigmentation.  In  fact,  birds  ob- 
viously sick  have  been  observed  to  be  pale 
although  not  in  a  laying  condition.  In 
the  material  investigated,  however,  vari- 
ation in  the  laying  activity  seems  to  be 
the  prime  cause  of  the  changes  in  yellow 
pigmentation  in  the  domestic  fowls. 

Comment 

The  experiments  detailed  in  this 
article,  which  is  reprinted  in  a  much 
abridged  form,  afford  additional 
proof  of  the  general  accuracy  of  the  ear- 


lobe  and  shank  color  method  of  selection 
of  layers  and  non-layers,  when  applied 
to  fowls  of  breeds  normally  characterized 
by  yellow  in  these  parts. 

In  attempting  to  apply  this  test,  how- 
ever, there  are  some  practical  details 
that  must  not  be  overlooked.  A  good  deal 
of  the  criticism  that  has  been  encounter- 
ed by  advocates  of  the  method  and  much 
of  the  misunderstanding  that  exists  in 
the  popular  mind  seems  to  be  due  to  a 
failure  to  attach  proper  weight  to  these. 

For  example,  I  am  not  aware  that  any 
of  the  investigators  interested  in  this 
subject  have  mentioned  the  fact  that  in- 
dividual inheritance  has  any  bearing  on 
shank  color.  All  practical  poultrymen, 
however,  know  that  the  degree  of  yellow 
color  in  the  shanks  of  individual  fowls 
varies  widely,  regardless  of  their  egg 
records.  Naturally,  a  hard-and-fast  ap- 
plication of  the  rule  would  lead  to  the  in- 
clusion of  all  pale  shanks,  though  there 
is  not  the  slightest  reason  for  assuming 
that  fowls  with  inherited  pale  shanks 
are  any  better  layers  on  that  account. 

An  equally  confusing  condition  exists 
with  reference  to  the  effect  of  feeding 
and  local  condition  on  shank  color.  While 
it  is  conceded  in  this  article  that  color 
may  be  affected  by  "environmental  fac- 
tors" it  hardly  seems  that  enough  em- 
phasis has  been  placed  on  this  point. 
Enviornment  probably  has  no  bearing  on 
results  secured  in  an  experiment  where 
all  the  fowls  are  kept  under  practically 
indentical  conditions.  But  when  the 
test  is  to  be  applied  to  fowls  kept  un- 
der different  conditions  it  certainly  must 
be  taken  into  consideration.  .  Very 
careful  readers  may  escape  a  misunder- 
standing at  this  point  in  the  article,  but 
I  am  confident  that  average  readers  have 
not  done  so.  The  criticism  in  the  poul- 
try press  which  has  been  directed  to- 
ward this  method  proves  this  to  be  true. 

Neither  does  it  appear  that  the  mis- 
understandings are  limited  to  the  lay- 
man. To  state  that  "the  requirements  of 
the  Standard  of  Perfection  are  opposed 
to  a  belief  in  any  connection  between 
laying  and  leg  color"  is  putting  it  too 
strongly.  The  fact  that  the  Standard 
penalizes  pale  shanks  may  mean  that  the 
matter  has  not  been  considered  at  all, 
but  certainly  cannot  be  taken  as  mean- 
ing "opposition." 

The  apparent  opposition  of  breeders  is, 
I  believe,  due  more  to  the  misunderstand- 
ings to  which  I  have  already  referred 
than  to  opposition  to  the  idea  itself.  Ref- 
erence is  made  in  this  connection  to  an 
editorial  by  Dr.  Woods  and  to  a  question- 
naire conducted  by  him.  So  far  as  Dr. 
Woods  is  concerned  this  opinion  is  a  per- 
sonal oj>inion  and  no  more  representative 
of  breeders  generally  than  a  good  many 
other  opinions  of  the  Doctor's.  That  is 
a  mild  way  of  putting  it  but  I  think 
most  readers  will  get  my  point. 

As  for  the  questionnaire,  I  remember 
that  I  got  the  impression  at  the  time  the 
replies  were  first  published  that  the 
matter  had  been  presented  to  the  breed- 
ers consulted  in  a  manner  that  did  not 
enable  them  to  get  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  the  point  in  question.  The  nature 
of  the  replies  certainly  suggests  this. 

So  far  as  the  Standard  is  concerned, 
a  point  which  appears  to  have  been  over- 
looked by  the  authors  is  that  the  prin- 


cipal show  season  and  the  mating  sea- 
son that  follows  it  immediately,  are  not 
periods  of  production  for  breeding  and 
show  stock.  As  I  understand  this  article, 
the  heaviest  layers  of  the  preceeding  sea- 
son may  be  quite  up  to  the  Standard 
with  respect  to  shank  color  at  this  time. 
Fowls  shown  in  the  fall  would  appear  to 
be  the  only  ones  needing  a  special  dis- 
pensation. 

Another  table,  omitted  from  this 
abridgement  for  lack  of  space,  tends  to 
show  that  the  percentage  of  yellow  (in 
ear-lobes  particularly)  promptly  increas- 
es as  soon  as  laying  has  ceased,  so  that 
the  number  of  days  the  hen  has  been  idle 
can  be  determined  with  a  fair  degree  of 
accuracy  when  the  period  of  idleness 
does  not  exceed  one  or  two  months  at  the 
outside.  In  other  words  lack  of  yellow 
in  ear-lobe  and  shank  indicates  hens  that 
are  laying  heavily  or  have  done  so  with- 
in one  or  two  months.  Pale  shank  color 
in  October,  therefore,  only  proves  direct- 
ly that  the  hens  are  laying  well  at  this 
time.  It  happens,  however,  that  most  all- 
the-year -round  layers  are  laying  in  Octo- 
ber and  few  of  the  poorer  layers,  hence 
the  pale-shanked  birds  at  this  season  are 
generally  the  ones  that  have  laid  best 
throughout  the  year. 

If  this  test  were  to  be  applied  later,

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after  practically  all  the  hens  have  ceased 
laying,  they  would  all  have  yellow 
shanks  and  little  would  be  learned.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  the  test  were  applied 
too  early  in  the  season,  when  even  the 
poorest  layers  may  be  active,  it  would 
have  no  real  value  in  the  selection  of 
good  year-round  layers — hence  the  im- 
portance of  the  October  examination.  It 
is  true  that  a  hen  that  had  laid  well 
through  the  year  and  stopped  in  July  or 
August  would  be  classed  with  the  poor 
layers  on  an  October  examination.  Con- 
versely a  hen  that  laid  comparatively 
few  eggs  but  had  laid  them  in  rapid 
succession  at  this  time  would  pass  for  a 
heavy  layer.  These  are  hypothetical  ob- 
jections, however,  because  hens  that  lay 
well  throughout  the  year  are  not 
likely  to  stop  in  July  or  August,  nor  do 
hens  that  lay  a  few  eggs  only,  lay  them 
so  late  in  the  season.  They  have  no 
bearing,  therefore,  on  the  practical  value 
of  this  test  when  applied  as  it  is  intend- 
ed it  should  be.

THE  ATTITUDE  OF  COLLEGE  POTJL- 
TRYMEN  TOWARD  BREEDERS  OF 
STANDARD  FOWLS 
Poultry  Educators  and  Experiment  Sta- 
tions Severely  Arraigned  by  Certain 
Members  of  the  Poultry  Press 

Within  the  last  few  weeks  I  have  seen 
in  the  poultry  press  two  or  three  declara- 
tions of  independence  similar  to  the  fol- 
lowing one  which  is  quoted  from  an 
editorial  in  Poultry  Success.  I  regret 
that  lack  of  space  makes  it  necessary  for 
me  to  give  extracts  only.  I  have  had  to 
omit  a  good  deal  that  is  equally  interest- 
ing: 

There  has  been  too  much  utility  talk  for 
the  good  of  the  fancy  from  whence  our  sup- 
port and  the  support  of  every  poultry  pub- 
lisher comes. 

The  poultry  press  has  more  or  loss  uncon- 
sciously fallen  into  the  trr^il  made  by  agricul- 
tural colleges,  whose  professors  and  lecturers 
go  abroad  telling  the  farmer  that  there  is 
only  one  breed,  and  the  best  layers  are  not 
standard  bred  in  shape  and  feather,  and  can 
be  purchased  for  $1  per  head.  This  kind  of 
talk  has  injured  the  sale  of  other  breeds  and 
cut  the  prices  of  fancier's  stock  square  in 
two. 

So  far  as  Poultry  Success  is  concerned, 
hereafter  we  propose  to  let  the  experiment 
stations  and  colleges  fight  their  own  battles, 
or  so  long  as  their  professors  work  in  direct 
opposition  to  the  fancy  and  standard  bred 
poultry  business,  and  we  arc  going  to  do  all 
we  can  to  convince  our  readers  that  their 
arguments  in  a  number  of  essential  directions 
will  not  hold  water. 

For  instance,  we  listened  to  one  of  these 
so-called  college  lecturers  one  evening,  who 
said:  "Always  select  females  with  a  high 
tail  for  the  best  layers."  This  is  a  fair  sample 
of  some  of  the  theories  advanced  by  college 
lecturers. 

Those  who  are  at  all  familiar  with  the 
progress  of  the  poultry  industry  know  that 
the  very  existence  of  what  is  today  reput- 
ed to  be  a  "Billion  dollar  industry"  is  due 
to  the  effort  of  fanciers,  and  poultry  pub- 
lishers have  no  business  p.t  all  in  allowing 
any  person  or  set  of  persons  to  go  unchalleng- 
ed who  try  to  assail  it  by  making  absurd  and 
untruthful  claims  against  line  bred  exhibi- 
tion poultry. 

The  only  apology  we  have  to  make  is  that 
we  have  in  times  past  allowed  ourselves  to 
be  enticed  or  lead  in  any  measure  from  a 
Correct  position  as  touching  the  fancy. 

I  would  be  the  lact  to  undertake  a 


wholesale  defense  of  "the  profession"  but 
the  utterness  of  this  editorial  desertion 
certainly  seems  a  bit  too  utter.  Of 
course,  some  active  works  of  repentance 
are  to  be  expected  from  one  who  has 
yielded  to  "enticement",  and  has  suffer- 
ed himself  to  be  lead  far  from  the 
straight  and  narrow  path  which  a  due 
regard  for  advertising  patronage  would 
indicate  as  proper;  but  this  never-again 
attitude  of  Editor  Trafford's  will  be 
very  hard  indeed  for  college  men  to  bear. 

I  can't  quite  determine  however, 
whether  this  wholesale  condemnation, 
after  all,  is  due  to  a  profound  conviction 
of  the  college  men's  unworthiness  or  to 
a  tardy  zeal  for  the  interests  of  the 
"fancy". 

Anyway  I  think  the  college  men 
ought  to  know  that  the  editor  of  Suc- 
cess now  is  onto  their  enticing  ways  and 
henceforth  he  is  going  to  be  on  his  guard 
to  prevent  them  from  leading  him  along 
the  primrose  path  or  from  in  any  manner 
compromising  his  Penelopic  character. 

Commenting  on  this  same  editorial  the 
editor  of  Farm  Poultry,  with  greater 
fairness,  observes : 

Give  the  College  Discriminating  Support 

As  between  following  the  station  and  col- 
lege lead  blindly  and  letting  them  "fight 
their  own  battles, ' '  the  latter  is  as  bad 
policy  as  the  former.  Poultry  journalists 
should  neither  exaggerate  the  quality  and 
authority  of  teachings   from   these  sources, 


nor  neglect  their  own  duty  in  respect  to 
public  institutions  related  to  the  poultry  in- 
dustry. 

These  institutions  should  have,  and  at 
this  time  they  especially  need,  the  support 
of  experienced,  thoughtful,  and  progressive 
men  in  all  lines  of  poultry  culture  who  will 
take  the  trouble  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  problems  of  the  poultry  departments 
at  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  sta- 
tions. 

I  do  not  think  that  any  college  man 
desires  more  than  this.  A  fair  hearing, 
credit  for  that  which  is  well  done,  and 
courteous  criticism  of  mistakes  or  errors 
is  all  that  any  one  should  ask. 

That  a  general  lack  of  sympathy  or  un- 
derstanding exists  between  poultry  in- 
structors and  poultry  breeders  is,  of 
course,  not  true.  In  all  seriousness,  how- 
ever, college  men  can  afford  to  give  some 
attention  to  their  attitude  toward  breed- 
ers of  standard  fowls,  and  the  attitude 
of  breeders  towards  them. 

There  is  a  lot  of  loose  teaching  regard- 
ing "utility"  poultry  and  "breeding  for 
laying"  and  no  harm  at  all  will  be  done 
if  breeders  and  utility  men  alike  make 
a  serious  effort  to  find  out  where  they 
are  at.  The  editor  of  this  journal  has 
called  attention  to  one  phase  of  the  sub- 
ject, in  last  month's  A.  P.  W.,  with  a 
frankness  that  ought  decidedly  to  clear 
the  air.  Poultry  Success  has  illuminat- 
ed another.

biiow  the  great  obligation  that  the  poul- 
try industry  owes  to  breeders  of  Stand- 
ard fowls  and  all  careful  thinkers  must 
admit  that  the  extreme  advocates  of 
"utility"  fowls,  if  unrestrained,  would 
quickly  bring  about  a  condition  of  utter 
chaos  in  breeding — a  condition  from 
which  "utility"  poultrymen  would  suffer, 
in  the  long  run,  not  a.  bit  less  than  the 
fancier.  Does  not  the  present  afford  ex- 
cellent opportunities  for  some  careful 
thinking,  and  for  an  earnest  effort  to 
avoid  extremes? 

BREEDING  FOR  EGG  PRODUCTION 

Feed  Should  be  Properly  Selected  and 
Sufficient    Quantity   Fed   to  Supply 
Body  Needs  and  Furnish  a  Surplus 
for  Egg  Production 

The  University  of  Missouri  has  issued 
a  circular  on  the  above  subject,  (Circu- 
lar No.  76),  which  gives  in  a  concise 
manner  about  all  the  essentials  of  this 
much -discussed  subject.  It  is  quoted  at 
some  length  not  because  it  professes  to 
give  anything  especially  new  or  origi- 
nal along  this  line,  but  because  it  meets 
a  demand  quite  general  at  this  season, 
for  simple,  reliable  information. 

One  of  the  principles  of  poultry  feeding 
is  that  the  hen  cannot  do  well  if  fed  on  a 
whole  grain  ration.  Not  only  does  a  ration 
nutrients,  but  such  a  ration  is  difficult  for 
of  grain  fail  to  furnish  the  proper  food 
the  bird  to  digest  properly.  The  great  fault 
with  the  farmer  in  his  poultry  feeding  is 
that  he  attempts  to  feed  a  whole  grain  ration 
and  generally  only  one  grain  at  that.  Such 
a  ration  results  in  poor  egg  production  and 
also  causes  digestive  disorders,  liver  and 
kidney  troubles.  Complaints  of  this  kind 
frequently  come  to  the  department  of  poultry 
husbandry  and  a  suggested  change  in  the 
ration  has  usually  resulted  in  the  elimination 
of  the  trouble.  Efficient  digestion  demands 
a  combination  of  whole  and  ground  grain. 
A  ration  should  consist  of  grains  and  ground 
feeds.  Generally  speaking,  twice  as  much 
grain  should  be  consumed  as  ground  feed. 
This  depends,  of  course,  upon  the  nature  of 
the  foods  fed.  Whole  or  cracked  grs.ins  are 
designated  by  poultry  feeders  as  scratch  foods. 
Combinations  of  ground  feds  either  wet  or 
dry  are  called  mashes. 

Adaptability  of  Feed  Stuffs 
Wheat.  Wheat  is  probably  the  most 
popular  poultry  food.  It  is  a  safe  food, 
greatly  relished  by  the  fowls,  it  runs  high  in 
its  protein  content,  and  it  has  a  large  amount 
of  ash.  Shrunken  wheat  can  be  fed  to  ad- 
vantage and  can  often  be  obtained  cheaply. 
Wheat  screenings,  if  of  good  qaulity.  can  be 
used.  Salvage  wheat  is  often  found  on  the 
market.  It  should  be  used  with  caution. 
Grain  burned  by  fire  makes  satisfactory 
poultry  food,  there  is,  however  a  large  amount 
of  salvage  grain  that  was  never  in  an  elevator 
fire.  The  whole  wheat  has  spoiled  by  mould- 
ing, and  has  been  charred  so  as  to  hide  this 
fact.  Mouldy  grains  of  any  kind  should  never 
be  fed.  The  moulds  not  only  set  up  digestive 
disorders,  but  cause  a  certain  disease  of  the 
lungs. 

Bran.  Bran  is  a  by-product  of  wheat. 
It  should  always  form  an  improtant  part  in 
any  poultry  ration.  Bran  is  high  in  ash 
content  and  also  renders  the  mash  ration 
of  such  consistency  that  digestive  disorders 
are  not  so  likely  to  arise.  This  is  the  chief 
value  of  bran  as  a  poultry  food.  Only  a 
small  portion  of  it  is  digested  by  chickens, 
so  that  for  its  food  value  alone  it  would 
be  an  expensive  feed. 

Middlings.  Middlings  are  lower  in  pro- 
tein content  and  higher  in  starch  content 
than  bran,  but  because  of  the  relative  cheap- 
ness should  be  used.  A  mash  too  high  in 
middlings  is  pasty,  and  when  used,  middlings 


should  be  mixed  with  other  foods  so  as  to 
be  easly  handled  by  the  digestive  tract. 

Corn.  In  Missouri  corn  should  form  a 
large  portion  of  the  ration.    It  is  liked  by

the  fowls.  Because  of  its  high  starch  and 
fat  content,  it  is  fattening.  It  should  be  fed 
in  combination  with  other  grains.  Cracked 
corn  is  in  a  form  more  easily  assimilated 
than  whole  corn,  and  better  results  will  come 
with  the  use  of  it.  Feeding  immature  or  green 


corn  in  the  fall  often  results  in  digestive 
troubles. 

Corn  Meal.  Corn  meal  should  be  pro- 
sent  in  all  rations.  It  may  be  used  in  the 
mash,  but  should  be  mixed  with  other  feeds 
so  as  to  lessen  the  liability  of  crop  impac- 
tion. One  danger  in  handling  corn  meal  is 
its  liability  of  heating  or  fermenting  in  stor- 
age. Sour  or  mouldy  feed  should  never  be 
fed.  A  good  practice  is  to  mix  the  corn 
meal  with  bran  in  proportions  desried,  and 
store  mixed  rather  than  attempt  to  store 
separately.  One  of  the  reasons  why  corn 
bread  is  better  than  corn  meal  as  a  chick  food 
is  that  baking  destroys  the  ferments  or 
moulds. 

Oats.  Oats  can  be  used  successfully  in 
the  ration.  When  fed  whole  they  should 
be  fed  in  limited  quantities,  not  more  than 
one-third  of  the  grain  ration,  because  of  the 
high  percentage  of  hull.  Chickens  are  able 
to  digest  but  very  little  crude  fibre,  and 
for  this  reason  one  must  limit  the  amount 
of  foods  with  hulls,  such  as  buckwheat,  oats, 
sunflower  seed,  etc.  The  ration  should  not 
have  more  than  3  1-2  to  4  per  cent,  crude 
fibre.  Ground  oats  make  an  excellent  mash 
for  chickens,  while  pin  head  or  steel-cut  oats 
make  excellent  chick  food,  as  do  rolled  oats. 

Protein  or  Nitrogenous  Food. 

The  hen  requires  some  food  high  in  protein. 
All  our  gtain  foods  so  far  considered  do  not 
furnish  enough  protein.  It  is  necessary  then 
to  supply  something  which  will  balance  the 
ration,  or  equalize  the  relation  between  the 
proteins  and  the  carbohydrates  and  fats.  0* 
the  vegetable  protein  foods,  oil  meal  is  per- 
haps the  most  popular.  It  is  high  in  protein, 
containing  30  per  cent,  and  makes  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  mash  during  the  moulting

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season.  It  should  never  form  more  than  one 
fifteenth  of  the  ration.  Cottonseed  meal  is 
not  considered  as  palatable  and  it  is  slightly 
■constipating.  If  fed,  it  should  be  in  very 
small  quantities.  Gluten  meal  is  also  used 
for  the  same  purpose  and  is  greatly  relished. 

Meat.  Meat  foods  are  considered  essen- 
tial for  efficient  egg  production.  In  fact,  it 
is  poor  economy  not  to  feed  meat  food  of 
some  kind.  Increased  returns  from  feeding  it 
more  than  make  up  for  the  expense.  Beef 
scrap  is  perhaps  the  most  common  meat  food. 
This  is  a  commercial  product  which  comes 
in  ground  form,  will  keep  indefinitely  and 
can  be  mixed  in  the  mash.  Beef  scrap  runs 
very  high  in  protein  and  in  addition  contains 
ash  which  is  beneficial.  It  :s  useless  ex- 
pense to  feed  too  much.  One  twelfth  beef 
scrap  in  the  ration  is  as  much  as  necessary, 
provided  no  other  food  unusually  high  in 
protein  is  fed.  If  oil  meal,  gluten  meal,  etc., 
are  fed  this  proportion  can  be  reduced.  At 
the  Missouri  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
a  pen  of  twenty-five  Leghorns  was  fed  beef 
scrap  and  produced  869  more  eggs  from 
November  1,  1914,  to  July  1,  1915,  than  a 
■corresponding  pen  which  was  fed  the  same 
ration  but  without  the  beef  scrap.  The  two 
pens  ate  practically  the  same  amount  of 
food,  so  that  $2.10  worth  of  beef  scrap  pro- 
duced 869  more  eggs.  , 

Sour  Skimmed  Milk  or  Butter-Milk 

For  farmers  the  use  of  sour  skim- 
med milk  or  buttermilk  is  urged.  At  the 
Missouri  Agricultural  Experiment  'Station  it 
was  shown  that  by  the  use  of  sour  milk  the 
■cost  of  producing  eggs  was  reduced  ten  cents 
a  dozen.  A  pen  of  twenty-five  Leghorns 
which  was  fed  sour  milk  produced  in  eight 
months  850  more  eggs  than  another  pen  fed 
the  same  ration,  but  without  sour  milk.  At 
the  rate  of  20  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for 
milk,  $2.60  worth  of  milk  produced  850  more 
eggs.  The  pen  consumed  100  pounds  less 
feed  during  that  time.  Sour  milk  is  better 
than  sweet  milk.  In  feeding  milk  one  should 
keep  the  pails  or  pans  clean.  When  milk  is 
fed  it  is  unnecessary  to  feed  beef  scrap  or 
green  cut  bone.  The  average  hen  will  drink 
about  6  pounds  of  milk  a  month. 

Ash,  Grit,  Crushed  Bock,  Limestone,  Etc, 

These  materials  should  be  kept  before  the 
hens  all  the  time.  The  lime  makes  the  shell 
and  the  grit  aids  digestion.  Flint  grit  cannot 
take  the  place  of  Limestone  or  oyster  shell. 
Limestone  and  oyster  shell  are  the  most  com- 
mon sources  of  lime  and  should  be  kept 
•constantly  before  the  fowls. 

Green  Food.  Green  food  is  very  im- 
portant as  a  poultry  food.  Its  function  is 
not  so  much  to  supply  food  nutrients  as  to 
assist  in  the  digestion  of  other  foods  and  in 
keeping  the  digestive  tract  in  better  condi- 
tion. Green  food  is  greatly  relished  by  all 
kinds  of  poultry.  Absence  of  green  food 
causes  hens  to  lay  eggs  with  pale  yolks.  So 
far  as  possible  green  food  should  be  grown 
on  the  poultry  runs.  In  winter  it  can  be 
supplied  by  various  means.  Cabbage  and 
mangel  wurzels  (large  beets)  are  perhaps  the 
best,  but  steamed  clover  or  alfafa  can  be 
utilized.  Some  people  get  a  heavy  stand  of 
rye  in  the  fall,  cut  this  in  the  winter  when 
the  chickens  are  not  permitted  to  run  and 
feed  it  in  the  pens.  Ensilage  chopped  very 
fine  is  also  used.  For  summer  feed  the  sow- 
ing of  the  runs  to  wheat  the  previous  fall 
and  oats  in  the  spring  followed  by  rape,  buck- 
wheat, or  soybeans  gives  good  results.  Other 
forms  of  succulent  food  are  potatoes  ("boiled) 
■carrots,  turnips,  cnions,  etc.  The  two  last 
named  are  said  to  flavor  the  egg.  Soaked 
beet  pulp  can  be  used  as  a  green  food. 

A  popular  source  of  green  food  is  sprouted 
oats.  It  requires  considerable  labor  to  keep 
the  flock  supplied  with  sprouted  oats.  The 
sprouting  is  done  by  the  use  of  trays  two 
or  three  inches  deep  with  holes  in  the  bot- 
tom for  drainage.  The  trays  should  be  kept 
in  a  room  at  a  temperature  of  70  degrees.  A 
half  inch  of  earth  should  be  placed  in  the 
bottom  of  the  trays.  A  half  inch  of  oats 
which  have  been  soaked  in  warm  water  over 
night  is  placed  on  the  earth.    The  oats  should 


then  be  covered  with  a  half  inch  of  sand 
and  the  trays  keep  moist.  When  the  oats  are 
three  inches  long  they  should  be  fed.  As  a 
green  food,  sprouted  oats  cannot  be  excelled 
but  the  difficulty  comes  from  the  great 
amount  of  labor  and  the  necessity  of  having 
a  satisfactory  room  in  which  to  do  the 
sprouting. 

Feeding  Mash 

Mash  is  a  combination  of  ground  feeds.  A 
mash  may  be  moist  or  dry.  It  should  con- 
stitute about  one-third  of  the  ration.  Mash 
may  be  fed  dry  in  hoppers  where  the  birds 
may  have  access  to  it  for  part  of  the  day.  The 
advantages  of  feeding  the  dry  mash  are  that 
it  saves  labor,  there  is  no  danger  of  the 
hens  overeating,  and  food  is  always  available 
so  that  each  hen  gets  her  share. 

Hens  must  be  educated  to  eat  dry  mash. 
They  should  be  fed  dry  mash  when  chicks, 
otherwise  it  is  difficult  to  get  them  to  eat 
it.  They  much  prefer  mash  moistened  with 
water  or  milk.  The  objection  to  wet  mash 
is  that  too  much  work  is  required  to  pre- 
pare it;  it  also  requires  greater  skill  to  feed 
it  successfully  than  it  does  to  feed  dry  mash. 

Both  systems  of  feeding  mash  have  their 
advantages.  There  is  no  reason  why  a  com- 
bination of  the  two  cannot  be  used.  If 
especially  during  the  winter,  a  small  quantity 
of  wet  mash  is  fed  say  a  handful  to  every 
four  hens,  it  will  stir  the  birds  to  activity 
and  increase  their  hunger,  which  they  can 
:  satisfy  by  visiting  the  dry  mash  hopper.  The 
birds  will  be  better  satisfied  and  better  egg 
production  will  thereby  be  encouraged.  The 
more  mash  the  hens  can  be  encouraged  to  eat, 
the  greater  the  egg  production  will  be.  The 
correct  amount  varies  from  a  third  to  a  half 
of  the  amount  of  grain  eaten.  One  should 
never  forget  the  importance  of  feeding 
ground  food. 


Variety 

Variety  in  the  ration  should  not  be  over- 
looked. Any  surprises  assist  materially  in 
keeping  the  birds  happy  and  more  inclined 
toward  egg  production.  There  should,  how- 
ever, be  no  quick  changes  in  the  ration.  A 
decided  change  in  the  method  of  feeding  may 
throw  the  hen  into  a  molt.  Variety  can  be 
maintained  without  necessitating  any  marked

Mash  (ground  food), 

6  parts  corn  meal 

6  parts  middlings 

3  parts  bran 

1  part  alfalfa  meal 

1  part  oil  meal 

5  parts  beef  scrap. 

Ration  3 

Scratch  food. 

Early  morning  and  night  cracked  corn. 
At  noon  equal  parts  wheat  and  oats. 
Mash, 

3  parts  bran 
1  part  middlings 
1  part  corn  meal 
1  part  meat  scraps. 

Occasionally  1  part  oil  meal  is  added  to 
this  ration. 

In  the  morning  grain  should  be  fed — a 
small  amount  in  the  litter.  This  should  be 
buried  deep.  Clean  water  should  be  pro- 
vided. The  grit  and  shell  hopper  should  be 
kept  filled.  At  noon  the  dry  mash  should 
be  fed  by  opening  the  hopper  or  by  placing 
it  in  troughs. 

Any  green  food  should  be  fed  at  this  time. 
At  night  more  grain  should  be  fed — enough 
so  that  no  bird  goes  to  roost  hungry.  Every 
bird  should  have  a  good  full  crop  when  it  goes 
to  roost.  If  the  feeder  has  any  doubt,  a 
visit  to  the  hen  house  after  the  birds  have 
gone  to  roost  and  an  examination  of  the 
crops  will  indicate  whether  the  correct 
amount  has  boon  fed.  There  is  not  a  set 
rule  as  to  how  much  should  be  fed.  A  hen 
eats  approximately  3  to  4  ounces  a  day,  or 
about  six  pounds  a  month.  The  amount  fed 
each  day  varies  with  the  appetite  of  the 
bird.  There  is  no  danger  of  overfeeding, 
providing  the  birds  are  compelled  to  take 
sufficient  exercise.  The  aim  in  poultry  feed- 
ing is  to  feed  till  that  the  bird  can  consume 
and  yet  be  kept  busy.  Approximately  twice 
as  much  grain  should  be  fed  at  night  as  in 
the  morning.  In  the  morning  feed  half  a 
handful  to  each  bird,  at  night  double  this 
amount.  If  the  birds  do  not  appear  hungry 
at  the  next  feeding,  too  much  has  been  fed. 

Exercise 

The  success  of  egg  production  depends 
largely  upon  the  activity  of  the  bird.  The 
reason  the  Leghorns  excel  in  egg  production 
is  largely  because  they  keep  themselves 
in  good  physical  condition.  They  exercise. 
The  hen  that  is  inactive  and  shows  long  toe 
nails  is  seldom  a  good  producer.  The  hen 
that  is  first  off  the  roost  in  the  morning, 
keeps  busy  during  the  day  and  is  the  last 
to  go  to  roost  at  night  is  the  profitable  hen. 
Some  birds  have  the  disposition  to  take 
exercise,  others  have  to  be  forced.  This 
is  especially   true   of   the   heavier  breeds. 


Strains  of  Rocks  and  other  breeds  are  in- 
clined to  be  lazy  and  in  a  short  time  get  so 
fat  that  they  cannot  produce  eggs  in  satis- 
factory quantities.  The  circulation  of  blood 
to  the  ovary  is  restricted  by  the  excessive 
fat.  This  unquestionably  interferes  with  the 
normal  functioning  of  the  ovary  and  re- 
duces egg  production.  Exercise  can  best  be 
encouraged  by  not  overfeeding.  The  poultry 
house  should  be  bedded  with  a  foot  or  more  of 
straw  and  the  grain  buried  in  this.  The 
skill  of  the  poultry  feeder  is  tested  by  the 
manner  in  which  he  compels  the  hens  to 
exercise.  Overfeeding  causes  inactivity, 
which  will  be  manifested  by  no  holes  being 
dug  in  the  straw.  Egg  production  is  quite 
largely  dependent  upon  keeping  the  birds  in 
condition.  In  summer  it  can  be  encouraged 
by  sowing  the  yards  and  letting  the  hens  dig 
up  the  grain. 

Comment 

Several  other  rations  are  given  be- 
sides the  ones  quoted  but  these  seem  to 
be  best  suited  to  general  use,  because 
the  simplest.  The  individual  feeder  may 
find  ways  and  means  to  vary  this  ration 
from  time  to  time,  but  he  can  count  on 
getting  fairly  good  results  with  the 
rations  here  suggested,  if  properly  fed. 
Ration  No.  2  is  more  complicated  than 
the  other  two  and  affords  greater  variety 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  it  will  give  any 
better  results  in  the  laying  pen. 

When  variety  is  sought,  and  it  is  al- 
ways desirable  to  provide  it  within  rea- 
sonable limits, — I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
it  can  be  secured  to  better  effect  by  vary- 
ing the  ration  from  time  to  time,  rather 
than  by  attempting  to  meet  the  need, 
once  for  all,  by  putting  into  the  mixture 
everything  that  the  hens  can  possibly  be 
induced  to  eat  and  giving  them  this 
every  day,  month  in  and  month  out.  In 
this  connection  read  the  interesting 
letter  from  Mr.  Allaire  in  this  month's 
department.

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SHOULD  FOWLS  BE  PERMITTED  TO 

SELECT  THEIR  OWN  RATIONS 
Some  Food  for  Thought  on  Feeding  From 
an  A.  P.  W.  Reader.  Believes  Hens 
Should  Balance  Own  Rations 

I  shall  be  particularly  pleased  if  this 
department  becomes,  to  some  extent  at 
least,  a  medium  for  the  exchange  of 
ideas  and  opinions  between  college  work- 
ers and  laymen.  I  am  glad  therefore  to 
give  space  to  the  following  interesting 
and  suggestive  letter  from  C.  Hi.  Allaire 
of  San  Antonio,  New  Mexico,  referring 
to  the  feeding  experiments  described  in 
this  department  in  October  by  Prof. 
Loyal  F.  Payne  of  Mass.  Agricultural 
College. 

I  have  just  read  very  carefully  your  arti- 
cle on  the  Palatability  of  Poultry  Foods  with 
Experiment  Station  reports  on  work  in  that 
line.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  experiment 
proves  conclusively  that  palatability  depends 
almost  entirely  on  variety  or  constant  change 
in  the  ration. 

The  experiment  is  entirely  too  complex  to 
prove  anything  else.  The  proper  way  to 
make  the  experiment  would  be — taking  mash 
No.  4  for  an  example — to  put  a  weighed 
quantity  of  each  ingredient  in  a  separate 
hopper  and  let  the  hens  figure  out  their 
own  nutritive  ratio.  .Even  then  we  would 
find  that  the  ration  would  change  with  dif- 
ferent lots  of  fowls  and  with  the  season  of  the 
year. 

All  of  the  ingredients  in  mash  No.  4  were 
in  -No.  2  and  3  also,  yet  the  hens  preferred, 
by  a  large  majority,  the  least  complex  of  the 
three  because  they  were  forced  to  eat  less 
of  what  they  didn't  want  at  that  particular 
time. 

While  I  have  never  tried  the  experiment, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  feeding  in- 
gredients of  a  dry  mash  separately,  the  ag- 
gregate eaten  in  a  given  time  would  material- 
ly exceed  the  results  if  all  ingredients  were 
fed  mixed. 

My  hens  talk  and  discuss  these  things,  and 
when  they  have  been  fed  a  dry  mash  of  a 
certain  composition  for  a  longer  period  than 
meets  their  approval,  I  see  them  rush  up  to 
a  newly  filled  hopper,  turn  away  in  digust 
and  say  ''Same  old  hash". 

Hens,  for  egg  production,  can't  he  fed  suc- 
cessfully by  machinery  or  any  cut-and-dried 
rule.  Their  tastes  and  appetite  change  from 
day  to  day  and  the  man  behind  the  feed 
should  say  to  himself  each  morning,  "If  I 
was  a  hen,  what  would  I  like  to  eat  today." 

I  am  not  altogether  sure  that  the  large 
freedom  of  individual  choice  recommend- 
ed by  Mr.  Allaire  would  simplify  the 
feeding  problem  much.  Admitting  that 
hens,  under  normal  conditions  and  with 
abundant  range  in  choice  of  foods,  will 
feed  themselves  about  right,  the  prac- 
tical fact  is  that  in  confinement  and  with 
only  a  limited  choice  of  foods  possible, 


most  hens  incline  toward  a  too  fattening 
ration.  This  has  been  the  experience  of 
practically  all  who  have  attempted  hop- 
per feeding,  which  to  some  extent  follows 
up  Mr.  Allaire's  idea. 

To  allow  individual  selection  of  foods 
to  the  extent  suggested  by  Mr.  Allaire 
would,  of  course,  result  in  the  hens  fail- 
ing entirely  to  eat  some  of  the  foods  that 
we  want  them  to,  and  which  we  generally 
believe  they  should  have  for  the  best 
results.  His  contention,  that  fowls  ought 
not  to  be  compelled  to  eat  what  they  do 
not  want  in  the  mash,  would  certainly 
increase  the  cost  of  the  ration.  Whether 
it  would  result  in  increased  egg  pro- 
duction remains  to  be  proved.  Some  ex- 
perience, it  is  true,  appears  to  support 
his  argument. 

As  a  case  in  point,  in  some  experi- 
ments that  I  made  a  few  ■  years  ago  in 
which  hens  were  given  the  opportunity 
to  feed  at  will  from  hoppers  containing 
a  variety  of  grains,  dry  mash  and  meat 
scraps,  I  observed  wide  differences  in  indi- 
vidual preference  for  the  different  grams 
and  these  hens  maintained  a  considerably 
higher  average  in  egg  production  than 
the  flock  from  which  they  were  selected, 
which  was  fed  in  the  regular  way.  Of 
course,  other  factors  entered  into  the 
comparison  and  I  would  not  andertake 
to  say  that  the  better  results  that  ac- 
companied individual  food  selection  were 
due  to  the  opportunity  to  do  this,  neither 
would  I  not  deny  it. 

In  this  experiment  a  mixed  dry  mash 
was  fed  and  it  was  noticed  that  there 
was  a  great  dissimilarity  in  the  amounts

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consumed  by  the  different  hens — due 
seemingly  to  different  standards  of  pal- 
atability.  I  doubt  whether  feeding  the 
different  elements  of  the  masli  separately 
would  increase  the  total  food  consump- 
tion, but  there  certainly  is  good  reason 
to  suspect  that  our  dry  mash  mixtures 
and  our  methods  of  feeding  them  need 
more  study.

PERMANENT  POULTRY  HOUSES 
Health  and  Vigor  of  Flock  Influenced  to 
a  Large  Degree  by  Proper  Housing. 
Some  of  the  Important  Essentials 
That  Promote  Health  and  Vigor 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  College  has 
issued  a  bulletin,  (Extension  Bulletin 
No. 36)  with  above  title,  from  which 
I  quote  as  follows: 

Location 

A  high,  well  drained  area,  with  a  southern 
or  southeastern  exposure,  about  150  to  200 
feet  from  the  farm  house  is  the  ideal  place 
to  locate  the  permanent  poultry  house.  Soil 
that  is  well  drained  is  less  likely  to  become 
contaminated  with  disease  germs.  If  a  good 
growth  of  grass  cannot  be  kept  around  the 
building,  scatter  sand  or  gravel  where  the 
grass  has  been  killed  „out.  The  gravel  not 
only  tends  to  keep  the  ground  free  from  dis- 
ease germs  but  aids  materially  in  reducing 
the  number  of  dirty  eggs  in  wet  weather. 
Air  drainage  is  quite  as  essential  as  ground 
drainage,  so  the  house  should  not  occupy  a 
low  place  or  pocket  where  the  cool,  damp 
air  settles  even  though  the  ground  water  be 
taken  care  of  by  tile. 

Ventilation 

Ventilation  is  so  important  that  it  deter- 
mines, to  a  large  extent  the  design  of  the 
house.  Generally  the  best  house  is  the  one 
that  has  the  most  efficient  system  of  ventila- 
tion. Most  poultrymen  are  agreed  that  some 
form  of  the  open  front  such  as  shutters,  mus- 
lin curtains  or  wire  netting,  furnishes  the 
lest  system  of  ventilation.  A  poorly  venti- 
lated house  will  be  damp,  close,  full  of  foul 
air  and  therefore  unhealthy.  Sufficient  air 
should  be  taken  into  the  house,  not  only  to 
furnish  an  ample  supply  of  fresh  air  to  the 
fowls,  but  to  remove  the  moisture  of  the 
respired  air,  the  foul  gases  and  odors.  While 
lack  of  ventilation  will  cause  roup,  colds, 
catarrh,  diptheria  and  like  diseases,  strong 
air  currents,  that  is  drafts,  will  produce  the 
same-  results.  Often  a  fowl  roosting  on  a 
breezy  limb  will  keep  perfectly  healthy,  but 
if  compelled  to  sleep  in  a  drafty  chicken 
house,  will  catch  cold.  To  obtain  the  best 
results,  the  poultry  house  should  be  con- 
structed so  that  it  can  be  made  perfectly 
tight  except  part  of  the  south  side  which 
should  always  be  left  open  to  admit  the 
fresh  air. 

Sunlight 

Dryden  says,  "Sunshine  is  a  germ  de- 
stroyer and  a  better  egg  producer  than  red 
pepper  or  other  condiniental  foods".  There 
is  nothing  that  will  start  the  hens  to  sing- 
ing as  quickly  as  lots  of  sunshine.  The  more 
the  chicken  house  is  flooded  with  direct  sun- 
light the  dryer  and  more  cheerful  it  will  be. 
The  front  can  be  part  glass  and  part  open, 
but  have  the  windows  located  so  that  direct 
sunlight  will  reach  nearly  every  part  of  the 
floor  sometime  during  the  short  winter 
days. 


Size 

The  size  of  the  poultry  house  should  be 
determined  by  the  'lumber  of  fowls  to  be 
housed  during  the  winter  season.  When  the 
size  of  the  flock  has  been  decided  allow  two 
and  one-half  to  three  square  feet  of  floor 
space  for  each  fowl.  IT  DOES  NOT  PAY 
TO  OVER  CROWD.  The  chicken,  under  aver- 
age farm  conditions,  as  learned  from  data 
secured  on  farm  investigation  tours,  is  al- 
lotted only  about  one  square  foot  of  floor, 
and  thus  in  the  winter  time  has  just  half  a 
chance  to  make  profit.  When  spring  opens 
and  the  chickens  scatter  over  the  farm, 
roosting  room  is  all  that  is  needed,  then  the 
flock  is  not  overcrowded  and  egg  produc- 
tion increases.  It  pays  to  house  and  feed  so 
as  to  produce  winter  eggs.  Overcrowding 
rot  only  causes  serious  discomfort  and  dis- 
content but  materially  reduces  the  profit 
from  winter  egg  production  as  well  as  the  vi- 
tality of  the  flock.  It  is  the  cheerful,  sing- 
ing hen  that's  the  laying  or  profitable  one. 
Disease,  weakness,  feather  pulling,  egg  eating 
and  similar  troubles  and  hibits  are  the  direct 
result  of  over  crowding  and  close  confine- 
ment. 

Convenience 

The  women  are  usually  responsible  for 
the  care  of  the  farm  poultry  flock,  there- 
fore the  poultry  house  should  not  only  be 
conveniently  located  with  reference  to  the 
farm  house,  but  also  be  well  arranged  to 
conserve  labor. 

If  a  litter,  about  six  to  eight  inches  deep 
of  fresh,  clean  straw  or  some  suitable  mater- 
ial is  kept  on  the  floor,  during  the  winter 
months,  it  affords  a  good  work  place  for  the 
chickens.  The  grain  which  is  fed  should  be 
scattered  in  the  litter  giving  the  chickens 
the  opportunity  of  working  it  out.  A  dust 
box  filled  with  sand  and  ashes  pleases  the 
hens  as  it  gives  them  a  chance  to  wallow  and 
fight  lice.  The  dust  can  be  kept  down  by 
sprinkling  with  a  little  water  and  stock  dip, 
otherwise  the  dust  may  become  as  objec- 
tionable as  the  lice.  If  every  part  of  the 
house  is  kept  clean,  thoroughly  disinfected

Low  Cost  of  Construction 

When  poultry  raising  is  viewed  from  the 
business  standpoint  it  is  desirable  to  have  as 
small  an  investment  in  poultry  houses  as 
possible,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  satis- 
factory condition  for  the  fowls.  Experience 
and  investigation  clearly  indicate  that  the 
most  expensive  house  may  not  be  the  most 
satisfactory.  A  poultry  house  with  a  light 
frame  and  a  tightly  constructed  single  wall 
will  be  as  satisfactory  as  one  built  with  a 
heavy  frame  with  double  walls,  and  it  will 
cost  much  less.  Cheap  building  material,  such 
as  building  paper  and  prepared  roofing,  can 
be  used  to  secure  economy  and  at  the  same 
time  meet  the  essentials  of  good  construction. 
Elaborate,  expensive  construction  cannot  be 
afforded  in  poultry  houses.  In  many  cases 
farmers  wish  to  have  the  poultry  house  cor- 
respond in  structure  with  the  other  farm 
buildings  and  for  this  reason  are  apt  to 
build  larger  and  more  expensively  than  neces- 
sary. 

Comment 

Plans  and  bills  of  material  are  given 
for  the  construction  of  semi-monitor, 
shed-roof  and  block  houses  and  I  note 
with  some  surprise  that  the  semi-monitor 
is  preferred,  the  statement  being  made 
that  it  is  "a  type  which  is  used  by  the 
Iowa  farmer  with  especially  good  suc- 
cess." This  is  so  far  from  corresponding 
with  reports  that  reach  me  irom  users 
of  this  type  of  house  generally,  that 
some  explanation  would  seem  to  be  re- 
quired. 

Possibly  we  have  it  in  the  statement 
that  the  Iowa  farmer  allows  an  average 
of  one  square  foot  of  floor  space  to  the 
fowl  in  winter.  Where  this  practice  ob- 
tains, results  must  be  so  poor  that  some- 
thing a  little  worse  would  hardly  be 
noticed!  Undoubtedly  this  type  of  house 
with  its  high  roof  and  relatively  large 
amount  of  air  space  would  make  condi- 
tions more  tolerable,  where  such  a  prac- 
tice is  followed,  while  the  high  roof  nat- 
urally would  make  the  house  cooler  in 
the  summer — a  matter  of  much  impor- 
tance where  fowls  are  badly  crowded. 
That  hens  will  do  as  well  in  a  house  of 
this  type,  when  given  sufficient  room,  as 
they  will  in  a  shed-roof  or  combination- 
roof  house  of  proper  construction  is 
something  that  I  have  been  trying  to 
get  evidence  upon  for  years,  with  nothing 
so  far  but  negative  results. 

One  of  the  reasons  which  appear  to  in- 
cline the  writers  of  this  bulletin  toward 
the  semi-monitor  roof  is  the  impression 
they  seem  to  have  that  it  is  practicable 
to  build  it  much  wider  than  the  shed- 
roof  or  combination-roof  house  and  that 
this  extra  width  is  an  advantage.  Few 
poultrymen,  however,  favor  houses  over 
20  feet  wide  (certainly  not  for  farm 
poultry  houses ) ,  and  shed-roof  houses 
from  16  to  20  feet  wide  are  in  successful 
use  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  Such 
houses  are  sufficiently  well-lighted  for 
practical  purposes,  and  adequately  ven- 
tilated in  hot  weather  if  rear  ventila- 
tors are  provided — and  it  is  worth  noth- 
ing that  rear  ventilators  are  recommend 
ed  in  this  bulletin,  for  summer  use,  even 
in  the  semi-monitor  house.  There  is  no 
room  to  question  the  fact  that  the  semi- 
monitor  houses  cost  considerably  more 
than  shed-roof  houses  of  equal  capacity 
and  equivalent  construction,  and  com- 
plaint of  their  being  drafty  is  wide- 
spread. 


The  bills  of  material  for  a  frame  house 
and  a  block  house  of  the  same  size  indi- 
cate that  with  lumber  at  S>30  to  $40  per 
thousand  feet  and  blocks  J 5  x  8  x  12 
inches)  at  $45.00  per  thousand  there  is 
practically  no  difference  in  cost.  Under 
such  conditions  there  can  hardly  be  any 
question  as  to  the  desirability  of  the 
block  house.  This  bulletin  states  that  the 
farm  poultry  house,  "can  easily  be  built 
out  of  masonary  construction,  which  is 
more  durable  and  quite  as  satisfactory. 
Hollow  clay  vitrified  building  blocks  or 
tile  have  been  used  with  good  success. 
Concrete  blocks  or  other  masonary  mater- 
ial may  be  used  in  place  of  vitrified  clay 
blocks  where  cheaper.  A  five-inch  wall 
is  quite  satisfactory,  and  where  adequate 
ventilation  is  used  such  a  wall  is  found 
to  be  not  only  warm,  but  reasonably 
free  from  frost  during  cold  weather." 

While  the  matter  is  not  referred  to  in 
this  bulletin  the  block  house  is  also 
somewhat  cooler  in  summer  than  a  house 
of  frame  construction — as  has  been  prov- 
ed in  experiments  at  the  New  Jersey 
Station. 

The  Extension  Department  of  Iowa 
Agricultural  College  also  has  published  a 
bulletin  (No.  37)  entitled  "Movable 
Poultry  Houses,"  giving  plans  for  A- 
shaped  houses  of  the  well-known  Cornell 
design  and  one  of  shed-roof  type — adapt- 
ed somewhat  to  local  conditions.

Geo.  E.  Howell,  of  Dwells,  N.  Y.,  was 
the  only  exhibitor  of  Red  Pyle  Leghorns, 
but  the  quality  of  his  string  was  suffi- 
ciently strong  so  that  had  the  entries 
been  more  numerous,  it  is  more  than  like- 
ly that  Mr.  Howell  would  have  won  a 
goodly  number  of  prizes.  Mr.  Howell  is 
the  largest  breeder  of  Pyle  Leghorns  in 
the  United  States.  The  improvement  that 
he  has  made  in  the  color  and  in  reducing 
the  size  of  combs  during  the  past  two  or 
three  years  is  worthy  of  comment.  The 
Pyle  Leghorn  male  has  a  Golden  hackle 
and  saddle  with  dark  red  wing  bows.  The 
rest  of  the  body  is  a  white  with  a  sal- 
mon colored  breast. 

Sunswick  Poultry  Farms,  Eufus  Dela- 
field,  Prop.,  made  a  big  win  in  their 
specialty,  Buff  Orpingtons,  as  follows: 
1-3  cock;  1-2  hen;  1-2-4  cockerel;  2-3 
pullet;  1st  old  pen,  and  1st  young  pen.

Ptomaine  Poisoning. 

Q.  I  have  a  flock  of  300  S.  0.  White  Leg- 
horn pullets  five  and  six  months  old,  every 
few  days  I  find  one  that  will  arch  her  neck 
like  a  goose.  They  can't  eat  and  stumble 
around,  in  a  day  or  two  they  lay  down  and 
stretch  their  neck  on  the  ground  and  can't 
move.  They  are  housed  in  our  large  house 
and  have  free  range  on  the  farm.  Have  dry 
feed  in  the  hoppers  and  grain  in  litter.  A 
Reader. 

A.  From  your  description  of  the 
trouble  it  appears  as  if  these  birds  were 
suffering  from  some  form  of  poisoning. 
There  is  either  something  in  the  food,  too 
large  a  quantity  of  salt  for  example,  or 
there  is  some  thing  on  the  range  that  is 
causing  the  trouble.  Carelessness  in  dis- 
posing of  old  paint  cans  often  results  in 
similar  cases.  The  cans  are  allowed  to 
lie  in  some  secluded  corner  and  become 
filled  with  rain  water  and  the  birds  drink 
therefrom.  Decaying  flesh,  that  is  the  car- 
cass of  a  dead  fowl  if  allowed  to  die  and 
decay  where  the  fowls  can  get  to  it  and 
eat  of  it.  There  are  other  similar  cir- 
cumstances that  cause  trouble.  Give  your 
premises  a  general  cleaning  up  and  also 
look  to  your  feed  and  be  sure  that  it  is 
sweet  and  fresh.  Mouldy  and  musty 
foods  are  a  serious  detriment  to  the 
health  of  your  flock. 

Limberneck 

Q.  I  have  a  young  chick  that  twists  his 
head  around  until  the  back  of  his  head  is 
on  the  ground.  Otherwise  he  appears  healthy 
and  all  right.  Kindly  advise  what  the 
trouble  is.  C.  IX,  Patterson,  N.  J. 

A.  Cases  like  this  are  usually  termed 
limberneck  although  it  is  doubtful  if  this 
is  a  true  case.  Limberneck  is  usually  at- 
tributed to  some  kind  of  poisoning  or 
digestive  disturbance  and  in  young  chicks 
is  said  to  be  caused  by  eating  decaying 
meat.  Severe  cases  of  indigestion  often 
develop  similar  symptoms.  In  older 
fowls,  hens  especially,  tumorous  growths 
in  the  egg  organs  are  often  accompanied 
by  like  symptoms.  Examine  your  feed 
carefully  and  see  that  it  is  free  from 
must  or  mold,  also  that  your  beef  scraps 
are  sweet,  also  see  that  there  is  no  decay- 
ing meat  within  reach  of  your  chicks.  If 
everything  is  O.  K.  would  advise  that 
you  kill  the  bird  and  make  a  thorough 
examination  by  opening  and  examining 
all  vital  organs. 

Color  of  Shanks. 
Q.    In  the  May  issue  of  A.  P.  W.  appeared 
an  article  on    "Pour  Methods   of  Selecting 


Prolific  Layers".  Now  I  would  like  to  know 
how  long  after  a  hen  stops  laying  it  requires 
for  color  to  return  ?  Would  it  return  by  the 
time  she  re-feathered?  F.  E.,  Barnum,  Minn. 

A.  As  we  understand  the  article  in 
question  the  observations  were  made 
after  the  hen  had  completed  her  year's 
egg  production,  or  in  other  words  just 
prior  to  moulting.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
what  mucli  of  the  shank  color  will  return 
during  the  moulting  process  as  the  scales 
on  the  shanks  are  shed  and  replaced  by 
new  ones  the  same  as  the  feathers.  Nat- 
urally the  new  scales  would  have  a  fresh 
appearance  and  carry  new  color  pigment 
making  them  appear  bright  and  fresh. 
This  test  we  believe  only  applies  to  ob- 
servations taken  before  the  moult. 

Line  Breeding 

Q.  Will  you  kindly  explain  the  difference 
between  line  breeding  and  inbreeding?  Some 
say  that  it  is  all  the  same  while  others  tell 
me  there  is  a  difference.  Can  I  inbreed  Silver 
Wyandottes  and  get  good  results.  S.  L.  C, 
Lewisville,  Texas. 

A.  Line  breeding  and  inbreeding  are 
entirely  different.  Line  breeding  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  in  inbreeding,  but  inbreeding 
commonly  speaking,  can  never  be  proper- 
ly termed  line  breeding.  By  line  breeding 
is  meant  the  scientfic  mating  together  of 


birds  of  the  same  family  or  blood  lines 
for  the  purpose  of  firmly  establishing  cer- 
tain characteristics  or  traits.  To  proper- 
ly line  breed  one  must  keep  a  record  of 
each  mating  and  so  mark  the  progeny 
that  they  can  be  identified  at  any  time. 
That  is,  the  chicks  from  each  mating 
must  be  toe-marked  and  the  mark  record- 
ed on  the  breeding  chart  so  that  their 
sire  and  dam  is  known.  For  example,  you 
have  a  cock  bird  that  has  certain  char- 
acteristics that  you  wish  to  perpetuate, 
also  a  hen  with  certain  desirable  traits. 
You  start  your  line  with  this  pair  mark- 
ing the  progeny  for  future  identification. 
At  maturity  you  select  one,  two  or  more 
of  the  pullets  that  come  nearest  the  ideal 
you  are  working  for  and  mate  them  back 
to  their  sire.  You  also  select  the  best 
cockerel  and  mate  him  back  to  his  dam.

FERNBROOK  WHITE  WYANDOTTES 

KsfandW  cTLlls  of  the  S^otfi  ?gf?,Q  Sb°W'  ?  ^"ksgiving  Week  at  the  National  meet  of  the  White  Wyandotte  Club  in  one  of  the 
FERNBROOK  FARM,  Arthur  C.  Bouck.  Mgr..  Box  C,  Menands  Road,  ALBANY,  N.  Y. 
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The  chicks  of  each  mating  are  given  dis- 
tinguishing marks  so  that  they  may  he 
intelligently  used  in  the  next  mating. 
Continue  in  the  same  line  mating  sires 
to  daughters,  grandsire  to  grand-daugh 
ters,  dam  to  sons  and  grandam  to  grand- 
son. You  can  easily  see  that  this  soon 
hecomes  complicated  and  requires  care- 
fully kept  records,  hut  it  is  the  only 
way  to  establish  a  strain  of  any  breed  or 
variety.  By  inbreeding  is  meant  the 
promiscuous  mating  together  of  closely 
related  specimens  without  any  accurate 
knowledge  of  just  what  you  are  doing. 
Silver  Wyandottes  can  certainly  be  im- 
proved by  the  proper  line  breeding. 
Balanced  Eation-Strain  Name 

Q.  Does  the  following  make  a  balanced 
ration :  25  lbs.,  beef  scraps,  100  wheat  bran, 
50  corn  meal,  4  charcoal,  2  salt  as  a  mash  and 
150  cracked  corn,  75  oats  as  a  grain  mix- 
ture? 

A.  According  to  theory,  taken  as  a 
whole,  this  is  very  nearly  a  balanced 
ration,  at  least  it  figures  out  that  way 
according  to  "Uncle  Sam's"  figures  for 
nutritive  values.  Personally  we  don't  give 
a  snap  of  the  finger  for  these  so-called 
balanced  rations  as  there  is  no  way  of 
making  each  hen  eat  the  same  quantity 
of  all  of  the  ingredients.  For  example,  one 
hen  might  prefer  corn  to  the  oats  and 
pick  only  corn  from  the  litter.  To  be 
sure  she  would  have  to  eat  the  wet  mash 
as  it  was  mixed,  but  an  over  supply  of 
corn  would  put  her  part  of  the  ration  out 
of  balance.  We  would  prefer  to  add  a 
little  wheat  to  the  grain  mixture  and 
some  middlings  and  ground  oats  to  the 
mash  mixture  and  then  study  our  flock 
and  note  the  likes  and  dislikes  and  vary 
our  feeding  accordingly.  Judgment  must 
be  used  in  feeding.  You  cannot  provide 
a  so-called  balanced  ration  and  trust  to 
luck  for  results. 

Q.  In  giving  a  strain  name  to  a  flock  of 
poultry  does  the  owner  have  to  have  the 
name  registered  or  copyrighted,  or  is  there 
any  legal  process  to  follow.  If  so  please  ex- 
plain how  to  go  about  it.  F.  W.,  Seymour,  Ind. 

A.  It  is  not  necessary  to  register  or 
copyright  a  strain  name  unless  you  wish 
to  make  sure  that  no  one  else  will  use 
it,  and  this  seldom  happens  as  a  review 
of  the  advertising  columns  of  the  poultry 
journals  will  show. 

Cock  Bird  Ailing. 

Q.  I  have  a  White  Wyandotte  cock  that 
is  fseling  good,  eats  and  appears  in  good 
health,  except  that  he  carries  his  head  to  one 
side  and  very  often  his  head  will  twist  half 
around  until  the  beak  is  pointing  upward. 
He  will  remain  that  way  until  startled,  then 
in  a  little  while  it  will  return  again.  He  is 
in  a  pen  by  himself  and  I  have  to  feed  him 
and  give  him  water  by  hand.  If  he  tries  to 
drink  his  neck  twists  but  he  can  eat  all  right. 
Wish  you  would  let  me  know  what  it  is  and 
how  to  cure  as  I  do  not  wish  to  kill  him  as 
he  is  a  good  bird  and  I  want  to  breed  from 
him.  N.  S.  M.,  Whitefish,  Mont. 

A.  The  symptoms  as  you  describe 
them  appear  very  similar  to  those  that 
accompany  attacks  of  vertigo.  This  com- 
plaint is  sometimes  brought  by  injury 
or  may  be  caused  by  digestive  disturb- 
ances, and  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  upon 
post  mortem  examination  tumorous 
growths  among  the  vital  organs.  Don't 
think  it  advisable  to  attempt  a  cure,  as 
treatment  of  this  disease  is  never  very 
satisfactory.  Even  if  a  cure  was  effected 
we  would  not  advise  using  the  bird  for 
breeding  purposes.  Would  suggest  that 
you  kill  the  bird  and  perform  a  post  mor- 
tem examination.  We  believe  if  thorough- 
ly done  it  will  disclose  the  source  of  the 
trouble.

BUFF  ORPINGTON.  BREEDERS  BE- 
WARE! 

I  have  just  received  a  circular  from 
England  in  which  S.  H.  Jacks,  west 
Disbury,  England,  claims  he  sold  me 
Buff  Orpingtons  that  won  all  of  my 
prizes  at  Pittsburgh  in  January,  1914, 
I  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  Jacks  in 
which  he  claims  my  winning  birds  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  were  also  his. 

The  facts  of  the  case  are  that  I 
have  never  exhibited  a  bird  sent  me 
by  Mr.  Jacks.  During  several  years 
at  periodic  intervals  he  sent  to  Owen 
Farms  some  very  good  Buff  feathers 
and  quoted  comparativelv  moderate 
prices  on  the  birds.  In 'the  fall  of 
1913  I  decided  to  import  some  Buff 
Orpingtons  to  start  another  family 
of  new  blood  in  my  yards  and  I  con- 
cluded I  would  give  Mr.  Jacks  the 
order  on  account  of  the  extremely 
glowing  descriptions  of  birds  which 
he  said  he  could  send  me. 

In  due  course  the  birds  arrived, 
miserably  cooped,  and  there  was  not 
a  decent  specimen  in  the  entire  lot, 
excepting  one  hen  four  or  five  years 
old.  She  of  course  had  gone  by  her 
usefulness.  The  cock  and  cockerel 
that  were  to  be  real  stars  had  white 
in  neck,  and  had  white  at  base  of 
tail,  the  cock  bird  was  a  very  small 
Wyandotty  shaped  bird  and  the  cock- 
erel had  very  little  Orpington  type. 
I  wrote  Mr.  Jacks  and  offered  to  re- 
turn the  birds  for  just  half  the  price 
that  I  had  paid  him,  telling  him  that 


my  loss  would  be  considerable  less  in 
this  way  than  to  market  the  birds 
for  what  they  were  worth  and  that 
not  one  specimen  was  fit  to  go  into  my  breed- 
ing pens.

not  one  bird  that  Mr.  Jacks  sent  me  was 
ever  exhibited,  nor  was  one  bird  placed  in 
my  breeding  pens. 

Mr.  Jacks  knows  perfectly  these  facts,  as 
I  have  written  them  to  him  in  very  emphatic 


language,  and  his  circular  is  the  most  fraudu- 
lent misstatement  of  facts  that  I  have  ever 
seen.

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POULTRY  AT  INDIANA  STATE  FAIR 

Poultry  Show  at  State  Fair  a  Big  Success  and  One  of  the  Largest  in 
History  of  Organization.    Many  Well-known  and  Prominent 
Poultrymen  Among  the  Winners

At  Indianapolis  is  held  the  State  Fair 
of  Indiana.  For  many  years  this  Fair 
has  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  holding 
one  of  the  largest  and  best  fall  Poultry 
Shows  of  the  middle  west.  Only  birds 
of  quality  can  get  a  place  in  any  of  the 
popular  varieties  there.  This  year's  show 
eclipsed  previous  years  efforts  in  both 
numbers  and  quality.  One  naturally 
would  expect  a  good  show  at  Indiana- 
polis, as  Injiana  is  the  home  of  a  num- 
ber of  our  largest  poultrymen. 

There  was  plenty  doing  all  week, 
that  is  between  showers.  Supt.  Frank 
P.  Johnson  certainly  deserves  much 
credit  for  the  fine  manner  in  which  he 
looked  after  the  exhibitors  and  handled 
the  show.  The  judges  were:  Charles  I. 
Fishel,  W.  W.  Zike,  R.  A.  McKinney  and 
J.  L.  Demberger.  The  awards  were  all  up 
in  good  time  and  everyone  seemed  to 
think  they  received  all  they  were 
entitled  to.  The  largest  classes  were: 
Barred  Rocks,  White  Rocks,  White  and 
Partridge  Wyandottes,  Rhode  Island 
Reds,  Buff  Black  and  White  Orpingtons 
and  Light  Brahmas. 

The  United  Farms  and  P.  F.  McCarty 
carried  off  most  of  the  Barred  Rock 
awards,  while  in  White  Rocks,  F.  L.  Deer, 
Franklin,  Ind.,  won  first  cock.  This  was 
a  grand  bird  of  wonderful  type  and  good 
head  points.  U.  R.  Fishel,  Hope,  Ind., 
won  as  follows:  Second  and  third  cock 


First,  second  and  third  hen.  First,  sec- 
ond and  third  cockerel.  First,  second 
and  third  pullet.  Mr.  Fishel's  birds  were 
in  splendid  condition;  his  young  stock 
being  extra  well  developed.  For  size,  type 
and  color,  his  White  Rocks  made  a  won- 
derful showing. 

In  White  Wyandottes,  the  largest  win- 
ner was  J.  C.  Fishel  &  Son.  They  only 
lost  on  cockerel  which  went  to  J.  L. 
Demberger.  This  cockerel  attracted 
much  attention  of  the  White  Wyandotte 
breeders,  and  stood  out  as  a  star  in  the 
class. 

The  Sheffield  Farm,  Glendale,  0.,  exhi- 
bit of  Partridge  Wyandottes  possessed 
the  finest  specimens  of  this  variety,  we 
have  seen  exhibited.  They  were  success- 
ful in  winning  every  first,  second  and 
third  prize  offered.  This  speaks  very 
well  of  the  excellent  work  Mr.  Hark  has 
done  in  his  capacity  as  manager  of  the 
Poultry  Department  of  this  farm. 

Both  Rose  Comb  and  Single  Comb 
Rhode  Island  Reds  showed  up  strong. 
United  Farms  carrying  away  the  largist 
share  of  the  awards.  Buff  Orpingb.ins 
were  a  hot  class  from  cock  to  pens  and 
the  awards  were  divided  amongst  Bruce 
and  Abbott,  Hewes  and  A.  B.  Carter. 

The  Blue  Ribbon  Poultry  Farm,  Carl 
J.  Carter,  Prop.,  exhibited  a  splendid  line 
of  Black  Orpingtons.  Judging  from  the 


quality  of  the  young  birds  shown,  Mr. 
Carter  certainly  must  have  had  some  fine 
matings  this  season.  He  was  successful 
in  winning  most  all  of  the  prizes  com- 
peted for. 

In  White  Orpingtons  the  competition 
was  very  keen  and  brought  out  an  extra- 
ordinary class  of  hens  and  pullets.  The 
exhibit  of  Woolery  Farm  was  the  big- 
gest attraction  in  this  variety.  Their 
winnings  were  first,  second  and  third 
cocks,  first  and  second  hen,  first,  second 
and  third  cockerel,  first,  second  and  third 
pullet  and  it  took  good  ones  to  win  in 
these  classes. 

The  best  of  the  Light  Brahmas  were 
exhibited  by  Supt.  Johnson.  He  had  some 
fine  colored  youngsters,  although  a  little 
immature. 

Apparently,  the  cattle,  sheep  and  hog 
men  of  Indiana  forgot  that  the  poultry 
output  of  that  State  exceeds  that  of  all 
other  live  stock.  We  understand  that  if 
the  shipment  of  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs 
from  Indiana  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Ex- 
position amounts  to  fourteen  carloads, 
the  poultrymen  would  only  have  $1,000.- 
00  to  assist  them  in  sending  their  ex- 
hibits. If  there  were  thirteen  cars,  there 
would  be  $1,500.00  left  for  the  poultry- 
men,  twelve  cars,  they  would  receive  $2,- 
000.00.  All  together  there  is  about  $10,- 
000.00  appropriated  by  the  State  to  take 
care  of  sending  live  stock  exhibits  to  the 
Exposition. 

Messrs.  Fishel,  Hewes  and  Martz  have 
done  much  in  helping  the  poultrynien  to 
get  their  share  of  the  appropriation,  and 
we  hope  that  they  will  be  amply 
rev/arded.

Thousands  of  dollars  will  be  lost  to 
Colorado  poultry  men  and  farmers  this 
fall  because  of  earlessness,  says  W.  E. 
Valpon,  of  the  Colorado  Agricultural 
College.  Too  busy;  no  hurry;  will  do 
this  or  that  before  cold  weather.  But 
we  never  get  over  the  rush;  there  is 
110  use  in  hurrying  after  the  damage  is 
done;  we  never  do  to-morrow  what  we 
neglect  to  do  today. 

There  is  little  danger  from  roup  if  we 
■can  get  thru  the  fall  months  without  its 
appearance.  Now  is  the  time  to  prevent 
the  disease  getting  a  foothold.  These 
•cold,  snappy  nights  and  cool,  wet  morn- 
ings are  likely  to  cause  colds,  especially 
when  fowls  are  crowded  in  their  roosting 
•quarters  or  coops. 

Sell  all  the  old  hens  not  wanted  as 
next  year's  breeders,  now.  They  are 
about  thru  laying  for  the  season,  are 
taking  a  long  vacation,  and  are  worth  as 
much  per  pound  as  they  ever  will  be. 

Send  all  cockerels  not  salable  as 
breeders  to  market  as  soon  as  they  are 
large  enough.  The  price  is  rapidly  drop- 
ping and  will  continue  to  do  so,  but 
•even  at  a  better  price  you  could  not  af- 
ford to  crowd  your  pullets. 

Mites  and  lice  have  too  often  had  free 
swing  about  the  place.  Get  busy  now 
unless  you  want  these  pests  to  put  your 
fowls  into  the  right  condition  to  contract 
Toup. 

We  have  no  cure  for  roup,  but  here  is 
a  recipe  for  prevention. 

Clean  Quarters. 

Which  means  freedom  from  insect 
pests,  clean  floor,  new  earth  if  the  floor 
is  of  dirt,  regular  cleaning  not  necessari- 
ly daily. 

Plenty  of  Room 

The  poultry  house  should  be  roomy 
enough  to  be  used  as  a  play  room  during 
stormy  weather. 

Clean  feed  and  water. 

Culling 

Weaklings  should  never  be  tolerated, 
Kill  and  bury  the  runts  and  crowheads. 
Roup  is  infection  and  the  weaklings  are 
the  ones  to  first  become  infected.
